Town Hall 
to close for 


space shuffle

The doors to Town Hall will be 
closed next week as departments 
shuffle their workspace. 

After spending a year and one-half 
working in the Town Hall auditor¬ 
ium, town employees are more than 
ready to move into their new offices. 

According to Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer, the move is the 
culmination of approximately 2 '2 
years of work. Although renovations 
to the building are not complete, 
offices in the main section are ready 
f to be occupied. 

According to Maurer, offices will 
close Oct. 11 to Oct, H to facilitate 
the move. However, an interim 
office will be maintained in the Com¬ 
munity Room of the Public Safety 
Building during that time, staffed by 
a skeleton crew, so that residents 
can register to vote, pay property 
taxes, file tax abatement forms and 
to schedule Inspections with the 
building department. 

The move will begin Oct. 7, when 
some furniture will be relocated. 
Between Oct. 11 and 14, movers will 
continue the process, which will 
result in the closing of Town Hall 
offices for the week. 

During the move, all calls for 
Town Hall offices should be directed 
to the Town Manager’s office at 
721-713.3, said Maurer. 

Maurer said movers have a two-

week time period to move every¬ 
thing out of the auditorium into the 
main section and take down the 
temporary auditorium walls. 
Although the exterior of the building 
and the rear entrance still require 
some work. Town Hall employees 
will be able to conduct business as 
usual. Meanwhile, alterations to the 
auditorium will begin. 

Town Hall hours will remain on 
the 8 a.m, to 4 p.m, schedule, which 
Maurer said, “ties in with the hours 
of the department of public works 
and other departments” not located 
in Town Hall. In addition, offices will 
no longer close during the noon hour, 
which was the case with some 
offices prior to construction. 

“It provides more access for the 
public,” said Maurer. 

The new Town Hall is accessible to 
the handicapped, and “is not as 
crowded or confusing,” as the tem¬ 
porary offices in the auditorium, 
said Maurer.

Parents await 
McCall decision

For any parent with students near¬ 
ing the fifth grade in Winchester, the 
issue of the week isn’t Bush or Duka¬ 
kis, or the Discovery touchdown, or 
even the Red Sox playoff tickets, but 
rather the fate of the sixth grade 
students after the Oct. 11 school 
committee meeting. 

Parents and committee members 
at the School Committee’s Sept. 27 
meeting discussed elementary- 
school overcrowding. Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos 
told committee members that a 
decision must be made quickly to 
solve the problem. 

Mitsakos presented a list of 
options that have been studied and 
discussed among parents, teachers 
and school committee members 
over the course of the last three 
years. 

This summer, committee mem¬ 
bers added the issue to their regular 
agenda at formal sessions. Although 
the Sept. 27 meeting was the prim¬ 
ary opportunity for parents to voice 
their opinions, informal discussions 
and meetings have taken place con- 
tinualy throughout the process, said 
Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos said he favors moving 
sixth graders to McCall Junior High 
School, calling it, “the best alterna¬ 


tive.” Many of the approximately 75 
parents at the meeting were in favor 
of the move. 

Other parents, however, have 
since raised questions regarding the 
potential transformation. Joyce 
Westner of White Street is concerned 
that her child and others in the fifth 
grade this year, will fall into the 
“hurried child syndrome.” She said 
she feels her child is just too young 
to ride the bus with high school 
students and be Involved in a junior 
high school environment. 

Although Mitsakos points to the 
success rate of sixth through eighth 
grade middle school configurations 
across the state, parents remain 
concerned. 

Westner said an appropriate solu¬ 
tion to the problem would be to 
reopen the Parkhurst and Mystic 
schools to accommodate the over¬ 
flow of students. But financial con¬ 
straints, she added, would most like¬ 
ly prevent this alternative. 

Barbara Sullivan, whose fifth- 
grader attends the Ambrose School, 
noted that the academics probably 
would not suffer because of the 
move, but that the children are not 
yet ready for the junior high school 
environment. 

“There’s a lot more parental input 
in neighborhood schools,” said Sulli-

Columnist Leonor Rich 
recovering from injury

Dr. Leonor Rich, the Star’s regu¬ 
lar senior news writer and an active 
participant in events at the Jenks 
.Senior Center, has been forced to 
take time off from her busy schedule 
to recover from a fall that left her 
right leg fractured in eight places. 

Rich, a boating enthusiast, caught 
her foot and took a spill on her way 
to the dock in Boothbay, Maine, 
where she had just started her sum¬ 
mer vacation. She never had a 
chance to board a boat. 

She remembers the searing pain 
and the equally excrutiating ambu¬ 
lance ride back to Winchester Hospi¬ 
tal, but applauds the patience of the 
EMTs who took care of her. 

“Both in Boothbay and here in 
Winchester, people have been under¬ 
standing and helpful,” says Rich. 
“But being an independent person, 
it’s kind of hard for me to be depen¬ 
dent on others.” 

Her recovery at the New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital Is expected 
to take up to two months, hut Rich 
remains optimistic. “1 anticipate I’ll

be up and at ’em again. I’ve just got 
to be patient,” she says, “But it’s 
easy to get discouraged when you 
find you can’t do things for 
yourself”

Voter registration deadline looms 


With the Nov. 8 general election 
ju.st around the corner, time is 
winding down for residents to 
register to vole. 

According to Town Clerk Caro¬ 
lyn Ward, the deadline is Tues¬ 
day, Oct. 11 at 10 p.m. Residents 
will be able to register until that 
time. However, Ward urges resi¬ 
dents to register early to avoid 
the last-minute rush. 


In addition, said Ward, resi¬ 
dents should be aware that on 
Oct. 11, Town Hall offices will be 
closed due to the move from the 
auditorium back to the main 
Town Hall building. 

“We want people to know they 
can’t come to Town Hall on the 
last day,” said Ward. Instead, a 
skeleton crew will be available to 
answer questions and allow resi¬ 
dents to register in the police 


station community room. 

Prior to that final date, 
Winchester residents may regis¬ 
ter to vote at the Town Clerk’s 
office in Town Hall at 71 Mt. 
Vernon Street. Regular hours for 
registration are Monday through 
Friday from 8 a m. to 4 p.m. 

Special hours have also been 
set to aid voters with schedule 
restraints. These hours include; 
Thursday, Oct. (i, from 7 to 8:30 


p.m. at the high school during the 
open house: Saturday, Oct. 8, 
from 9 a.m. to noon at the Jenks 
Senior Center on Skillings Road 
and Tuesday, Oct. 11, from 8 a.m. 
to 10 p.m. in the community room 
at the police station.

Library renovation plans polished

Since funding for a feasibility 
study was granted at the 1987 spring 
Town Meeting, the library has been 
studied and scrutinized by just about 
everybody in town. 

In November, the voters of 
Winchester will have the final word 
on the proposed library renovation 
project as a referendum question on 
the ballot. However, the library 
building committee, trustees and 


architects have fine-tuned the 
design with exacting detail, hoping 
to assure the town won’t want to 
close the book on the project. 

If the town gives the library plan 
the go-ahead, the committee’s next 
task is to present an application to 
the state for an unusual grant that 
will pick up half the price tag of the 
renovations. 

Along with basic renovation 
requirements to replace outdated 
features, the library plans include 
more efficient use of space for 


stacks and reading areas. 

Gail Woodhouse of Amsler, Hage- 
nah, MacLean, Architects Inc. is the 
architect in charge of the library 
renovation design Having worked 
with townspeople to iron out prob¬ 
lems, she said she feels the designs 
are in the final stage of readiness. 

Problems at the library have 
developed over time due to the 
acquisition of more and more books. 
Because book security was at seri¬ 
ous risk, Woodhouse designed one 
main entrance to replace the two 


existing ones. 

In addition, the library now has 
the children’s section and the adult 
section on two different floors, with 
two different circulation desks. 
Woodhouse has developed a design 
for a single circulation desk that will 
keep parents close to the reading 
material they want and close to their 
kids, too. 

The new plan also consolidates 
bookshelves on one floor to allow 
easier access and more reading 
space. 

At its Oct. 3 meeting, the Library 
Building Committee, which consists 
of Chairman Austin Broadhurst, 
Charles Tseckares, Terry Cracknell, 
Vice Chairman of the Library Trus¬ 
tees Ann Nevins and Library Direc¬ 
tor Matthew Sperber, spoke with 
Woodhouse to review some of the 
final details of the project and relish 
in the details of the layout. 

A separate space for young adults 
and children, along with computer 
terminals and ample quiet space for 
adults were among the most appeal¬ 
ing aspects of the layout for the 
group. Concern that the reference 
room might prove to be too small 
was quickly appeased with the 
architect’s versatile planning. 

As far as money goes, Woodhouse 
said her firm, “is more or less in 
line,” with the guidelines set by the 
town. The firm is confident they can 
stay within budget.

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Town’s fiscal forecast looks grim

Local ofricials and department 
heads are forecasting a bleak finan¬ 
cial future for town government. 

The League of Women Voters 
sponsored a Sept. 29 fiscal discus¬ 
sion that featured Finance Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Chet Haskell, Acting 
Director of the Department of Publ¬ 
ic Works (DPW) Robert Morin, Cap¬ 
ital Planning Chairman Peter Van- 
Aken, Fire Chief Charles McNutt, 
Police Chief John McHugh, School 
Committee Chairman Alice McCar¬ 
ter, Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer and Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Robert Deering. 

Panel members were asked to 
summarize the financial predica¬ 
ment of their departments in rela¬ 
tion to the whole Winchester picture. 
Cutbacks, reductions and curtail- 
menLs were the catchphrases of the 
evening. 

Haskell called the general finan¬ 
cial situation in Winchester, “a diffi¬ 
cult one,” and added that, “there is 
almost no slack left in the system.” 
According to Haskell, Winchester is 
feeling the impact of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA) rate increases and faces 
an override of Prop 2 V 2 , “in one 
fashion or another.” 

He outlined what he said are some 
tough choices that would mean cut¬ 
ting the town’s budget or increasing 
the revenue yield from town depart¬ 
ments. Yet, approximately one-third 
of the town's budget is comprised of 
mandated costs, which continue to 
rise. In addition, the opposite end of

the budget is tightened by a cap on 
revenue. 

“The bottom line is that it will be a 
very difficult year,” said Haskell. 

Morin pinpointed areas of reduc¬ 
tion in the DPW’s budget. The curb- 
installation program, tree-planting 
services and street-resurfacing pro¬ 


jects will feel the pressure of tight 
financial constraints, he said. 

VanAken called for a pursuit of 
state-aided programs, bonds and 
state funds. After a month on the 
job, McNutt stressed, “our main 
concern is manpower.” At the pre¬ 
sent time he added, the department 
is, “working at a minimal (staff).” 


The fire and police departments 
went essentially untouched by 
recent budget cuts. McHugh said he 
is “wary of the future,” however. He 
added that cuts to the department 
could impair service to the town. 
“It's difficult to provide service if 
we’re not properly equipped,” said 
McHugh. 

McCarter said that if the proposed 
reductions come to pass, “the school 
committee will face big cuts.” These 
cuts will materialize as reductions in 
the teaching staff which will result 
in increases to teacher-student 
ratios, according to McCarter. She 
added that, “Winchester enjoys and 
excellent reputation. . .We hope that 
by working together we can draw a 
solution to a difficult problem.” 

Maurer said that Town Meeting 
members have a good understand¬ 
ing of the budget situation this year. 
He added that the impact of state 
cuts will affect the taxpayers in the 
coming year, not this year. 

Maurer added that the town 
should not attempt to balance the 
budget, “without giving town 
employees an equitable raise.” 
When asked if state budget cuts 
would affect local aid, Maurer said 
that Winchester should not expect to 
see an increase in local aid. 

He also noted that other towns 
have eliminated their capital budget 
yet, “compared to other communi¬ 
ties, we’re doing better.” 

“Capital improvements are very 
important,” said Maurer, listing 
school buildings, water and sewer, 
and road upkeep programs as essen¬ 
tial to the town. 


Warrant set for fall Town Meeting

Fall Town Meeting will tackle 
some tough questions, including 
Woburn Loop rezoning and controv¬ 
ersial water rales. 

Selectmen closed warrant Oct. 3. 

Town Meeting members will begin 
debate of the articles Monday, Nov. 
7 at 7:30 p.m. in the high school 
auditorium. Articles to be discussed 
include the following: 

• The Town Officers, Finance 
Committee and Personnel board are 
scheduled to present procedural 
reports. Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer will ask for raises for 
town employees who have recently 
settled contract negotiations. 

• The Board of Selectmen have 
requested that the Town accept the 
provisions of the Quinn Bill. 

• The Board of Selectmen spon¬ 
sored an article to request funding 
for an improvement project of the 
town’s water system. The municipal 
water mains require cleaning, lin- 
ing, construction and 
reconstruction. 

• Town Manager Chad Maurer 
recommended raising, appropriat¬ 
ing or transferring from available 
funds, money to keep the transfer 
station open five and one-half days 
per week. 

• A citizen’s petition calls for 
rezoning of land off Wendell Street, 
Fitzgerald Avenue and Rock Avenue 
(the Woburn Loop area) from a 
general residential district to a 
multiple family residential district. 

• Another citizen’s petition asks 
for an amendment of the zoning 
bylaw regarding inclusionary zoning 
of the Woburn Loop area. 

• Two articles by the board of 
selectmen request consideration of 
the purchase of two portions of land 
that are now owned by the Town, 
would require all people seeking 
revisions or amendments in the 
charter, bylaws or zoning bylaws to 
present these changes to Town Meet¬ 
ing with the details given in the 
warrant for that session. 

• Government regulations has also 
requested that Town Meeting mem¬ 


bers consider adding an amendment 
to the bylaws requiring that the 
commonly referred to as the Woburn 
Loop, by Richard C. Russo, Trustee 
of Wendell Realty Trust and by the 
Winchester Professional 
Partnership. 

• The Committee on Government 
Rules and Regulations has 
requested a bylaw change which 
proponent of a warrant article 
involving a covenant provide Town 
Meeting members with copies of 
that covenant no later than 10 days 
prior to Town Meeting. Failure to do 
so would preclude any consideration 
of the article unless otherwise voted 
by a majority at Town Meeting. 

• A third article submitted by the 
Committee on Government Rules 
and Regulations asked that Town 
Meeting members consider extend¬ 
ing the time for discussion of 
motions for reconsideration at Town 
Meeting. The committee requested 
15 minutes be given for debate 
instead of 10, and five minutes to be 
given for each speaker thereafter, 
instead of three. 

• The Planning Board has asked to 
pul a rein on neon signs in town. This 
amendment would restrict the pow¬ 
er of the Board of Appeals to 
approve special permits for the 
erection or maintenance of signs 
including, “exposed luminous tube 
and exposed incandescent lamp 
signs, including exposed neon and 
exposed flourescent.” 

• The Committee on Government 
Rules and Regulations requested a 
communication line be opened 
among town committees. This 
amendment would require a copy of 
the subject of each article to be 
submitted 44 days prior to Town 
Meeting to the chairman of the 
Finance Committee, the Committee 
on Rules and the Committee on Gov¬ 
ernment Rules and Regulations. 

• A citizen’s petition for the rezon¬ 
ing of land on Cambridge Street to 
an independent elderly housing 
overlay district is of another article 
on the warrant. 

• A citizen’s petition has asked the 
Town Meeting members to approve 
a moratorium on rezoning residen- 
tially zoned land for new large scale 


or multiple-unit housing. 

• A citizen’s petition requested the 
establishment of the new sewer and 
water rates to be effective for water 
consumed on and after July 1,1988. 

• The Board of Selectmen made a 
request of Town Meeting which 
counters the citizen’s petition calling 
for an amendment to increase water 
and sewer rates retroactively from 


July 1,1988. 

• The Housing Partnership Board 
has requested an increase in its 
membership from seven to 13 
members. 

• The final article calls for a vote 
on the acceptance of committee 
reports, the dissolution of old com¬ 
mittees and the authorization of new 
committees.

Markey criticizes 
NRC for reduced 
public protection 

U.S. Representative Edward J. 
Markey (D-MA) recently strongly 
criticized the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission (NRC) for weakening 
its emergency planning require¬ 
ments during low-power operations 
at nuclear power plants. The rule 
change approved by the NRC would 
facilitate the licensing of the Sea- 
brook nuclear plant for low-power 
operations. 

The NRC’s decision reverses a 
1982 rule which requires that the 
public be notified promptly and be 
provided with medical treatment in 
the event of a nuclear accident dur¬ 
ing low-power operations. Markey 
stated, "This decision again shows 
that the Reagan-Bush Administra¬ 
tion is so blindly committed to get¬ 
ting Seabrook on line that public 
protection doesn’t matter.” 

"The Administration has placed 
the short-term economic interests of 
one utility ahead of the long-term 
health and safety of citizens living 
around the plant. Its goal is to get 
this plan plugged in and turned on 
before Nov. 8 so that no one can turn 
it off later." 

Once the plan goes on line, even at 
low-power, it will be contaminated 
and virtually impossible to convert 
for use with natural gas or other 
non-nuclear fuels. 

Said Markey, "There are inherent 
dangers in low-power operations 
which cannot be ignored. Unfortu¬ 
nately this Administration has 
decided to turn a blind eye to those 
concerns in its panic to get Seabrook 
running before the Presidential 
Election." 

Markey wrote to the NRC in May 
in opposition to the rule which was 
approved today. At that time he 
stated, "(In 1982) the NRC acknow¬ 
ledged that the absence of offsite 
protection could create ‘chaos’ if an 
accident occurred during fuel load-

ing or low-power operations. 
Nothing in human nature has 
changed which obviates the need for 
public protection.” 

Markey added, "Unfortunately, 
the licensing of the Seabrook plant 
will be resolved in the courtroom. 
The future health and safety of citi¬ 
zens residing near nuclear power 
plants should not be determined by 
the NRC — especially not during the 
waning days of a zealously pro- 
nuclear administration. The opening 
of the Seabrook plant may very well 
be determined by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. I am prepared to take this 
fight that far.”

Although !i lot of changc.s can 
occur in 200 years, for McCord Winn 
Textron, one thing that hasn’t 
changed is the site of their manufac¬ 
turing plant in Winchester. 

The company, located on 
Washington Street, celebrated 200 
continuous years of manufacturing 
in Winchester with a dedication 
ceremony Ocl, 1, and unveiled a 
plaque in a new rock garden to 
commemorate the anniversary. 

In its early days, McCord Winn 
was a manufacturer of dial hands 
for watches. Over the years, howev¬ 
er, the company has grown with the 
technology of the times, and today 
supplies products to the automotive 
industry. 

The idea for the rededicalion 
came from one of McCord Winn’s 
EPT’s: Employee Participation 
Team. According to Dyllis Riga, 
facilitator in charge of the teams, 
through EPT’s, employees partici¬ 
pate in decisions that affect their 
jobs. A total of 14 teams represent 
ail shifts, said Riga. 

The Green Team, the EPT which 
initiated the commemorative pro¬ 
ject, wanted to beautify the grounds 
of the company, both for their own 
enjoyment and for visitors, said Sue 
DiFranco, Green Team leader. The 
team is made up of six employees 
including DiF’ranco, Dan Chane, 
Loys Martin, Tim McDowell, Joe 
Stack and Josic Santiago. 

Chairman of the Board of Select¬ 
man Robert Deering noted the chal¬ 
lenges the company had faced 
through time, surviving many wars 
and changes in technology and the 
world economy. "(McCord-Winn’s) 
great success can only be contri¬ 
buted to a dedicated management 
team and a dedicated group of 
employees,” he said. 

”'rhis is certainly a great year in 
the history of Winchester,” said 
Rep. Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh.

time when he ran a punch press at 
McCord Winn as a youngster. Over 
the years, manufacturing firms in 
Winchester have died out, said Salt- 
marsh. McCord Winn “is really the 
last vestige of manufacturing in 
Winchester,” he said. 

Saltmarsh presented the company 
with two citations in recognition of 
the company’s 200 years of manufac¬ 
turing, one from Governor Michael 
Dukakis and one from the Massa¬ 
chusetts House of Representatives. 

In congratulating McCord Winn, 
Saltmarsh said the company was a 
prime example of a small business. 

"Small business is the backbone of 
the American economy and of our 
free enterprise system,” he said. He

Conservation Administrator 
Elaine Vreeland is becoming a 
familiar face at local meetings. 
However, her endeavors are just 
beginning. 

In an effort to save parcels of land 
on each side of Horn Pond Brook 
Hoad as conservation areas, Vree¬ 
land is in the process of contacting 
the committees that own these par¬ 
cels to gain their support. 

First appearing at the Board of 
Selectmen, Vreeland introduced her 
plan, which targets a number of 
town-owned parcels currently under 
the jurisdiction of the selectmen, the 
School Committee and the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works (DPW.) 

“Open space in Winchester is 
rapidly disappearing,” said Vree¬ 
land. Her goal is to acquire a green- 
belt from Horn Pond to Wedge Pond 
to protect the waterway and the 
open space. 

Vreeland is looking for a transfer 
of jurisdiction over the parcels or 
possibly an easement that would 


turn over a 15-to-20-foot buffer zone 
to the commission. Vreeland pre¬ 
dicts each parcel will present a 
unique arrangment between the 
commission and the department 
that currently has jurisdiction over 
the land. 

Selectmen have been cooperative, 
said Vreeland and have, “approved 
the proposal in concept.” The School 
Committee is currently digesting the 
information after Vreeland’s pre¬ 
sentation on Sept. 26. She said she 
feels the committee, "was very 
receptive.” 

School Committee member 
Edward O’Connell voiced concern 
during the Sept. 26 meeting, howev¬ 
er, asking “what good is land if you 
can’t build on it?” refering to the 
restriction that would allow only 
passive use of the land. 

Vreeland said she hopes that she 
and the School Committee can reach 
a “common ground.” 

Her next move is to speak with the 
housing partnership and then begin 
to organize a package that she hopes 
will be ready for spring Town 
Meeting.

Issue off the Week 


How can the town deal with future parking problems? 




As part of its coverage of the 1988 
election contest for slate representa¬ 
tive, the Star publishes this regular 
"Issue of the Week” feature, giving 
candidates an opportunity to provide 
brief, unrehearsed answers to ques¬ 
tions prepared by the editorial staff. 

This week, candidates were asked 
what can be done at the state level to 
alleviate parking problems in 
Winchester, specifically in view of a 
potential increase in commuter 
traffic flowing to town as a result of 
construction on Route 93 in the 
upcoming years. 


William O’Leary 

According to Republican candi¬ 
date William “Bill” O’Leary, legis¬ 
lation presently in effect encourages 
municipalities to initiate parking 
planning. That legislation should go 
a step further to help towns like 
Winchester, he said. 

O’Leary said the problem in 
Winchester involves four groups; 
commuters, residents, local busi¬ 
ness people, and people shopping in 
the downtown area. 

“We’ve got to try to balance all of 
these interests,” he said. “Those 
spaces (in the center) should not be 
clogged up all day long by all-day 
packers," O’Leary said. “Shoppers 
should have a place to park near the 
stores." 

As a former resident of the down¬ 
town area, O’Leary said he under¬ 
stands the concerns of residents who 
abutt the center area. O’Leary said

“push through pending legislation to 
get some aid to create more parking 
downtown.” Moreover, land near 
the Winchester Center railroad sta¬ 
tion should be acquired by the town, 
and abutters should be consulted for 
equity, so one group does not receive 
preferential treatment. 


Paul Casey 

Democratic candiclate Paul Casey 
said the problem in Winchester is 
that there is simply not enough park¬ 
ing for commuters and downtown 
workers. 

Casey said he favors looking more

there is a constant problem with 
commuters parking in residential 
lots. "We felt we should be able to 
park in our own neighborhood,” he 
said of his own experience living in 
the downtown area. 

O’Leary said a slicker program 
could be one solution. The parking 
problem in town will increase as 
construction moves along, he said. 
“We have to plan something 
now. . .We have to create as many 
commuter spaces as possible and 
designate them,” noted O’Leary. 

The town could possibly get help 
from the state to improve the park¬ 
ing lot near Ginn Field, said 
O’Leary. As far as the representa¬ 
tives job, O’Leary said he would 


closely into (he possibility of a stick¬ 
er program in the downtown area. “1 
don’t think charging 10 cents per 
hour. . .is necessarily the answer," 
he said. Out-of-town commuters 
should pay accordingly, he said. 

One option has been to turn over 
parking facilities to the Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission (MDC), he 
noted. However, he said, “I question 
selling our town lots to the MDC. I'm 
interested in how the town can bene¬ 
fit from charging fees for the town 
lots.” 

Casey said he neither disapproves 
nor approves of the action at this 
time, lie noted that there may be a 
possiblity that if the MDC bought tlie 
lot, they may maintain it, as far as 
resurfacing the lot is concerned. 
However, he questioned what the 
cost to the town would be. “Is it 
worthwhile'.' Is it a practical alterna¬ 
tive?” he asked. 

Residents should not have to pay 
to park in downtown lots, said 
Casey. As far as parking downtown 
for residents once construction 
begins, Casey said, “With the fore¬ 
seeable increase of ridership in the 
near future, Winchesterites have to 
be given priority for parking in 
town.” 

Casey supports providing incen¬ 
tives to those who travel in carpools 
to public transportation, much like 
insurance incentives given to those 
who drive to work in carpools. 

In addition, “the state should step 
in where towns are needing areas for 
parking,” said Casey. However, 
“the bottom line has to be done at 
the local level," he said.

Striking workers at the Wire Belt 
Company on River Street returned 
to work Sept. 29 following an 18-day 
strike; however, conflicts continue 
at the company. 

According to David Greer, trea¬ 
surer and part-owner of the com¬ 
pany, employees returned to work 
as a result of “a little bit of a 
misunderstanding.” 

Employees bad agreed to return to 
work if a two-person panel of Greer

and Woburn Council of Social Con¬ 
cern worker Jose Santiago was 
created to investigate a fight 
between two employees. However, 
Wire Belt officials agreed to form 
the panel only if discrimination law¬ 
suits against the company were 
dropped. 

Approximately 100 workers 
walked out Sept. 8, charging discri¬ 
mination against Hispanic employ¬ 
ees as the cause. According to their 
spokesman, William Candelario, the 
walkout stemmed from a Sept. 7 
altercation between two of the 
employees, an English-speaking 
mechanic, Bobby Hall, and a Puerto 
Rican assembly worker, Miguel 
Ramos. 

Ramos was fired as a result of the 
incident, which company officials 


have described as an “attack.” Hall 
was not fired, causing some fellow 
assembly workers to walk out on 
their jobs. 

According to Greer, workers had 
agreed to come back to work if the 
situation was “rehashed” and if a 
“redoing of disciplinary action” 
took place. They had also requested 
the panel be formed to decide on the 
best way to solve the situation, said 
Greer. 

At a meeting between the two 
groups during the strike, Greer said 
he indicated to workers that the 
company agreed with the two- 
person panel in principle, but would 
form such a panel only if the suits 
were dropped. However, workers 
understood Greer to mean a panei 
would definitely be formed, and 
would allow workers to come back to

work if the suits were dropped. 

The two issues of forming a panel 
and dropping the suits were not seen 
as being contingent upon each other 
by the workers, said Greer. Howev¬ 
er, once the mix-up was explained to 
the employees, they decided to 
remain on the job, he indicated. 

According to Greer, the suits have 
not been dropped. As for the allega¬ 
tion of discrimination on the part of 
the Wire Belt Company, “The com¬ 
pany considers it pretty much 
groundless," said Greer. 

While Greer is not planning to 
form the panel until suits are 
dropped, the company is planning to 
continue with employee-relations 
meetings. Both groups “have a long 
way to go,” in creating a positive 
and functional work atmosphere, he 
said

Foreign policy 
needs sunlight

Mike Dukakis is off the mark in his 
argument against George Bush 
about foreign policy, lie talks about 
moral behavior and the lack of 
wholesome leadership in the current 
administration, but he fails to pin¬ 
point the required structural 
change. 

Publicly available information 
indicates that the State Department 
and the CIA operate more or less in 
tandem in foreign countries. Diplo¬ 
mats purport to represent the U.S. 
position to the local government; 
however, the real American agenda 
is often formed on the clandestine 
side. 

If policy is generated in the opera¬ 
tions department of the CIA, diplo¬ 
mats end up parroting phrases 
scripted for them in intelligence, or 
worse, flying blind without know¬ 
ledge of a major program on their 
supposed turf. 

Since the State Department in 
theory responds directly to the 
executive, for the president to retain 
control, he must promulgate policies 
through his own organization. The 
CIA is not always responsive to the 
president. It often takes initiatives 
and only if the budget becomes 
noticeable or a situation turns very 
sensitive is the chief brought in. 

It is correct to gather intelligence 
and analyze its proper significance, 
but policy must flow from the State 
Department. To stand tall in the 
world community, the U.S. needs to 
represent itself directly, above 
board, to foreign powers. 

When the president says he will 
not compromise with terrorists, all 
overseas branches ought to repre¬ 
sent that point of view on the table, 
rather than under it. 

Bush clearly condones the use ol 
radical, perhaps even rogue, intelli¬ 
gence operations. Dukakis should 
connect his concept of top officials’ 
setting moral standards for the 
nation with his idea of foreign policy 
leadership. 

There is nothing wrong with being 
a tough negotiator. American diplo¬ 
mats must have real authority, or 
the embassy’s position is bankrupt. 
Diplomats cannot set a world stan¬ 
dard for moral behavior when cow¬ 
boys are operating in the same 
territory. 

Professional watchers and listen¬ 
ers should definitely continue their 
work. The more the president and 
his policy arm know about foreign 
intentions, the better they can pre¬ 
serve and forward American 
interests. 

To distinguish his policy from 
Bush’s, Dukakis needs to tell the 
voters that if elected he would 


restructure the foreign policy appar¬ 
atus to put the .State Department 
back in the driver’s seat. The CIA 
and other information services have 
a role to play, but authority must 
flow directly from the executive 
through overt channels. In the rare 
case that a clandestine operation is 
required, wherever it is initiated, 
the president anti the State Depart¬ 
ment sign off on it. 

Perhaps the current balance of 
power arises from the days of 
Joseph McCarthy when the State 
Department was suspected of all 
kinds of disloyalty and leftist) behai- 
vor. While McCarthy is long dead 
and discredited, the diplomatic 
branch of government has never 
been fully reinstated as the proper 
forum for the generation of foreign 
policy. 

Maybe Americans are still suspi¬ 
cious of those of their fellow citizens 
who speak foreign languages fluent¬ 
ly, hut career diplomats who spend 
their whole lives studying foreign 
history, language and culture are in 
the best position to weigh the import 
of events that occur in their ai'eas of 
specialty. 

While Jimmy Carter tried a ver¬ 
sion of this idea during his admi¬ 
nistration, his foreign policy failed. 
One reason is that he did not have 
good intelligence. The CIA was 
either too busy mounting I'ogue oper¬ 
ations to gather the right informa¬ 
tion. or it was simply not coopei’at- 
ing with the president. Advance 
warning about events in Ii'an and 
Afganistan could have led to much 
moi'e graceful responses. 

It would have been much easier to 
go eyeball-to-eyeball with the Aya¬ 
tollah if the fanatic hadn’t had 
American hostages in his pocket. 
Carter was caught flat-footed. 

The other problem with Carter’s 
international dealings is that he 
made incorrect decisions based on 
naive concepts of how the world 
works. His cozying up to the Soviets 
followed by his drastic responses to 
their invasion of Afganistan display¬ 
ed the hurt feelings of a child rather 
than the calculated moves of a 
sophisticated player. 

Here also Dukakis has to distin¬ 
guish himself. Under the barrage of 
smear by Republicans hoping to 
stick him with the Carter mistakes, 
he must convince the public that he 
has a firm enough grasp on the 
world situation, U.S. interests and 
the nature of human character to 
carry out 95 percent of his foreign 
policy in the sunlight, where it 
belongs.

Ben Franklin 
had sleaze, too

There was Ben Franklin the avun¬ 
cular, obese and surely cholesterol- 
plagued, Founding Father. There he 
was, walking around our town’s 
common. 

A few days before his appearance 
at our town's 350th birthday, he had 
been on the Public Broadcasting 
Service talking to our youth about 
his vast array of political skills. 
From those conversations and our 
general folklore, there is no question 
that Ben was one of the smartest of a 
very smart and clever group of fel¬ 
lows who gave us philosophical justi¬ 
fications for our revolution and then 
our Constitution. 

We know about Ben’s political and 
philosophical skills. We know about 
his entrepreneurial and creative 
abilities. Among a list of very 
impressive accomplishments are 
experiments with electricity, a 
stove, a fire insurance company as 
well as a host of printing and pub¬ 
lishing ventures. How could one man 
have done all this? Well, there is 
growing evidence that Olde Ben was 
not only a major-league philanderer, 
but also a scoundrel. 

From Randall Willard’s book, A 
Little Revenge: Ben Franklin and 
His Son, we discover that Ben’s Poor 
Richard’s Almanack was published 
with a splash of purience. Ben sold 
more than the other existing "alma¬ 
nacks” because he promised, and 
delivered, stories about conjugal 
matters as well as other sensational 
materials. But that may not have 
been the most interesting aspect of 
Poor Richard’s. 

Olde Ben was quick-witted as well 
as an apt researcher. He found a few 
volumes of popular English aphor¬ 
isms and gleaned from James How¬ 
ells Lexicon Tetraglotton (1660), 
what epigrams he need for his alma¬ 
nac. He also “researced” and bor¬ 
rowed from other writers without 
attribution. There is little question 
about Ben’s borrowing skills, 
according to Randall. 

Along with being a philosopher 
and inventor, Ben was an entrepre¬ 
neur. He was always looking for an 
opportunity to expand his financial 
resources. Two of the more interest¬ 
ing episodes include his contract 
with the Iroquois Indians and his 
grand schemes to buy more land 
than any of his peers. 

The Iroquois who had a written 
constitution which included separa¬ 
tion of powers, universal suffrage 
and federalism several hundred 
years before our version, came to 
Ben and asked him to print some of 
their laws. In fact, Ben and the 
Iroquois had a contract to print 
stories and laws of this very civilized 
confederation. They wanted to take 
the information from their story 
belts and put them in book form. 

Olde Ben did this with dispatch 
and skill. The Iroquois were pleased 
with Ben’s printing skills. However, 
when Ben read about this very 
sophisticated set of laws, he passed 
them to Thomas Jefferson. He also 
saw the incredible source of real 
ideas about real governments; 


Seven tribes of disparate peoples 
had lived together, peacefully, for 
hundreds of years because of the 
Iroquois’ The Great Law of Peace. 
But neither Ben nor Tom thought it a 
good idea to tell others about their 
discovery. After all, they would have 
to cite the works of savages. 

So, Olde Ben and Thom decided to 
remain silent about the source of 
some of their most interesting ideas. 
That may have been fair enough, but 
then Olde Ben, so excited about what 
he had just printed, began to distri¬ 
bute the printed versions in Europe. 

Of course, Europeans had to pay 
for the books and they did, but Olde 
Ben forgot to give the Iroquois their 
share of the proceeds. There is 
indeed evidence that Marx and 
Hegel got some of their ideas about 
families and how families should 
relate to one another from Ben’s 
printed version of the Iroquois’ laws. 

Next, we should examine the truth 
about Olde Ben’s legendary and 
well-known sexual appetites. The 
trysts, at home and abroad, pro¬ 
duced numerous children and one 
son, William. 

He was born out of wedlock, and 
nearly died in prison after the Revo 
lution because he and his father had 
a long-term squabble about a large 
parcel of land. At the end of the war, 
William was allowed to go to Eng¬ 
land, and saw his father only once 
more. 

Where in his PBS or local appear¬ 
ances was there any discussion of 
the more complete version of Ben’s 
life? We have the information, but it 
seems as though we would much 
rather live with the myths than the 
truth. Given our current debunking 
approach to the lives of other Found¬ 
ing Fathers and indeed recent presi¬ 
dents, it seems strange that Ben has 
escaped our quest for an accurate 
protrayal. 

We know, for example about Tho¬ 
mas Jefferson’s long-term relation¬ 
ship with his slave Sally. We know 
more about the Peccadillos of John 
F. Kennedy than we do about the 
ideas of either of our current pres¬ 
idential aspirants. 

We even have the dates and times 
in which a woman with direct Mafia 
connections spent evenings in one of 
the now infamous bedrooms of the 
White House. We know that Ike had 
a very close relationship to his 
female British driver while he 
planned the invasion of Europe. 

However, we let Ben Franklin 
appear before our children on televi¬ 
sion and at our community celebra¬ 
tions without any discussion of his 
entire personality and life. When 
this happens, we continue to propa¬ 
gate myths which do not aid us in 
understanding either or past or 
deriving lessons for the future. 

It’s time we told the truth about 
this Founding Father. And in doing 
so, we might start a much-needed 
trend toward telling the truth about 
our recent past and possibly the 
present.

Inclusionary 
zoning a must for 
new elderly plan 

To fllE EDITOR; 

The Winchester Planning Board is 
currently drafting an amendment to 
the zoning by-law of the town to 
allow independent elderly housing to 
be built in the town. Under the 
proposal private, market-rate, 
elderly housing could be built on a 
site, provided the site contains at 
least five acres and has no more 


than 12 dwelling units per acre. The 
by-law also requires a developer of 
independent elderly housing to con¬ 
tribute funds to the Winchester 
Housing Trust Fund or provide 
existing, off-site housing units to the 
Town to be used for affordable 
housing. 

I support the concept of the by-law 
allowing independent elderly hous¬ 
ing in the Town, but I strongly object 
to the affordable housing require¬ 
ments of the proposed by-law as 
currently drafted not for what is 
included but for what is excluded. 

Any new independent elderly 
housing created in the Town should 
include a certain percentage of units 
for elderly persons in town who 
cannot afford to live there. Winches¬ 
ter has only a limited amount of 
open space and a finite number of 
houses. If existing housing units are 
accepted from a developer, the 
Town will be competing against pri¬ 
vate purchasers for affordable hous¬ 
ing in the community. If funds are 
accepted to build new housing, the 
Town will have to build units on what 
is now open space. 

As the land is being cleared for the 
construction of the final five units of 
chapter 705 housing under the 1985 
agreement with the state need I 
remind anyone of the year 1986 and 
the battle cry of “never again.” 

The State Zoning Act supports the 
concept of inclusionary zoning. 
Chapter -lOA Section 9 of the General 
Laws provides that cities and towns 
can provide for low and moderate 
income housing by allowing density 
bonuses to developers who include 
units in the development for afford¬ 
able housing. 

Indeed the affordable housing 
component for multiple family hous¬ 
ing passed at the Spring 1988 Town 
Meeting is set up exactly that way. 
But it also allows linkage payments 
to be made to the Town if the Board 
of Appeals finds that inclusionary 
provisions will not work in a particu¬ 
lar development. 

We need affordable elderly hous¬ 
ing as well as affordable family 
housing in the Town. There is no 
reason why the same scheme used 
for multiple family housing would 
not work for the independent elderly 
housing by-law. I urge the Planning 
Board to use best efforts to draft an 
inclusionary affordable housing 
component to this new by-law.

Tempted by Tourmaline 

Think of the California Gold Rush, the '49ers, and thoughts 
of claim jumping are not far behind. Gold mines were not the 
only mines jumped in California, though. Around the turn of 
the century, California tourmaline mines were successfully 
jumped by a man many think was backed by Tiffany's. A 
gemologist employed by Tiffany, J.L. Tannenbaum was found 
to have jumped a tourmaline mine claim in 1904 court judge¬ 
ment. Eventually Tannenbaum paid the previous owner $40, 
to make him relinquish title to the mine. 

California tourmaline is most frequently pink, though green 
tourmaline may also be found (not in the qualities to rival 
Brazilian, however) Unique to California are bi-color green/pink 
tourmalines which may be set as long rectangular center stones 
or which may be “sliced" with a pink heart and green rind (call¬ 
ed watermelon tourmaline). Incidentally, tourmaline are also 
mined closer to home in the state of Maine. 

Shortly after Tannenbaum made made a successful claim to 
the CaUfomia mine, the Empress Tzu Hsi of China came to favor 
its tourmaline for the tourmaline carvings she loved. The whole 
tourmaline market collapsed when the Chineses government 
collapsed in 1912. Thriving again today, the impressive tour¬ 
maline carvings produced in Idar-Oberstein by cutter Gerhard 
Becker and others continue to find favor in the world market. 
Tourmaline is an appealing gem. It alternates with opal as the 
birthstone for those of October birth. Come see our selection 
of tourmalines and you'll understand why claim jumping played 
a role in the history of this beautiful gem.

No more four-letter words, please!

One of the great offenses of mod¬ 
ern life, it seems to me, is the 
presence, in all our days, of the 
sleaze-faclor — not the kind involv¬ 
ing governmental impropriety, as 
the term has recently been used — 
but rather sleaze of a subtler and 
more culturally-prevalent sort. 

I guess my gripe here is this: I am 
angry over this penchant we have in 
America today to mock certain 
ideas. From bumper stickers, from 
lapel buttons, from the patter of 
smart-mouth deejays, we are sub¬ 
jected to a barrage of sneering 
attacks on many of the notions that 
thus far have held us together: 
notions not only about love but about 
fair play, optimism, and the signifi¬ 
cance of individual action. 

1 am also offended by the preva¬ 
lence, on the lips of so many, of 
four-letter words, uttered in as casu¬ 


al and careless a manner imagin¬ 
able. I don’t care to read these words 
in my newspaper. I despise the coy 
approximation of them as they 
appear on billboards (“Best Ixiepin’ 
mattress money can buy" and so 
on.) I like Eddie Murphy, but he 
would be just as funny if he didn’t 
use the f-word three times in one 
sentence — as verb, noun and 
adjective. 

Not so long ago, it seem to me, the 
gears of the social engine were lubri¬ 
cated by an observance of various 
courtesies, both public and private. 
There was enlightened discourse, 
and debates on the formation of 
public policy. Where does public 
discourse take place today, by con¬ 
trast? On radio talk shows, where 
the moderator shouts down those 
with whom he disagrees? On the 
Morton Downey Jr. program, where 
the host curses and presents his 


backside to those in the audience 
whom he wishes to silence? 

Nostalgia for a gentler day comes 
upon all of us, they say, as we grow 
into adulthood and confront adult¬ 
hood’s complexities. What I feel is 
something more than nostalgia, 
though. My mother was a single 
parent to my sister and me, an 
anomaly in those years, who in her 
own life had known disappointment. 
Vet she dressed us each day not just 
in fresh-starched clothes and pol¬ 
ished shoes, but in hope; in the firm 
expectation that the world was a 
shining place and our own shining 
futures in it all but guaranteed. 1 
would like to dress my children in 
the same way. Thus far, it has not 
been easy. 

“Shit Happens,” reads a popular 
bumper sticker. “Life’s a Bitch And 
Then You Die," says another. "You 
Must Be Confusing Me With Some¬ 


one Who Gives a Damn,” goes a 
third. You see these slogans 
everywhere. 

'I’hink for a minute what they sug¬ 
gest, beyond the cynicism of the 
people who carry them about. What 
do they tell our children about the 
meaning of life? That things are 
beyond our control. That we are 
powerle.ss to effect change. That 
there is no significance to this life 
and certainly none to the next, since 
it doesn’t exist. That we don’t even 
care anymore that such sentiments 
govern all our actions. 

1 have not labored this long over 
the three souls entrusted to me to 
hand over to them now a world 
cheapened by such philosophical 
coarseness. My husband and I are 
attempting to raise them with' the 
belief that it all matters — math and 
music and fair play and acts of 
generousity so small as to go almost 


unnoticed. We are trying to send the 
message that goodness is worth pur- 
.suing for its own sake; that whatev¬ 
er is wrong with this world we can 
fix; that the future is still radiant 
with possibility. And we would 
appreciate some help in getting this 
me.ssage across. 

We blight our own futures if we 
hand down to our heirs a society in 
which people live by the jaded senti¬ 
ments expressed in the popular cul¬ 
ture. No one is so sophisticated that 
he can utter the words of a deep 
cynicism without having cynicism 
take root, finally, in his heart. 

Let’s elevate the level of discourse 
in our land. Let’s speak carefully 
and truly of what we believe. The 
stakes are high. Our children will 
become what we have made of them. 
And they are watching us even now.

Parkway plans under study

Plans for the reconstruction of 
Mystic Valley Parkway are being 
refined by the Metropolitan District 
Commission (MDC), according to 
Neil Lespasio, chief of the MDC 
parkway and bridge section. 

Lespasio told selectmen Monday 
night that the $6 million project has 
been planned to alleviate drainage 
problems along South Border Road. 
Proposed changes would improve 
the road as well as make it safer for 
vehicular traffic, said Lespasio. 

The project, which is still in the 
design stages, is set to begin in 


March 1989 and involves in-depth 
reconstruction and resurfacing of 
the roadway as well as repairing and 
installing sidewalks and providing 
landscape improvements. The pro¬ 
ject stretches from the Medford line 
on South Border Road to the Bacon 
Street intersection of Mystic Valley 
Parkway. 

According the Lespascio, the plan 
involves extensive drainage work to 
remedy flooding problems, particu¬ 
larly those that begin along South 
Border Road. Lespascio and two 
members of the engineering firm of 
Vollmer Associates met with select¬ 
men to discuss the project and 
request permission to consult

Winchester’s engineering deparl- 
menl. State Rep. Sherman “Whip" 
Saltmarsh also joined the 
discussion. 

According to Vollmer Associates 
Engineer Ed Condon, the group 
would prefer to run a ■12-inch drain¬ 
age line under Myrtle Street into the 
drainage culvert that runs through 
the Town Hall parking lot. The water 
would then empty into the Mill Pond. 

However, if the town does not 
approve running the pipe under 
town-owned roads, another option 
would be to run a pipe the length of 
Mystic Valley Parkway and empty it 
into the Aberjona River further 
down from Mill Pond. Mystic Valley 
Parkway is owned by the MDC, said 
Condon. However, this option would 
bo very costly, he noted, since it 
would require digging up a larger 
section of roadway. 

Selectmen Frank Sopper was con¬ 
cerned about the size of the drain 
pipe the MDC plans to install. 
According to Sopper, installing a 
42-inch pipe “will create a riv¬ 
er. . .You’re going to create a flood 
during a major storm.” 

Sopper urged officials to examine 
an option that would channel runoff 
water farther down the Aberjona 
River. Increasing the amount of 
water flowing into the Mill Pond 
would disrupt the ecology of the 
pond as well, said Sopper, 

“If we were doing something that 
was going to cause harm to Mill 
Pond, the centerpiece of the town, 
then I wouldn’t be using my head,” 
said Condon. He pointed out that the 
MDC and engineers would work 
closely with Winchester's engineer¬ 
ing department to come up with the 
best alternative. 

The group will conduct a public 
hearing within the next six weeks to 
allow residents to voice concerns 
and ask questions.

Right on the button 

Arlington .artist designs this year’s First Night symbols

An Arlington resident, Japanese- 
American artist Toshihiro Kataya- 
ma, has been invited to design the 
button and poster for First Night 
1989, Boston’s New Year’s Rive arts 
celebration. 

Katayama, who moved to Arling¬ 
ton in 1966 from his native Osaka, 
Japan, says he is “proud” to partici¬ 
pate in the preparations for First 
Night. 

His design will feature an abstract 
blue and yellow bird against a black 
sky with splashes of white represent¬ 
ing stars and fireworks. Katayama 
says the design is a “celebration 
image” of “happiness symbols” that 
took him nearly a month to 
complete. 

Katayama has been a senior lec¬ 
turer at Harvard University’s 
Capenter Center for the Visual Arts 
since coming to the area. For the 
past 20 years he has concentrated 
his talents in painting, although he 
also has been active in designing 
environmental art exhibits. 

His most'recent project in the 
greater Boston area was the crea¬ 
tion of a 15-foot, stainless-stell out¬ 
door sculpture in the shape of a “T” 
for the entrance to the new Alewife 
MBTA station in Cambridge. Katay¬ 
ama has also designed the signage 
for other MBTA stations, the most 
notable being the mirrored star 
symbol in the State Street station 
and the mural of colorful stripes in 
the Essex station in Chinatown. 

Katayama’s work is abstract in 
the extreme, although there is 
always a definite logic to it. Some of 
his earliest print works, from a col¬ 
lection titled Visual Consiniclioti, Util¬ 
ize the simplest elements of geomet¬ 
ry: lines and regular polygons. With 
these basic shapes, Katayama has 
worked an unfolding, asymmetric 
form that is too regular to be ran¬ 
dom, yet too fluid to capture with the 
monotonous word “pattern.” 

Katayama himself, in fact, says 
he seems to be prejudiced againsi 
patterns, although he does not 
express this prejudice in a rebellion 
against structure. Instead, in this 
series Katayama seems to have 
tamed the underlying rigor of 
mathematical translations for a 
more expressive use, allowing slow 
variance in line thickness and sepa¬ 
ration to lull the viewer into compla¬ 
cency, only to startle her again with 
the sudden realization that nothing 
in the piece is as predictable as it 
had just seemed. 

“Less is more,” Katayama says, 
quoting Mies and foreshadowing his 
next series. The minimalist Square- 
Moveiueni relies upon Katayama's 
discovery of the innate properties of 
a single object: the square. And the 
work is not limited by Katayama’s 
insight, but expanded by that of the 
observer, for many of these pieces 
allow the observer to shift and rear¬ 
range the carefully composed forms 
against a neutral background. 

Each of the forms had its origin in

an idcntically-sizod square, but 
Kalayama’s Swiss scalpel frees a 
multitude of related shapes, from 
triangles to notched arrowheads to 
shapes that defy simple classifica¬ 
tion. Yet their common origin draws 
even the oddest shapes together 
gracefully, until tenuous yet wonder¬ 
ful concatenations emerge. 

“Opposites — control and free¬ 
dom, contradiction and harmony — 
exist here simultaneously, and give 
rise to a little poetry," Katayama 
says. "Is it coincidence that poetic 
forms like the wnkn and the haiku 
also have mathematical rules?” 

Later, in Topolag}/: Hunwgc to iho 
Ciihe, Katayama allows his tight con¬ 
trol of underlying form to relax, 
resulting in a series of elongated 
rectangular prisms, impossibly 
sharing sides in a manner reminis¬ 
cent of M.C. Escher. Katayama 
rejects too close a comparison with 
Escher, however, preferring to offer 
the observer an open invitation to 
“unravel" his topological mysteries, 
which he feels are too often cleverly 
obscured in Escher. 

And then there are Katayama's 
archigraphias, or environmental 
artworks, such as his work at the 
Alewife and State Street MBTA sta¬ 
tions. Although deceptively simple, 
these works retain many of the same 
elements present in Katayama's 
print work: perfect geometries con¬ 
joined, as in the “T” sculpture, or 
translated apart, as in the mirror- 
imaged star in State Street Station. 

Although Katayama visits Japan 
three to four times a year, he has 
found many things to appreciate in 
the United States. The way of life in 
the Boston area is "much more 
human” than that of Tokyo, where

there are "so many people, so many 
cars, so much difficult competi¬ 
tion,” Katayama said. He enjoys the 
seasons here in the United States 
and the convenience of playing golf 
and tennis without great expense 
and long waits, he continued. 

The tradition of annually inviting 
a prominent Boston area artist to 
design the First Night poster and 
button motif was established nine 
years ago. Past artists have 
included Norman Laliberte, Corita 
Kent, Otto Piene, Marie Cosindas, 
Gyorgy Kepes, Clara Wainwright, 
Harold Edgerton, and Rene 
Westbrook. 

First Night is a city-wide celebra¬ 
tion of the New Year with a focus on 


the pertorming arts. In Boston Com¬ 
mon and throughout the Back Bay, 
more than a thousand individual 
performers — dancers, mimes, 
storytellers, and the like — put on 
shows indoors and outdoors. A grand 
processional down Boylston Street 
kicks off the festivities at around 
five o’clock on Dec. 31 as clowns, 
animated puppets, and stiltwalkers 
parade down the street. 

Other highlights of the evening 
include a life-size ice sculpture con¬ 
test in Copley Square, a New Year 
countdown at the Custom House tow¬ 
er, and a fireworks display over 
Boston Harbor.

Tbe first HF/MAX balloon flight 
look place at the Alburqueque Hot 
Air Balloon Fiesta in 1978 and its 
flight was captured on film clips by 
the nationally televised IJinah Shore 
Show. It participated in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby Great Balloon Pace in 
Louisville and then in the verdant 
Canadian country side, six KK/MAX 
balloons participated in the hoiind- 
and-hare race. 

Later that summer the HE/MAX 
hot air balloon won the Governor's 
cup at the third Annual Colorado 
Balloon Hace, and a first place Gold 
Medal at the Albuquerque Balloon 
Fiesta partiepating against ‘tSIi bal¬ 
loons in the three-day event. It was 
one of the 40 balloons from 15 eoun- 
tries participating in tbe 7lh Annual 
Balloon and Air Show of Chatcau- 
d’Gex, in Switzerland. Hot air bal¬ 
loons came from countries such as 
Austria, Belgium, Canada, Den¬ 
mark, France, Germany, Great Bri¬ 
tain, Hungary, Luxenbourg, Nor¬ 
way, Spain, Sweden, Switzerland, 
and the United States. The nine-day 
show featured both valley and moun¬ 
tain balloon flying, including target 
events, hare and hound, speed and 
distance, and cross-country races. 

Pilots, passengers and observers 
all agree a hot air balloon voyage is 
sheer adventure. The few basic 
parts of a hot air balloon are all 
necessary to balloon flight, designed 
to exploit the single natural-science 
principle that hot air rises. When the 
burner in the basket fills the balloon 
envelope (or “bubble") with war¬ 
mer air than the air which surrounds 
the envelope the balloon rises, car¬ 
rying pilot and passengers aloft sus¬ 
pended below in the basket or gondo¬ 
la into free flight. Come one, come 
all especially you camera buffs and 
keep your eyes to the sky.

Preventive 
techniques topic 
of hospital class 

The best emergency is no 
emergency. P’rom birth through 
maturity, children encounter dan¬ 
gers which threaten their lives. 

However, many lives can be saved 
by preventive measures or prompt 
emergency care. To inform parents 
and others entrusted with the care of 
children about simple preventive 
and response methods, the Educa¬ 
tion Department at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital is sponsoring a one-evening 
discussion, “Accident Prevention 
and Childhood Emergencies,” Wed¬ 
nesday, Oct. 5, from 7:.30 to 9:SO in 
the Kingsbury Seminar Room at 
Winchester Hospital. 

The speaker will be Howard W. 
Itashba, M.D., a Reading pediatri¬ 
cian who is a member of the 
Winchester Hospital Active Medical 
staff. Dr. Rashba will discuss local 
emergency systems including kiinds 
of care available, numbers to call, 
and the ways care-takers can pre¬ 
pare to respond quickly in an 
emergency. He will also describe 
emergency equipment for home use 
and ways adults can teach children 
about potential danger and tech¬ 
niques they can apply to increase 
their own chances for survival.

Workshop on 
aging relatives 
begins Oct. 20 

Issues discussed in this story will 
be the focus of the workshop series 
“Understanding Your Aging Rela¬ 
tive” to be held on five consecutive 
Thursday evenings beginning Oct. 20 
from 7 to 9 p.m. at the Arlington 
Senior Center. 

Nearly everyone, at on time or 
another, is faced with some issue 
related to the aging of a parent or 
spouse. As our medical technology 
becomes increasingly advanced, 
more people are living physically 
active lives into their 80s and 90s. 

It is at the point when that 
previously-active octogenarian 
becomes disabled that family mem¬ 
bers look for support in caring for 
him or her. The following is a com¬ 
posite of a typical story. 

Mrs. J., 47 years old, was referred 
to the mental health center by the 
local council on aging. She has appe¬ 
aled to them for help in finding a 
person who would be available a few 
hours each week to care for her 
elderly father. She appeared in such 
an anxious state and became so 
tearful that it was suggested that she 
might benefit from counseling. 

Her father, 79 years old, was 
widowed 10 years ago but had 
adjusted well and seemed to manage 
a fairly active and gratifying life 
style until two years ago when he 
began to show signs of confusion and 
forgetfulness. 

His condition deteriorated to the 
point that Mrs. J. felt she had no 
choice but to bring father into her 
home and resign from her work as 
part-time librarian. 

This decision was made when Mrs. 
J. found herself not only checking on 
and providing meals for her father 
twice a day but becoming increas¬ 
ingly uneasy when her father was 
alone. She had been called on two 
occasions by neighbors who spotted 
the father wandering up and down 
the street looking frightened, asking 
to be returned to his home. 

The difficulties for Mrs. J. have 
increased now that her father is in 
her home. Much to Mrs. J's disap¬ 
pointment and distress, her two 
teen-aged children have been unac¬ 
cepting of Granddad and unavail¬ 
able to participate in his care. They 
have been quite vocal in their objec¬ 
tions to having to share a small 
house as well as having to share 
their mother's attention with 
Granddad. 

Her father has been monopolizing 
more and more of Mrs. J's lime, 
both in his demands for service and 
attention and in .some increased con¬ 
fusion and sensitivity to the activi¬ 
ties of the household. 

Although Mr. J. had readily 
agreed that his father-in-law needed 
to be taken into the home, he has 
responded to the shift in the family 
system by going to bed early, or 
finding activities out of the home 
which he attended himself since 
Mrs. J. was unable to leave father 
comfortably, except on the rare 
occasions that the children would 
agree to granddad-sit. Mrs, J’s 


brother on the West Coast refused to 
get involved, and as she says, “What 
can he do, way out there anyway.” 

Mrs. J was feeling trapped, 
depressed, bored, angry, guilty, anti 
anxious in terms of her many “hats” 
— daughter, wife, mother — and her 
loss of gratifying activity for herself. 

Mrs. J. was able to utilize short¬ 
term counseling to review historical¬ 
ly her relationship with father, 
pursue a more comprehensive 
assessment of father, set limits with 
ail family members, allow for some 
time and energy for herself, acquire 
some assistance in caring for father, 
and begin to think and prepare for 
the possibility of a nursing home 
placement. 

Community service agencies 
which provide for the older person 
are more frequently consulted cur¬ 
rently by families of aging relatives 
than in previous years. They are 
looking for assistance in their varied 
struggles in attempting to maintain 
their aging relatives out of 
institutions. 

Agencies being tapped are the loc¬ 
al councils on aging, mental health 
centers, home-care agencies, and 
visiting nurses associations. Rela¬ 
tives may be adult children, grand¬ 
children, spouses, siblings, or other 
extendeel family. 

Contrary to a common belief, 
offspring do not easily ship aging 
parents off to nursing homes. Statis¬ 
tics show that fewer than 5 percent 
of people over the age of 65 reside in 
nursing homes. 

Actually, it has been found by 
involved agencies and professionals 
that the tendency is to maintain 
parents in their home far beyond the 
time that would be deemed appro¬ 
priate for more extensive care. 

The dilemma of "when” and 
“how” in terms of nursing home 
placement, as well as the many 
other issues that arise for the care¬ 
takers, often becomes intensely 
stressful. 

The Workshop “Understanding 
Your Aging Relative” will provide 
an opportunity to address the areas 
of communiy and home services, 
supports, nursing home placement, 
relationship issues, and aging. It is 
sponsored by the Arlington Council 
of Aging, Visiting Nurse and Com¬ 
munity Health, Inc. and the Center 
for Mental Health

''Committee postpones change until 1990

Winchester’s sixth graders will 
take a different route to school in 
1990, as they head for the classes at 
McCall Junior High School. 

After careful deliberation and a 
three-year study of the overcrowd¬ 
ing problem at the elementary 
schools, school committee members 
voted unanimously Tuesday night to 
locate grades six through eight at 
McCall. 

Committee member William 
Jervey opened the discussion by sup¬ 
porting the move, with the provision 
that the change take piace in 1990 to 
facilitate adequate planning. He also 
called for “a well defined long-term 
plan” to accomodate future fluctua¬ 
tions in enrollment. 

Edward O’Connell agreed. “We 
would do better for the community 
to wait a year,” he told his col¬ 
leagues on the board, referring to 
the 1990 start date. 

Committee member Donna 
Brandt Landry called for the inclu¬ 
sion of a “middle school concept,” 


adding that a task force should be 
developed to review the process of 
integrating the sixth grade into 
McCall. Landry also agreed that, “If 
we wait one year we won’t be under 
the gun.” 

Michael Honayne added, “We’ve 
run out of space; there’s no other 
option.” He agreed with other com¬ 
mittee members on a 1990 start- 
dale. The motion carried unanim¬ 
ously with a provision to form a task 
force to study the move. 

Testimony indicates that neigh¬ 
boring school systems, such as Lex¬ 
ington and Woburn, have successful¬ 
ly implemented similar programs. 
Lexington Superintendent Phillip 
Geiger said the middle school confi¬ 
guration is in its fourth year in that 
town. “It’s worked out wonderful¬ 
ly,” said Geiger. “You can’t beat 
it.” 

Although parents and staff mem¬ 
bers expressed concern about the 
move, as did parents in Winchester, 
the program has been “very suc¬ 
cessful,” said Geiger. He added that 
the sixth, seventh and eighth grade 
configuration is becoming very typi¬ 


cal and widely accepted throughout 
the eountry. 

Woburn Superintendent of Schools 
Paul Andrews says the new middle 
school program implemented there 
last year has been, “absolutely 
excellent.” 

Woburn also explored different 
options to alleviate space problems. 
A city-wide task force looked at all 
the schools in the area that had 
instituted a middle school program. 
Studies on the subject of middle 
schools were also reviewed by edu¬ 
cation officials, convincing them to 
opt for the new configuration. 

Andrews said parents initially 
expressed some concern for the age 
difference of students. But he said 
there have not been any parental 
complaints since the new system 
took effect this past September. 

“Once they (the parents) saw the 
number of opportunities at a middle 
school,” said Andrews, “they were 
overwhelmingly supportive.” 

Andrews also staled that through 
training programs for the teachers 
and the cooperation of all involved, 
the change was a smooth one. 


Transfer station may choke 
on mound of old appliances

Winchester, like many communi¬ 
ties across the state, is quickly 
learning that the issue of solid waste 
is one that can no longer be ignored. 

Unless the current state-wide 
scrap metal crisis is resolved, 
Winchester may come up against a 
$20,0(X) to $30,(HX) bill to dispose of the 
current pile of refrigerators, ovens, 
and other metal items accumulating 
at the transfer station. The town 
may also face the prospect of charg¬ 
ing residents to dispose of these 
scrap metal appliances in the future. 

At a meeting of the Waste Study 
Committee, Robert Morin, acting 
director of public works, assessed 
the town’s current scrap metal pile 
as a $20,000 to $30,000 liability. "If 
Winchester can’t get back at a no- 
cost solution, then we’ll have to start 
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charging people,” he said. “I hope 
that doesn’t happen.” 

Winchester’s scrap metal heada¬ 
che is shared by cities and towns 
across the state. Morin said his 
office has been contacted frequently 
by neighboring towns scrambling 
for an answer with nowhere to turn. 

According to Morin, the scrap 
metal problem rose from the closing

Auto insurance hits Senate

This week the Massachusetts 
State Senate is debating automobile 
insurance reform — an issue that 
causes most Massachusetts resi¬ 
dents’ blood to boil, whether they be 
drivers, passengers or pedestrians. 

Talk to most premium-payers and 
there’s a strong reaction against the 
insurance industry; the stronger the 
reaction the higher the individual’s 
premium and retroactive increase. 

Everyone in the commonwealth 
seems to agree there is something 
wrong with the system, from resi¬ 
dents to legislators to the insurance 
companies themselves. 

The question is not should there be 
a reform of the auto insurance sys¬ 
tem, but how can it best be 
reformed? While auto insurance 
companies argue that Massa¬ 
chusetts is just not a profitable place 


to do business, consumers say they 
are paying the second-highest rates 
in the nation. 

There is one car for every man, 
woman, and child in Massachusetts 
and the numbers are growing, 
according to State Sen. Michael Bar¬ 
rett (D-Middlesex/Suffolk). Factor 
that in with the state’s high popula¬ 
tion density, the age of its roads and 
what in insurance circles is called 
the “culture of driving” and you end 
up with high insurance rates. 

Both Barrett and Sen. Richard 
Kraus (D-Winchester) agree that a 
reform of the rate system only will 
not bring insurance rates down. 

“The only way to decrease insur¬ 
ance rates," said Barrett, “is to 
decrease coverage.” Barrett said he 
is trying to stabilize rates so con¬ 
sumers do not see the 18 percent 
increase the industry has asked for 
in 1989. 


Kraus, who added an amendment 
to the senate bill seeking better 
enforcement of traffic laws, said the 
driving conditions and the number of 
accidents in the state force the rates 
higher. 

“I do think there is gross misman¬ 
agement of the system or numerous 
rip-offs,” said Kraus. “There are 
more accidents and so there are 
more claims.” 

Barrett and Kraus, along with Sal¬ 
vatore Albano (D-Winchester), John 
Houston (D-Worcester) and William 
Golden (D-Weymouth) do not think 
the reform bill voted by the House of 
Representatives or the original 
Senate Insurance Committee bill are 
strong enough. 

“We want to do something more 
drastic that what was done in the 
House,” said Albano.

Local ‘Amigo’ makes friends

Thumbing through the New 
York Times last year, Christine 
Philliou of Sachem Road was 
inspired to visit Central Ecuador. 
However, she didn’t plan to visit 
as a tourist. 

Through a program called 
“Amigos de las Americas,’’ Phil¬ 
liou, a junior at Winchester High 
School, was able to spend six 
weeks of last summer in the tiny 
village of San Vincente in Central 
Ecuador. 

Philliou’s trip wasn’t one of 
hotel swimming pools, guided 
tours, or rest and relaxation. 
Instead, she spent much of her 
stay digging ditches, picking up 
trash and teaching villagers the 
need for sanitation. 

The program began with inten¬ 
sive training sessions that met on 
Tuesday nights from November 
through May of 1987. Lessons in 
Spanish and actual field training 
prepared Philliou for the cultural 
differences she would find in San 
Vincente, which has a population 
of only 2,000. 

“It was a big commitment,” 
says Philliou, “but the training 
prepared us pretty well.” 

Dorothea Rodkev. a volunteer 


with the Amigos program says, 
“It’s a terrific program in that 
they (the amigos) really get into 
the lives of Ihe villagers." She 
added that the program teaches 
responsibility, leadership and 
sensitivity to other cultures. 

Program teaches sensitivity 

For example, Phillou and her 
two other partners from the Ami¬ 
gos program were able to live 
with the mayor’s family in San 
Vincente for their six-week stay. 
During that time, they organized 
the construction of 15 latrines and 
trash pick-up days with the vil¬ 
lage children. 

Each night, Philliou and her 
partners ate dinner with a diffe¬ 
rent family in the village. The 
people were unusual, said Philli¬ 
ou and “very interested in North 
America.” However, the stan¬ 
dard menu of rice and soup each 
night made dinner lime less than 
unusual, admits Philliou. 

In addition, the guinea pigs that 
were served up on the last night 
of their stay, considered a delica¬ 
cy in Ecuador, were not as appe¬ 
tizing to the Americans visitors, 
laughed Philliou. 

The homes were, for llie most 
part, made out of clay, said Phil¬ 
liou, although Ihe home she lived 


in for her stay was a little nicer 
than the others. “And corn fields 
were everywhere,” says Philliou. 

Villagers were very friendly 
she reports, and while waiting for 
the busy season of harvest time, 
they were more than willing to 
help the Amigos with sanitation 
projects. “The villagers were 
very motivated,” says Philliou. 

Villagers very motivated 

Because the supplies for the 
sanitation project didn’t arrive 
for the first few weeks of her 
stay, Philliou had some free time 
to organize other service pro¬ 
jects. Villagers were provided 
with toothbrushes and taught the 
need for dental hygiene. Also, 
shoes were provided to guard 
against disease. 

“The villagers had pride in 
their own culture,” says Philliou. 
She also said she felt the villagers 
responded well to the instruction 
she gave. However, many of the 
people had a slightly warped 
impression of Americans, said 
Philliou. 

“One woman thought that 
everything North Americans ate 
came out of cans,” says Philliou.

Despite slight declines in United 
States fire deaths within recent 
years, the United Stales and Canada 
still have the highest fire death rates 
of all developed countries in the free 
world. 

According to a recently released 
report by the National Fire Protec¬ 
tion Association (NFPA) entitled, 
“Fire Loss in the United States Dur¬ 
ing 1987,” 5,810 people died as a 
result of fire last year, a decrease of 
less than 1 percent from I98G.

Paramount 
to these initiatives is the installation, 
testing and maintenance of smoke 
detectors on every level and outside 
each sleeping area of the home, and 
the developing and practising of a 
home fire escape plan by all fami¬ 
lies,” he said. 

The Winchester Fire Department 
and the NFPA urge all families to 
set aside time during national Fire 
Prevention Week, Oct. 9-15, 1988 for 
“A Sound You Can Live With. . .Test 
Your Smoke Detector.” 

In Massachusetts last year, 97 
civilians died and two firefighters 
died as a result of fire, according to 
Chief Charles R. McNutt, Winches¬ 
ter Fire Department. “The problem 
is very real in this community and 
others like this across the country,” 
he said. "If we are to make signific¬ 
ant strides in our battle to reduce

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Loop resolution 
approaches finale

Tempers were fluring at the Oct. (i 
public hearing of the Woburn Loop 
C'ommittce as the patience of deve¬ 
lopers, residents and committee 
mqmbers reached their limit on this 
sensitive issue. 

Debate has been .swirling over the 
piece of land known as the Woburn 
Loop, located between Hill and 
Cross Streets, since its original 
purchase by the town from the Met¬ 
ropolitan District Commission 
(MDC) back in 198-1. Since then, the 
town has attempted to gel the land 
developed in the midst of mountains 
of red tape. 

Negotiations are now being 
wrapped up between the town and 
the two developers, the Uusscll Hill 
Group and Richard Russo, and the 
final word on the sale will come from 
Town Meeting members in Novem¬ 
ber. f’ublic hearings have been held 
ov(!r the past months to clear up any 
problems or concerns of neighbors. 

During the Oct. 6 meeting, ques¬ 
tions arose concerning the possibili¬ 
ty that there is toxic waste present 
on one of the parcels of land con¬ 
tained in the loop. A potential deve¬ 
loper for a third piece of land in the 
area, Charles Ferrari, backed out of 
the proposal this past summer so an 
investigation of possible toxic waste 
on.his land could be made by the 
Rotird of Health. 

The investigation is not yet fin¬ 
ished. but resident Mary Pronski 
questioned how the waste would be 
removed if it was found and if the 
waste would be removed through 
residential streets. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
stated that when Ferrari returns to 
the bargaining table, an agreement 
can he set forth in the covenant to 
convey the town’s wishes. “There’s 
no way we can get into an agreement 
with him (Charles Ferrarii since 
he's not part ol the package,” he 
said 

I'niii.-iki also asked why the town is 
giving up its rights to Hill Street 
itandall disagreed on this point, say¬ 
ing, “The Town isn t giving anything 


away . .We aren't giving away any¬ 
one's private rights because we 
can’t do it.” 

The Russell Hill Group plans to 
pave Hill Street if the sale passes 
through Town Meeting. 'Vet, citizens 
questioned whether that is the right 
of the developer, 

“Russell Hill is going to do nothing 
else but facilitate the passage of 
everyone including themselves," 
said Randall. 

Said Maryann Taylor-McCall, 
“Nothing is changing except the 
road is being paved.” 

Visibility from the main entrance 
of the development was also dis¬ 
cussed. Neighbors asked if a traffic 
study had been conducted by the 
developer. 

The Russell Hill Group has rede¬ 
signed the front entrance, but will 
not conduct a traffic study until their 
proposal passes Town Meeting, said 
Woburn Loop Committee Chairman 
Robert Deering. The Winchester 
traffic advisory committee I is been 
working on studies of the area, ho 
added. 

Another subject of concern was 
the pressure problems with water in 
the North Knd. Deering noted that 
over the summer, the town had 
replaced a pipe on Rock Avenue and 
Shephard Court. He also added that 
the town was almost finished with a 
master water plan, which, if 
accepted by Town Meeting, would 
take place in three segments; the 
first proposal includes the North end 
area. 

Resident Peggy Schliecher asked 
specifically about the water pres¬ 
sure in the Russell Road and Sheri¬ 
dan Circle area. Deering noted that 
all water problems will be addressed 
on the master plan that is part of the 
warrant for Town Meeting. 

In addition, the 12-inch main being 
installed by the Richard Russo deve¬ 
lopers should increase the pressure 
in that area according to experts, 
added Deering. 

A public hearing will be held after 
the covenants are submitted to the 
Planning Hoard by the Oct. 24 
deadline.

Winchester resident Anthony 
Rapallu was sentenced to 12 to 16 
years the stale prison at Cedar Junc¬ 
tion Tuesday following his convic¬ 
tion on two counts of trafficking and 
one count of distributing a Class B 
controlled substance — cocaine. 

Judge Hiller Zobel of Cambridge 
Superior Court sentenced Rapallo on 
the first count of trafficking to a 
four- to six-year sentence. On the 
second count of trafficking, Rapallo 
drew a second four- to six-year sen¬ 
tence running concurrently with the 
first, according to Assistant District 
Allorney Brad Bailey, who prose¬ 
cuted the case. 

On the count of distributing the 
drug, Rapallo received an eight- to 
len-year sentence to run after the 
concurrent sentences. 

These sentences mean the con¬ 
victed man will serve a( least four to 
six years at Cedar Junction, accord¬ 
ing to Bailey. Allowing for possible 


time off for good behavior, Rapallo 
could be out of prison after three and 
half years — with an additional eight 
to ten years on possible probation 
status, the prosecutor explained. 

Bailey said the convictions carry a 
mandatory three years in a state 
prison. The district attorney’s office 
had recommended sentencing bey¬ 
ond the three-year minimum, 
because of the nature of the crime 
and the numerous offenses involved. 

On July 15 of this year, the Legis¬ 
lature increased the mandatory 
minimum sentence for drug distri¬ 
bution to five years. However Rapal- 
lo’s Feb. 10 arrest took place new 
law. so his sentencing falls under the 
old statutory limit of three years, 
according to Bailey.

We can help reduce 
auto insurance rates

As our state legislators sit under the golden dome of the 
State House and debate the best way to reform the automobile 
insurance industry, perhaps we should take a moment to think 
about how we. as Massachusetts drivers, can help them, and in 
doing so, help ourselves. 

One of the factors that will keep this stale on the top 10 list of 
highest auto insurance rates is the "culture of driving." That 
culture — the disregard for traffic laws, the need to cross a 
double-yellow line to pass someone who is not driving at least 
1.5 miles-per-hour over the speed limit, the insislance that the 
driver taking a left turn has the right-of-way — is a factor in 
determining automobile insurance rates. 

This slate has the highest rate of insurance claims in the 
country, and it cannot all be blamed on its high car theft rate. 
Some of the burden must fall on the persons behind the wheel. 

As the number of vehicles registered in the state climbs and 
suburban sprawl makes its way to Route 49.5, the number of 
accidents is bound to go up. When the accident rale climbs, the 
number of lawsuits climbs. When the number of lawsuits 
climbs, the amount of money shelled out by insurance 
companies for their own attorneys and for settlements also 
climbs. To balance that, our insurance premiums must climb. 

First and foremost, Massachusetts drivers must begin to 
take the situation into their own hands. Most accidents can be 
avoided if only the drivers had not been in such a hurry or had 
been paying a little more attention to the road and a little less 
attention to their cellular phones. 

This may seem like a very simplified answer to a major 
problem, but a little courtesy on the road would go a long way. 
Once a driver realizes he will be waiting to get out of the 
parking lot for eternity unless he cuts someone off, he begins to 
cut people off regularly. And because he has been cut off so 
many times, he offers no courtesy to other drivers thinking 
they will just cut him off anyway. 

This is how out-of-state drivers, after only a few days, begin 
their transformation from safe driver to Massachusetts Driv¬ 
er. Of course that does not mean they will register their cars in 
this state (insurance costs too much), but they will add to the 
generally unpredictable and frenzied mass of metal (or 
fiberglass) driving as though they are the only ones on the 
road. 

Of course, drivers are not the only ones who could give an 
inch on this issue. Insurance companies must do their part as 
well. One very simple way to cut down on lawsuits is to deal 
with accident victims a little less suspiciously than they do 
now. Because I have faith in the human race (although it 
sometimes wavers) 1 believe that most people are not out to 
gouge the system. 

Most people who are in accidents do not want to spend years 
embroiled in a lawsuit. Having recently been in an accident 1 
can honestly say that what I want back is what I lost — a car. 

If the insurance claims person would have said, “Look, we 
can only give you the book value of the car, but since you owe 
mjre than that, we'll try to get the rest from the insurance 
company of the person who hit you,” I may not have called an 
attorney and begun the long process of suing. As it is, I do not 
want to owe money on a car that is, right now, probably the 
size of a toaster oven. 

But since I lost my means of transportation in an accident 
that the other driver admits was his fault and neither 
insurance company would even be remotely helpful, 1 will 
spend the time and energy to sue — time and energy that must 
be spent by the insurance company as well. 

It hardly seems fair that an innocent driver can come out of 
an accident hurt — physically, emotionally, and financially — 
and have no recourse except calling an attorney. 

Wouldn’t it have been better for both sides if I could have 
come out of the accident the same way I went in without 
having to sue for property damage and pain and suffering? 
Wouldn’t both sides have saved time, money and aggravation? 

I guess the insurance company does not think so. 

The reform of the automobile insurance industry the State 
Senate is currently debating is important for both premium 
payers and companies. It is obvious the system does not work 
as it is, but some of the problem can be remedied without 
legislation. 

The real effort must come directly from Massachusetts 
drivers and the insurance companies themselves. 
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With Jack Frost just around the corner, now is the time to enjoy the colors of fall.

That first year, I recall, we stag¬ 
gered onto the lawu with playpens 
and strollers, teddies and juice bub- 
bas The kids listened wide-eyes to 
the music for ten minutes and fell 
asleep. 

By year two, the stroller child was 
walking. He stood in his little white 
shoes all through the concert, and 
maintained a steady soft pat-a-cake. 
“All done?” he asked every seven or 
eight minutes when the volume 
dipped or the orchestra paused 
between movements. “All done 'bye 
’bye?" 

It was after this season that I 
began to ask myself if, like teachers 
assigning Bleak House to 9th grad¬ 
ers and thus wrecking Dickens for 
them permanently, we weren't spoil¬ 
ing classical music for our kids 
through a similar haste. It had 
almost happened to me, I know. 

The winter 1 was nine, my mom 
signed us up for a series of youth 
concerts by the B.S.O. I remember a 
frantic aura in the house on those 
Saturdays, Mom's irritation at our 
whines and balks blending with her 
own doubts about the enterprise. 
Tension was high. The morning of 
one concert, she backed out the 
garage door without actually stop¬ 
ping to open it. At the performance, 
we counted painted angels on the 


ceiling and blew bits of fluff from 
our white wool gloves onto the heads 
of the people in front of us. I remem¬ 
ber nothing about the music. 

Did our kids feel the same way, I 
wondered? Was I kidding? they said. 
They loved Tanglewood: the pop¬ 
corn you could buy; the candlesticks 
perched on people’s coolers; the peo¬ 
ple themselves, all lying down in the 
dark. “It’s like a giant overnight,” 
they said. 

So we went again the next year. 
They unrolled their sleeping bags 
and smiled at the stars. The music 
brushed like bat-wings close past 
their faces; they fell asleep in 20 
minutes and gave the evening rave 
reviews. 

This last summer, though, I guess 
we chose the wrong night for our 
visit to Tanglewood: the perfor¬ 
mance was of Straus’s Elektra, an 
operatic tale of revenge by the 
humorless daughter of Agamemnon. 
It was in German. It was, to say the 
least, a touch over our head. 

“Why is that lady yelling?,” asked 
our pre-schooler when the music 
bagan. 

"She wants to kill her mother,” I 
began brightly, glancing at the prog¬ 
ram notes. “Because you see her 
mother helped kill her father. . .” I 
trailed off, too late. 

His little face darkened. “But if 
she does that, then who will take 
care of her?” 

I couldn’t answer. Were they real¬ 
ly too young for art, then, and the 


mirror art holds to life’s nasty 
complexities? 

We turned to our popcorn and 
played with some candle wax, Elekt¬ 
ra made long gesture-filled pleas for 
vengeance and scolded her wimpy 
sister in song. From our spot on the 
lawn, it looked like a Punch-and- 
Judy show. 

The children grew restless. I sug¬ 
gested a trip to the John, more out of 
respect for the people around us 
than any actual need. On the way, 
the littlest child asked again why the 
lady yelled so. 

"Because she burned the supper,” 
I blurted. 

Their eyes lit up. This they could 
relate to. 

“Look at these PEAS!” warbled 
one. “This chicken is BLACK!” 
trilled another. “This once was a 
MEAL!” a third chimed in. 

It cheered us all up, and we needed 
that. We left early, as it turned out, 
and felt like failures for doing so, 
lowbrow grownups and their slew of 
lowbrow progeny. 

“Don’t mind”, the daddy said as 
we climbed into the car. “I can tell 
you how it ends. They go 110000! 
EEEEE! AAAHH!! And then they 
all fall down.” 

We laughed again, and felt better 
still. You can enjoy music on all 
kinds of levels, I guess. Old Elektra 
had brought us pleasure after all. 
And the candles had shone so in the 
darkness. And then, too, there were 
those stars.

Town support for library renovations needed

In the past I have received 
requests for writing on certain top¬ 
ics in this column - requests which 
have covered a broad range of com¬ 
munity interests. Once in awhile I 


have pursued a topic and it's usually 
an interesting experience for me. 
and I assume, for some of readers 
al.so. The latest request has come 
from the group which is working 
diligently on the library (|ucstion for 
the November ballot, and I have 
agreed to cover the issue. 
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This issue is timely because it’s 
based on the Library Improvement 
Act ol 1987, and the deadline for 
filing for state grants is Dec. 31, 
1988. This Act allotted $35 million for 
library construction and improve¬ 
ments. Obviously we don’t need to 
construct a library, but our library 
building is in desperate need of reno¬ 
vation and improvement, if we vote 
for the library debt exclusion ques¬ 
tion in November, we will be eligible 
for a state grant to pay 50 percent of 
the cost.

The book stacks don’t conform to 
present building codes for safety or 
for the handicapped. The book col¬ 
lection, which was 100,000 when the 
shelf space was designed, is now 
close to 130,000. Because it is located 
haphazardly over three floors of 
space, the collection is difficult to 
use. 

According to the Winchester 
Library Campaign Committee, the 
current structure has inadequate 
public sealing and public spaces. 
The plan calls for the children’s 
library to be moved to the main 
floor, still separated by walls and 
doors, and for the creation of a 
single public entrance which will 
improve security. A new addition 
will be built at the site of the upper 


parking, and will serve lo make the 
earlier addition more in line with the 
original building. 

All of these renovations and 
improvements make sense. There is 
no reason for a town like Winchester 
to have an inferior library. I totally 
disagree with R. Whitman, who has 
recently written to the Star in oppos¬ 
ition lo the library question. In fact, 
he/she thinks we should demolish 
the building or turn it into condos (no 
kidding — read last week’s Letters 
to the Editor!). 

What we should do is support this 
question so we can lake advantage 
of the state monies allocated for 
libraries and make our library Hie 
best it can he. Sure, we will have lo 
pay, hut the cost is very small over a 
period of years. Now is our oppor¬ 
tunity to improve the library. 1 urge 
you all to think carefully about this 
ballot question, and support it at the 
polls. 


A petition was received by the 
School Committee from parents of 
several elementary schools. The 
parents asked for a change in the 
hours of the kindergarten sessions. 
A previous request by parents had 
created a three-hour afternoon ses¬ 
sion that caused a scheduling con¬ 
flict for teachers.

derived imagc.s, those fellows had 
world maps or a wall of clocks. And 
they had just a few minutes to pre¬ 
sent the news. The underlying 
assumption was that the viewer 
would add to their overview by read¬ 
ing a newspaper. 

The Golden Age disappeared when 
our appetite for television consumed 
the available creative talent. Into 
this void came a fellow with another 
idea. He devised practical jokes 
such as the one in which he pushed a 
car, without an engine, into a gas 
station. With the hidden cameras 
whirring, we saw the car “owner” 
ask the attendant to rai.se the hood 
and check the oil. 

We fell off our .soon-to-be sagging 
sofas laughing at the attendant as he 
gazed into the empty engine cavity. 
“Candid Camera’s” premise was 
that real people, with a little help 
from Ihe creative types, could be 
just as funny as fiction. 

The progeny of Candid Camera 
was, surprise, surprise, “Real Peo¬ 
ple.” In this instance, without con¬ 
ceits or jokes, the cameras recorded 
the behavior of some of our more 
eccentric fellow citizens. Some of us 
saw this as an opportunity to become 
either famous or infamous; it didn’t 
seem to matter. 

This type of television fare 
became so popular and cost- 
effective that the media moguls 


expanded it. We began to find 
cameras in other settings. We soon 
saw real people in divorce courts 
and performing simple-minded 
games. 

Real people in legislative settings 
came next — nonstop. As long as the 
C-.Span video tape lasts, we should 
have a visual record of everything 
that ever happened in the iegislativc 
branch of government. However, it 
will be a millenium or so before the 
executive branches become part of 
that process. 

Next, C-Span spawned yet another 
form of television “creativity." The 
origin of this new genre must have 
occurred in the Post Office. A pro¬ 
ducer was probably standing in one 
of the omnipresent lines and was 
forced to avoid creeping ennui by 
reading tbe posters on the 
institutionally-gray walls. 

You can almost hear the “eureka” 
when the producer envisioned 
“Wanted” and the various posters 
as the next prime time program. 
This was a concept or premise, and 
then a show, waiting to be released 
from the monotony of our Postal 
Service’s milieu. From “Rogue’s 
Gallery” to the Emmy Awards was 
indeed a leap of imagination. 

However, the next logical step in 
television programming was a little 
more than a lateral arabesque: 
we’ve segued easily from Wanted to 


Unsolved Mysteries. Tbe only 
inspired part of this new show was 
the selection of the moderator. 
Robert Stack. He expertly guides us 
through the unsolved rapes, robbe¬ 
ries and murders. 

Of course. Slack is credible in this 
role. Time was when he took on the 
Chicago mob and sent those gravely- 
voiced fellows to the gallows, often 
with just a flip of the fedora. This 
meant that Stack and his other 
similarly-clad crime busters actual¬ 
ly solved the mysteries. 

But Stack must he a burned-out 
case because he now beseeches us, 
we the people, to solve the crimes. 
He stands on a bridge engulfed in 
mist, with his trench coat tightly 
belted and presents his interpreta¬ 
tion of the facts. 

We. at home, scan our daily lives 
and gel Ihe perpetrators. In fact, 
we’ve become so adept at it that 
soon we’ll be able to reduce, sub¬ 
stantially, our FBI and police 
budgets. 

This new form of television is 
turning us into vigilantes but: what 
is it doing for us with respect to 
entertainment? Is television verite 
good for us? Couldn’t we go to the 
Post Office and gel the data directly 
without Stack and the media as 
middlemen? And anyhow, what hap¬ 
pened to entertainment?

Woburn Council 
seeks parent 
aide volunteers 

"If you've ever h.nd a friend when 
you really needed one, you can 
understand why the volunteer 
Parent Aide program is .so impor¬ 
tant to stressed parents." said Coor¬ 
dinator .lane Canty of the Woburn 
Council of Social Concern. 

Volunteer training begins Tues¬ 
day, Oct. 18 for this program, which 
matches volunteers with parents 
under stress for one-on-one friend¬ 
ship. emotional support, parenting 
education, and conneclion to eoni- 
munity resources. The goal of the 
program is to reduce the possibility 
of child abuse. 

"All of us need at least one person 
in our lives who cares about us and 
helps us to care positively for 
ourselves." Canty noted. "For 
stressed parents in this area — teen¬ 
age parents, single mothers, a fami¬ 
ly in crisis — the Parent Aide is often 


that one and only person." 

Parent Aides meet with the parent 
for approximately two hours per 
week, at a mutually convenient 
place and time. “Some teenage 
parents need help with specific 
parenting and personal survival 
skills, while others need encourage¬ 
ment to take more control over their 
lives during a particularly stressful 
time,” said Canty. 

The six-session training “is a free, 
no obligation way to explore this 
volunteer opportunity," she noted. 
The first session, on Oct. 18, will be 
held at 7 p.m. at .Social Concern 
offices, 19 Campbell Street in 
Woburn. Training includes an orien¬ 
tation to the program, communica¬ 
tions skills, developmental needs of 
children, issues of abuse and 
neglect, profiles of parents under 
stress, and the role of the Parent 
Aide. 

Volunteers do not have to be 
parents, but should have friendship 
and listening skills, acceptance of 
people with different lifestyles, and 
a willingness to commit to the prog¬ 
ram for at least one year.

AM radio listeners elect the president

That the Kcpulican Party has 
become the choice of the AM radio 
market is one of the wonders of 
modern politics. 

The party of country clubs and 
elite eablas is now the darling of the 
red neck set. How has this transition 
taken place’.' 

To understand that, one must first 
know why such strange fellows 
slipped into the same bed in the first 
place. Traditionally, Hcpublican 
voters have been a minority. After 
all, not everyone can be on top. This 
minority is still reflected in the 
balance of power in Congress. 

But in 1980 Ronald Reagan knew 
he had to have more lhan half the 
vote So he broke new ground in 
appealing to the less-educated sec¬ 
tor. in these times the majority, of 
the country. 

For purposes of discu.s.sion, I have 
separated the vote market into two 
broad catagorics 1 call AM and FM 
after the radio bands. The AM radio 
market likes simple tunes with 
simple words, which are easy to 
remember, and a rcpelative, obvi¬ 
ous beat. Hock and roll is the stock- 
in-trade of AM stations. The AM vole 
market likes simplicity, simple- 
mindedness and oversimplification, 
the daily fare of the Repbulican 


media blitz in preparation for the 
coming election. 

The FM radio market was in the 
past a haven for sophisticated listen¬ 
ers: real musicians and others with 
training or a long-term interest in 
music. FM stations played classical, 
jazz and the work of modern, avant 
garde composers. It is not always 
possible to fingerpop to these types 
of music. And rather than sit around 
drinking beer and talking over the 
sound the way AM users do, FM 
audiences often sit quietly and actu¬ 
ally listen to the music. Only by 
listening do the subtle aspects of 
compositions reveal themselves. 

The FM vote market is similar. An 
educated group of people, FM voters 
like substance in their candidates’ 
arguments. These people bring logic 
and a vast array of past reading to 
bear on assertions made by the 
campaigns 

Whal Reagan - and now his spir 
itual descendents have been able 
to do is catch the tone of the AM 
market and thus the imagination of 
the under-educated majority of the 
American public. And just the way 
FM stations began to play rock and 
roll in order to survive commercial¬ 
ly, the Democrats have belatedly 
become purveyors of blunt, idiotic 
messages designed to recapture

Senators hope to rebuild auto insurance laws

“The House bill did very little for 
the consumer,'’ noted Kraus. “It 
worked to keep the companies in the 
stale, and lliat's a good thing, but 
parts of it were harmful for the 
consumer." 

The five are fighting for a bill that 
would contain foui' major depar¬ 
tures from those bills. They are: 

• an increase in the amount of 
medical bills and lost wages an acci¬ 
dent victim must accumulate before 
he can sue for pain and suffering 
(tort suit threshold) from $1,250 to 
$2,(M)() (the current amount is $.500); 

• a change from the system in 
which insurance companies pay 
auto body shops directly for their 
work to one in which the companies 
pay policy holders the repair costs 
estimated by an adjuster. (Massa¬ 
chusetts is the only stale in which 
insurance companies pay body 
shops directly.); 

• removal of the rolling reconcilia¬ 
tion provision in the house bill. This 
provision allows nsurance compa¬ 
nies to impose retroactive raises 
every year they fell Insurance Com¬ 


missioner Roger Singer did not esti¬ 
mate the rates high enough for the 
companies to make a profit; and, 

• drainage of the bad driver pool. 
A driver pays insurance surcharges 
for three years after he has caused 
an accident or accumulated too 
many moving violations. That driv¬ 
er’s insurance is paid out of the bad 
driver pool, a fund into which all 
insurance companies pay so that 
none of them has the sole burden for 
bad drivers. 

Sixty percent of the state’s drivers 
are currently insured through the 
bad driver pool, according to Alba- 
no, although some of them are no 
longer being surcharged, because 
they have maintained a good driving 
record for the three years following 
their dive into the pool. “It really 
should be around 30 percent," he 
said. 

They remain in the pool because 
insurance companies make a profit 
by keeping them there; individual 
companies do not have to take 
responsibility for the bad driving of 
(iO percent of the state’s insured 
drivers, said Barrett. 

“Insurance companies don’t have 


an incentive to keep costs down,” 
said Albano. With the new proposal, 
“insurance companies will have 
more of an Incentive to go after 
fraud, etc,” he said. 

“The companies don’t make profit 
by policing their clients,” Barrett 
said. "The profit incentive to have 
good driver doesn’t exist.” 

Watertown Hep. John Bartley said 
in the time since the house bill was 
voted before summer recess, he has 
come to agree with some of Bar¬ 
rett’s positions. “There’s a lot of 
room to go,” Bartley said about the 
house bill. Specifically, he said, the 
tort suit threshold coulcf be raised to 
$2,000 thereby decreasing the 
amount of small claims that end up 
in court. 

The threshold has not been 
increased in a long time, while medi¬ 
cal costs have been rising steadily. 
An ambulance ride and an exam by 
an emergency room physician can 
cost more than $500. 

Rolling reconciliation should be 
reexamined, Bartley said, although 
he called It a “double-edged sword. 
We can't let the companies leave the 
state.” Four insurers have already

excited” about the proposal, Mor- 
tensen added, “1 think it has great 
potential. Communities of faith have 
banded together to do this.” 

According to Rev. Walter Davis, a 
founding member and pastor of the 
First Congi’cgational Church on 
Church Street, he became involved 
in the project as a result of growing 
concerns about the availability of 
affordable housing in town. 

Many senior citizens are unable to 
retain their homes in town, while 
second generation Winchesterites 
are finding it difficult to move back 
into town because of high costs, said 
Davis. In addition, residents in 
Winchester on financial support 
have been unable to find suitable 
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housing to remain in the community. 

“My concern is to see if we can 
find other ways of funding and chal¬ 
lenging the town to be accountable 
for its own citizenry who fall into 
that economic trap,” he said. “We 
have so many in our community who 
need this kind of support. , .More 
than I think many people realize. 

“We will be in the private sector, 
raising consciousness and funds,” 
said Davis. The group hopes to “sup¬ 
plement, not replace what the town 
is doing,” he added. 

According to Mortensen, a com¬ 
mittee designated by Town Meeting 
two years ago to study low and 
moderate income housing recom¬ 
mended the formation of a private 
committee. The purpose of the com¬ 
mittee as outlined was to work with 
the town and investigate housing 
possibilities. The formation of the 
WIHC stemmed from the indication 
from Town Meeting that the need 
existed in town. 

The group has lieen incorporated 
on a pro bono, no fee basis, with the 


help of Barbara Schaeffer, a lay- 
minister at the Unitarian Church 
and lawyer at a Boston law firm. 

Clergymen in town are excited 
about the concept. ”1 think it’s a 
very important creative response to 
the whole issue,” said Rev. John 


stopped offering auto insurance in 
Massachusetts, despite having to 
pay high fines. Those companies 
claimed they could not make a profit 
in this state. 

The house bill is strong in its stand 
against car theft, Bartley said, a big 
issue in a state often called the 
stolen car capital of the United 
States. Car theft, now a misdemea¬ 
nor, would be promoted to felony 
status under the house bill. 

The bill also calls for increased 
penalties for uninsured drivers and 
higher surcharges for bad drivers. 

Bartley would also like lo create a 
registration system for auto body 
shops, which, he said, would reduce 
the number of people operating 
shops illegally and performing sub¬ 
standard work. 

He said he has no problem with 
giving the consumer the money for 
his repair as long as the insurance 
company cannot dictate what body 
shop consumers must patronize. 
Barrett said allowing the consumer 
to shop around will increase compet¬ 
ition among body shops and, there¬ 
fore, decrease the price of repairs.

White metals pose problem

PCBs, banned for almost a decade 
as carcinogenic, were once present 
in cooling agents widely used in 
so-called “white goods,” such as 
refrigerators and washing 
machines, said Morin. It is these 
appliances which present environ¬ 
mental problems when scrapped. 

While most experts agree that 
white goods are a cause for environ¬ 
mental concern, many people 
involved with the issue question the 
motives of scrap metal yards. The 
shredders refusal to accept “clean” 
scrap, the metal from automobiles 


and cast iron that docs not contain 
PCBs and which makes up a consid 
erable part of recyclable scrap met¬ 
al throughout the state, is seen by 
some members of the committee as 
an effort to gain ()olitical leverage. 

Waste Committee Chairman Jack 
Farrell expressed his opposition to 
the shredders, saying, “The DEQE 
has been on the PCB problem for 
years and the shredders consistently 
refused to do anything about it. I 
think what’s happening now is some 
sort of sympathetic protest. The 
shredders are simply saying, ‘We’re 
just not going to take anything at 
all.’”

Side Comedy,” a racy, hilarious, 
and sometimes x-rated look at con¬ 
temporary life or “Down Home 
Humor,” an uproarious celebration 
of regional humor. 

Sunday, Oct. 16, Storysongs — 
music and heartwarming stories, 
some aimed to adult audiences and 
others to families, will be performed 
from 10 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

As a climax to the Festival,

p.m. This will feature Irish folk 
singer/recording artist Tommy 
Makem who has played to packed 
houses around the world from Car¬ 
negie Hall to London’s Royal Albert 
Theater, and nationally acclaimed 
Irish storyteller Maggi Peirce. 

Included among New England’s 
finest storytellers at the “Three 
Apples Storytelling Festival,” are 
four local residents. Sharon Ken¬ 
nedy and Elisa Pearmain are both 
from Arlington, while Diane Edge- 
comb, a recent resident of Water- 
town, teams up with musician Kevin 
Skorupa of Cambridge. All four of 
these gifted storytellers are sche¬ 
duled to perform on both Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Sharon Kennedy sounds “wonder¬ 
ful” just over the telephone, in her 
answering machine message. She 
bubbles such enthusiasm, that it 
encourages you into leaving your 
name and number for the promise of 
a return conversation. Sharon spe¬ 
cializes in worldwide folktales from

African to Native American. Her 
true love, however, is that of the 
Shanachie—the Irish storyteller. 
She recently spent two months on 
the “Emerald Isle” collecting sto¬ 
ries from 22 local storytellers, and 
with such an authentic accent, they 
should prove enjoyable for future 
audiences. 

Sharon is an actress and a teach¬ 
er, and the co-founder of Stores 
After Dark, specializing in contem¬ 
porary tales told in a fairy tale 
format. Sharon Kennedy has been 
on this fairy tale road for six years 
now, successfully combining teach¬ 
ing with acting and storytelling. She 
has written some of her own mater¬ 
ial, including “The Princess on Top 
of the John Hancock Tower,” sche¬ 
duled for Sunday’s “WildSide 
Comedy.” 

Sharon is an artist in residence at 
area schools, performing and lectur¬ 
ing in the off-season. 


Elisa Pearmain believes, 
“Storytelling is really coming back 
in.” She holds a Master’s Degree 
from Lesley College in Creative Arts 
in Learning and Storytelling, and 
has been in this business for the past 
six years. 

To describe Elisa is both easy and 
difficult. She is not tall and not short, 
on the slim side with very long 
whispy hair, has many faces, chang¬ 
ing voices, and deep thoughts about 
real people and complex situations. 
Some of Elisa’s material is autobio¬ 
graphical, and some pure research. 

.She has a lovely mailing booklet 
which describes both herself and her 
story focus: 

“Stories for little people to take 
part in. Multicultural folk and fairy 
tales, and biographical stories for all 
ages. 

“Stories of peaceful heroes and 
heroines. My stories and your sto¬ 
ries; where we find our similarities 


and appreciate our differences. 

“Stories to fit the curriculum, the 
seasons, and the needs of the 
audience.” 

With a background in dance and 
theater, her stories are filled with 
movement and rich with characters. 
She enjoys stories that teach peace, 
loves fairy tales, and is concerned 
with the state of the world, people’s 
difficulties getting on with one 
another, and caring for the planet. 

Elisa Pearmain is on the Advisory 
Board for Storytellers in Concert, 
the oldest such establishment in the 
country. She is also a founding mem¬ 
ber of the Stories for World Change 
Network, a group of storytellers and 
educators committed to teaching 
peace through storytelling. She is on 
the Steering Committee of the 
League for Advancement of New 
England Storytelling (LANES) a 
newly formed group of storytellers.

Elisa teaches Beginning Storytell¬ 
ing at the Brookline Adult and Com¬ 
munity Education Center and teach¬ 
es Women’s Autobiographical 
Storytelling in her home. 

Diane Edgecomb loves audiences 
between the ages of 4 and 8, 
“...because they just •'rink in the 
meanings.” Her works are nature- 
oriented, and she explains, "It 
seems a natural thing to 
do...storytelling is live...it’s some¬ 
thing between the storyteller and the 
listener...it’s very immediate." 

Diane con'inues, "Lots of material 
comes frc.Ti myth, folklore, it’s sto¬ 
ries collected just as the Grimm 
Brothers collected.” 

Edgecomb is associated with Wil- 
derv alks; Stories and Songs of 
Naturr which includes a partner¬ 
ship with musician Kevin Skorupa. 
Wilderwalks is a seasonally chang¬ 
ing collection of animal and nature 
stories, myths and songs, drawn 
from folklore traditions around the 
world. All of the tales are priented 
towards bringing children closer to 
the natural world and towards fos¬ 
tering an earth ethic at an early age. 
Presentations range from 4.1 
rrmutes to an hour, with appropriate 
progams available for school child¬ 
ren between Kindergarten and 6th 
grade. 

Diane Edgecomb has worked with 
Loon and Heron Theatre, and toured 
with the Boston Arts Group and the 
Next Move Theatre, She has per¬ 
formed in several episodes of WGBH

radio's "A Spider’s Web," and her 
work at Tuft Arena Theatre earned 
her a “Year’s Best Actress” award 
from Arthur Friedman of the Boston 
Herald in 1985. She has participated 
in many educational programs 
including the Young Integrated 
Playwrights Project with the Ken¬ 
nedy Center for the Performing Arts 
in Washington, D.C. 

Kevin Skorupa is the older half to 
Diane Edgecomb’s performance. He

plays the cittern, harp, tin whistle 
and guitar, often composing new 
music to accompany Diane’s story 
material. "I find lots of reward in 
this,” he mentions. “Working with a 
storyteller is an interesting 
approach to take with nature.” 

Kevin has been playing music in 
the Boston area for over ten years, 
he is a gifted playing music in the 
Boston area for over ten years. He is 
a gifted musician and an avid collec¬ 


tor of folklore through songs and 
music. His love and respect for the 
earth and natural surroundings 
inspire him when writing original 
music for Wilderwalks stories. 

Kevin would like to get out of the 
city more, and perhaps do more 
music-telling at country inns, and 
weddings. Kevin and Diane’s mes¬ 
sages are both seasonal and tradi¬ 
tional, such as the Harvest in the 
Fall.

Driving in the rain, having a 
blowout, avoiding drunken driv¬ 
ers, having a fender bender and 
breaking down late at night are all 
unpleasant experiences. And all 
too often, much more nerve- 
shattering than they need to be. 
Being prepared for a bad situation 
can go a long way toward getting 
you on the road again without a 
major trauma. Here are a few 
common situations and some tips 
on how to deal with them: 

DRIVING IN RAIN 

The first big rain of the season 
is always the worst. Oil and 
grease baked into the road surface 
combine with the rainwater to 
create a slick, tractionless sur¬ 
face, turning your car into an un¬ 
controllable monster. Retaining 
vehicle control under these condi¬ 
tions is difficult, but not impossi¬ 
ble. 

• First, be sure your wiper 
blades are in good condition. Sum¬ 


mer heat and severe winter 
weather will crack and dry out the 
blades, making them useless in a 
downpour. 

• Windshields baked by the hot 
summer sun pick up a lot of grime 
and grease. Keep your washer 
filled with a quality windshield 
cleaner that cuts grease and wash 
your windshield regularly. 

• Make sure your tires have at 
least a sixth of an inch of tread on 
them. You'll need the traction on 
water-soaked streets. If the wear 
bars are showing, replace the 
tires. 

• When driving in the rain re¬ 
member that your visibility and 
stopping distance are both im¬ 
paired. Increase your following 
distance from the car in front to 
about four seconds. It’s easy to do. 
As the car ahead of you passes a 
fixed point, count “one thousand 
one, one thousand two...” until you 
pass the point. You shouldn’t cross 
that pwint until you count to four, 
or higher. 

• Traffic speeds are reduced 
during rain, so allow increased 
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travel time. 

• Don't drive through puddles at 
high speed. The car can hydro¬ 
plane and go out of control. Be¬ 
sides, the water can soak the 
brakes and may be deeper than 
you think. 

BLOWOUT 

A high-speed blowout can be a 
terrifying experience. The car can 
careen out of control, and under 
certain circumstances, even roll 
over. To avoid such problems here 
are a few tips that will get you 
safely over to the shoulder of the 
road: 

• Don’t panic. It’s easy to say 
and hard to do. But keeping a cool 
head will get you through this. 

• Steer the car in a straight line, 
taking your foot off the throttle as 
you coast over to the right shoul¬ 
der. 

.• Turn on your emergency 
flashers, gently apply the brake 
and pull off the roadway, onto the 
shoulder. 

• Stop the car. Set the brake, and 
put the gear selector into Park (or 
first gear if it is a manual trans¬ 
mission). 

• Get out of the vehicle when it 
is safe, put out reflectors or flares 
(you do have these in your trunk, 
don’t you?), raise the trunk and 
hood and fix the tire. 

DEALING WITH 
DRUNKEN DRIVERS 

Drunken drivers kill more than 
30,000 people a year. Knowing how 
to spot one and what to do about it 
can go a long way toward making 
the highways safer and keeping 
you out of his way. 

Keep an eye out for cars that 
exhibit the following: 


• Weaving in and out of lanes. 

• Erractic driving speed — slow, 
fast, slow, etc. 

• Jerky stops and starts. 

• Cars going against traffic. 

• Driver not signaling turns. 

• Driver overshooting traffic 
signals and signs. 

• Failure to use low headlight 
beam in traffic. 

• Driving at night without lights. 

Those are the symptoms. What 

do you do? 

First, keep a wide margin of 
safety between you and the other 
car. If the drunk is in front of you, 
increase your following distance. 
If he tries to pass, pull out of his 
way and let him by. 

Note the type of car, color and, 
if possible, get the license number. 
Most states have drunk hotlines 
that you can phone to report a 
drunken driver. Pull off the high¬ 
way and phone the highway pa¬ 
trol, giving the vehicle descrip¬ 
tion, license number and location 
of the driver. 

Avoid confrontations with a 
drunk driver. These people are 
often belligerent and sometimes 
resort to violence. 

Finally, stay as far away from 
the suspect car as possible. 

FENDER BENDER 

One of the more unpleasant 
day-to-day driving experiences is 
the fender bender. Having even a 
minor accident is upsetting. How¬ 
ever, keeping your head and get¬ 
ting all the correct information 
down will save you a lot of trouble 
later. 

• The first thing to do after the 
accident is to determine that no 
one is injured seriously. If there 
are injuries, don’t move the in-

jured party. Signal a passing mo¬ 
torist to call the police and ambu¬ 
lance. Don’t leave the scene. 

• If the cars are driveable, pull 
off the road to the shoulder, but 
only if traffic will allow. 

• Without admitting guilt, ex¬ 
change driver’s license numbers, 
get the other driver’s address and 
phone number, and be sure to 
write down the registration and 
insurance information. 

• Be as pleasant as possible and 
avoid confrontation. If the other 
driver gets belligerent, lock your¬ 
self in your car. 

• Immediately following the for¬ 
malities, and before you leave the 


scene, write down exactly what 
happened. 

NIGHTTIME BREAKDOWN 

Nothing gives the average driv¬ 
er a more lonely feeling than to be 
stranded in the middle of the night 
with a broken car. Here are a few 
tips to remember: 

• On freeways and even in mosit 
remote areas, roads are patrolled 
regularly. Unless you know where 
you are and it’s safe to do so, stay 
with the car. 

• Pull the vehicle .as far off the 
roadway as possible, park the car 
and set the brake. 


Choosing the right service department

Sean Richards is standing in 
line at a San Diego car dealer¬ 
ship’s service department for the 
third time in a month. His car’s 
engine is still stalling, even though 
Richards has taken the time to ex¬ 
plain and demonstrate the prob¬ 
lem to the mechanics. 

The scenario is not uncommon. 
Dealers play matchmaker when 
pairing customers with new cars. 
But after the purchase is made, 
the honeymoon is fast over for 
many consumers who find them¬ 
selves on the short end for follow¬ 
up servicing. 

A good servicing department 
will possibly make or break a last¬ 
ing relationship between car and 
owner. As today’s automobiles in¬ 
corporate more complex technolo¬ 
gy and new car dealerships offer 
their customers attractive war¬ 
ranty packages, customers are 
once again having routine mainte¬ 
nance and emergency repairs 
done at the service departments of 
the dealerships where they pur¬ 
chased their cars. Smart shoppers 
not only look for lower car prices, 
but also for dealerships that pro- 
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vide quality servicing. 

Finding good service isn’t al¬ 
ways easy. Some 30 percent of 
cars repaired are brought back at 
least once for the same repairs, 
according to the National Auto¬ 
mobile Dealers Association. The 
very process of trying to get a car 
scheduled for a repair or standard 
maintenance can be frustrating. 

"A dealership that takes pride 
in itself will also take pride in pro¬ 
viding proper maintenance for its 
customers’ cars and will empha¬ 
size the quality of its servicing de¬ 
partment during the sales cycle,” 
according to Michael Denning, 
vice president of marketing for 
Tricorn Automotive Dealer Sys¬ 
tems Inc., a California-based in¬ 
ternational supplier of informa¬ 
tion systems for automotive deal¬ 
erships. 

If at all possible, the customer 
should ask the salesperson to ar¬ 
range a tour of the service center. 
Much can be learned by taking 
stock of what you will see, he says. 


Appearance: A clean, well-kept 
service department and the gener¬ 
al appearance of the personnel in 
that department can reflect the 
attitude of the management and 
employees. This extends to the 
customer waiting room — to what 
extent has the dealership gone to 
ensure the comfort and conven¬ 
ience of its customers? 

Good service departments take 
pride in the quality of the techni¬ 
cians they employ and display 
their qualification levels. A ser¬ 
vice department that does the lit¬ 
tle things, like providing paper 
floor mats and seat covers to its 
technicians, is probably concerned 
with protecting your investment. 

Automation: Most new automo¬ 
biles require sophisticated com¬ 
puter diagonistic and test equip¬ 
ment. Computers are also used to 
track the daily status of repair 
work, parts inventory and service 
records. Take it as a good sign if 
your service department has in¬ 
vested in this type of automated 
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equipment. 

Convenience: If you are in the 
dealership near the end of the 
working day, check to see if there 
is a line of people, sometimes im¬ 
patient and disgruntled, at the 
cashier’s window waiting to pick 
up their serviced cars. This 
scenario often indicates the deal¬ 
ership is scheduling its customers 
at its own convenience. Look for a 
progressive dealership that offers 
appointments at its customers' 
convenience. 

Unlike the sales side of the deal¬ 
ership, most service departments 
are not open on the weekends and 
close early. A good service depart¬ 
ment will open early and have 
provisions for late pick ups. Most 
quality service departments will 
tune their hours to accommodate 
the work habits of their custom¬ 
ers. 

Also, ask if the dealership pro¬ 
vides a “courtesy car” while your 
car is being repaired. 

Records: Your car’s service file 
can be compared to the records 
your doctor maintains. Trends can 
be spotted, routine maintenance 
schedules maintained, and when 
you decide to sell your car, a com¬ 
plete printout of regular care may 
provide just the leverage needed 
to sell your car. 

Work load: Does the department 
attempt to limit the number of 
carry-overs (cars not completed) 
at the end of the day? Some ser¬ 
vice departments have been 
known to schedule repair work in 
the same fashion an airline will 
schedule a flight... with some cars 
on the “bump” list. i'. 

Customer satisfaction: Dealer¬ 
ships are ranked on service satis¬ 
faction by the Customer Satisfac¬ 
tion Index, a monthly survey car¬ 
ried out by the manufacturer. This 
information should be made avail¬ 
able to customers on request. 

Consultation: A service writer 
or adviser is your contact at the 
service department. The adviser 
writes up your order and keeps 
you updated on repair problems. 
The service adviser should take 
the time to understand your car’s 
problem — this helps prevent 
comebacks and fosters customer 
relations. 

Phone test: A sure way to judge 
the dealership is by making a sim¬ 
ple phone call. Try calling be¬ 
tween 4 and 4:30 p.m., "rush hour” 
for most service departments. Are 
you treated courteously and able 
to speak with a service adviser 
without being put on hold for ex¬ 
tended periods of time or ignored 
altogether?

Make sure your car is in good working condition

Last summer, freeway anxiety 
in California boiled over in a se¬ 
ries of violent encounters between 
armed and unarmed motorists. 
With dozens of reports of shoot¬ 
ings, commuters were understand¬ 
ably nervous. The incidents 
focused attention on something 
motorists have known instinctive¬ 
ly for years — driving can be haz¬ 
ardous to your health. 

The first step in avoiding be¬ 
coming a statistic is to make sure 
your vehicle is in good operating 
order. An Indiana University 
study attributes 6 percent of all 
auto accidents to the condition of 
the vehicle. Cooling system failure 
is the most common cause of 
breakdowns, followed by neglect¬ 
ed batteries, inadequate oil levels, 
worn drive belts and tires. 

“Today’s car requires less fre¬ 
quent maintenance than earlier 
cars and that lulls some owners 
into a false sense of security,” 
says race car driver Denise 
McCluggage, a spokeswoman for 
Union 76 PROTECH. 

"They just keep putting gas in 
the tank and driving on. Most car 
troubles can be prevented with 
regular maintenance,” McClug¬ 
gage says, ’’but with the increased 
use of self-service gas stations in 
the last 10 years, regular checks 
under the hood went out the win¬ 
dow.” 

If you don’t already perform 
such routine maintenance as oil 
and fluid checks, tire pressure 
measurements and hose and belt 
inspection, it’s a good idea to have 
a service station attendant look 
under your hood at least once a 
week. 

In addition to worrying about 
the condition of their cars, drivers 
should spare some thought to their 
own condition. According to the 
American Optometric Associa¬ 
tion, approximately 90 percent of 
driving decisions are based on 
what you see and/or what you fail 
to see. Unfortunately, too many 
drivers assume their vision is ade¬ 
quate after passing a driver’s li¬ 
cense bureau eye screening. Sub¬ 
tle vision problems may go unde¬ 
tected until they contribute to an 
accident. 

The next step in driver protec¬ 


tion is learning to drive defensive¬ 
ly. In addition to commercial driv¬ 
ing schools and school driver edu¬ 
cation courses that you’ll see 
advertised in the paper, there are 
a number of special classes spon¬ 
sored by automobile associations 
nationwide. Many of these courses 
are tailored for drivers with spe¬ 
cial needs, such as fearful or older 
drivers. 

The BMW/Skip Barber Ad¬ 
vanced Driving School is open to 
all driving enthusiasts who want 
to improve their skills and devel¬ 
op emergency situation avoidance 
techniques. The courses are held 
at four locations in the United 
States. (Lime Rock Park, Lime 
Rock, Conn.; Road America, El¬ 
khart Lake, Wis.; Sebring Interna¬ 
tional Raceway, Sebring, Flo.; and 
Willow Springs International 
Raceway, Rosamond, Calif.) and 
are held in both one- and two-day 
sessions ($400 and $700 respective¬ 
ly). Register through authorized 
BMW dealers or contact the Skip 
Barber Association, Route 7, 
Canaan, CT 06018 (203) 824-0771. 

Driving defensively also means 
being on the alert for impaired 
drivers. According to the Automo¬ 
tive Information Council (AIC), 
25,000 people die and more than a 
million more are injured annually 
in alcohol- or drug-related high¬ 
way accidents. 

The National Highway Safety 
Administration has developed a 
list of visual clues for detecting 
drunker drivers. They include: 
turning abruptly, illegally, or with 
a wide radius; straddlng the cen¬ 
ter lane or driving into opposing 
traffic; stopping without cause; 
driving at night without head¬ 
lights; following other vehicles too 
closely; accelerating or decelerat¬ 
ing rapidly; and almost striking an 
object or vehicle. 

If you spot an Impaired driver, 
AIC recommends that you keep a 
safe distance. If you have a CB 
radio, you can send out an im¬ 
paired driver alert on emergency 
channel 9. Give the exact location 
by identifying the road the im¬ 
paired driver is on and the direc¬ 
tion of travel . Give a description 
of the vehicle, such as model, 
color and license plate number. 
Stand by to answer questions or 
repeat information. 


Don’t leave home 
without an oil check

Gas prices are good this year 
and you’ve just bought a new car. 
So, you’ve decided to drive on this 
year’s family vacation. 

You’ll see Disneyland, the 
Grand Canyon and then drive to 
Yellowstone National Park, cov¬ 
ering hundreds of miles in the pro¬ 
cess. You’re all packed and ready 
to go, but is your car ready for the 
long trek? 

There is some essential preven¬ 
tive maintenance you should do 
before embarking on your jour¬ 
ney. Make sure your fan belt and 
alternator belts are in good work¬ 
ing order. Be sure your tires have 
plenty of tread and the pressure is 
set correctly on all four tires. 
Check your coolants and the Freon 
for your air conditioner. 

And don’t forget the motor oil 
engine lubrication, one of the most 
important, yet easily overlooked, 
functions of your vehicle. 

Improperly maintained oil 
could mean engine trouble, which 
can translate into an unpleasant 
vacation. Don’t leave your trip’s 
excitement in a trail of smoke be¬ 
hind the family vehicle. It’s better 
to know your motor oil. 

“There are eight basic functions 
that all motor oil must perform,” 
says Norm Hudecki, associate di¬ 
rector of Automotive Productions 
Applications Laboratory, the Ash¬ 
land, Ky.-based facility where 
Valvoline motor oil is produced. 

A motor oil must: 

— Permit an engine to start 
easily; 

— Lubricate alt internal engine 
parts to prevent damaging wear, 

— Reduce friction between 
moving engine parts; 

— Protect against rust and cor¬ 
rosion; 

— Keep an engine clean by pre¬ 
venting buildup of sludge; 

— Help cool an engine to pro¬ 
tect bearings and other vital parts 
from heat damage; 

— Form a barrier to seal in 


compression and combustion; 

— Resist foaming caused by 
rapidly moving engine parts. 

There are certain kinds of oils 
that are best for certain vehicles. 
The best rule of thumb is to con¬ 
sult your owner’s manual for the 
correct viscosity grades and API 
classifications. 

’’The two most widely accepted 
year-round oils today are the lOW- 
30 and the 5W-30,” Hudecki says. 
’’These oils satisfy the require¬ 
ments of all car manufacturers in 
the U.S.” 

Motor oil information is usually 
listed on the motor oil container. 
To clarify what the numbers and 
letters in the different grades 
mean, each figure represents a 
property of the oil. 

First, the ”W” designation — 
like in 5W-30 — stands for winter 
and means the oil has met U.S. 
wintertime automotive require¬ 
ments. The ”5” measures the 
starting capability in the winter. 

To contrast the two most popu¬ 
lar motor oils, lOW means the oil 
is suitable for use in external tem¬ 
peratures down to minus 20 de¬ 
grees while 5W means the oil Is 
good down to minus 35 degrees. 
The ”30” represents the necessary 
viscosity when the engine reaches 
higher temperatures. Viscosity is 
the rate of flow of the oil or the 
film thickness of oil between mov¬ 
ing parts. 

An example of an oil that 
doesn’t meet winter standards is 
the one graded SAE30 or ’’straight 
30.” The SAE stands for the Soci¬ 
ety of Automotive Engineers, the 
organization that sets standards 
for the automotive industry. Oil 
rated SAE30 is popular in warmer 
climates such as Florida and 
Southern California, where night¬ 
time temperatures aren't low 
enough to need an oil that meets 
winter requirements. 

So, as you prepare for your va¬ 
cation, get to know your motor oil.

Wearing seat belts and buckling 
children into safety seats or 
lap/shoulder belts, is the single 
most defensive act a driver can 
perform. Twenty-nine states and 
the District of Columbia presently 
have mandatory seat belt laws. 
Child safety restraints are re¬ 
quired in all 50 states, as well as in 
the District of Columbia. 

According to statistics compiled 
by the American Academy of 
Pediatrics, proper use of passen¬ 
ger safety systems can reduce 
traffic fatalities of young children 
by at least 80 percent. That’s no 
small statistic when you consider 
that about 60,000 infants and chil¬ 
dren under 5 are injured in vehicle 


crashes yearly, about 700 of them 
fatally. 

Unfortunately, only three out of 
10 car safety seats are properly 
installed. The most common in¬ 
stallation mistakes include 
threading the lap belt in the wrong 
place; leaving harness straps too 
loose and not properly anchoring 
top tether straps. All seats should 
meet federal Motor Vehicle Safety 
standards and should carry a label 
to that effect. 

Finally, defensive driving ex¬ 
tends to being careful getting into 
and out of a vehicle. Liberty Mutu¬ 
al Insurance Company offers a 
brochure outlining 12 tips to avoid 
auto theft. Among the company’s 


suggestions are: Always lock your 
car, keep your keys with you; don’t 
leave vital documents in you car; 
close all the car’s windows; turn 
the engine off; park in bright, pop¬ 
ulated areas; don’t leave your car 
overnight unnecessarily; invest in 
an alarm or other anti-theft de¬ 
vice; park in a variety of loca- 
tions;lock the steering column and 
park in the middle of the block; 
lock garage doors; and tell family 
and neighbors when taking a trip 
and leaving your car at home.

Sachems rip 
Red Devils

The loyal fans of the Winchester 
Sachems enjoyed a thrilling 19-7 
come-from-behind victory over Bur¬ 
lington Sunday afternoon at Knowl- 
ton Stadium. 

Although the score was 7-0 at the 
half, the Winchester defense did a 
credible job considering the offense 
only had three first downs in the first 
half. The team suffered a crushing 
blow when standout linebacker Tom¬ 
my Maher went down with an injury 
that might sideline him for the sea¬ 
son. Later, Frank Curtis broke his 
ankle on kick return coverage and 
also may be out for the season. 

The Sachem offense posted its 
first points in the third quarter when 
quarterback Chris Umscheid 
scooted 26 yards on a keeper and 
hooked up with Shane Wyse for a 
22-yard touchdown strike over the 
middle to make the score 7-6. The 
Sachems were unsuccessful on the 
two-point conversion as Umscheid’s 
pass sailed out of bounds. 

The outlook was bleak for the 
Sachems when, with only 7:25 left on 
the clock, Burlington took posses¬ 
sion on the Winchester 12 after the 
Sachems mishandled a punt. But the 
Sachem defense came up with their 
best series of the year, yielding only 
five yards on three plays. On fourth 
and five, Alex Furey blasted Bur¬ 
lington quarterback Greg Raleigh 
out of bounds as he tried to score on 
a bootleg. 

The Sachems moved the ball a 
little but found themselves in a deep 
third-and-22 hole. Manny Marshall 
dusted off the playbook and called 
for a pitchout to Scott Garvey who 
connected on the halfback option 
pass to tight end Alex Furey for a 
first down. It was a spectacular 
catch for Furey who came up with 
the ball despite double coverage 


from two Red Devils. 

Umscheid ran for another first 
down and tri-captain Scott Garvey 
ran six yards to the Burlington 25 on 
fourth-and-five. With 1:31 remain¬ 
ing, Albie Cail atoned for his earlier 
fumble by snagging a 30-yard pass 
from Umscheid for a touchdown to 
put Winchester ahead, 12-7. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Burlington 
attempted a trick play when the 
return man lateraled the ball from 
the 15 to the other back. The deep 
back never gained firm control of 
the ball and was decked by special 
teams hit man Billy Gannon. Chris 
Ward recovered the fumble for 
Winchester on the Burlington 12. 
Four plays later, Umscheid bolted 
into the endzone for a four-yard 
score. Edmands’ kick was success¬ 
ful to boost the score to 19-7 
Winchester. 

If Umscheid’s run was the prover¬ 
bial icing on the victory cake, then 
Tony Pacione’s interception with no 
time remaining added the candles. 

It was a big victory for the Sac¬ 
hems as they improved their record 
to 2-1 in the league and a loss to 
winless Burlington would have been 
disastrous at this stage of the sea¬ 
son. The biggest disappointment for 
Coach Marshall is that he may have 
lost the services of Tommy Maher 
and Frank Curtis for the season. 
Both were starters on a defense that 
has had some trouble matching up 
size-wise with other teams. 

However, he was pleased with the 
performance of the defense, says- 
ing, "The defense made big plays 
and keeps getting better.” Marshall 
also noted that tight ends Sean Don- 
Ion and Alex Furey have been doing 
a fantastic job blocking and coming 
up with key receptions. 

The Sachems play Reading away 
next week with a special 2 p.m. 
starting time.

O’Leary receives 
endorsement from 
taxpayers’ group 

Citizens for Limited Taxation’s 2',2

money allotted to these programs 
has been used elsewhere. 

O’Leary said as the state has 
moved from industrial areas to 
more service-oriented businesses, 
“the law has not kept up with the 
waste that was left behind." With 
the state working in conjunction 
with the federal government and the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA), clean up could begin, he 
added. 

“Water is a very big concern to 
everyone,” O’Leary said. “We need 
to make sure the MWRA (Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authori¬ 
ty) works and does efficient cleaning 
of the Boston Harbor and cleans up 
the MDC system." 

O’Leary said he sees two other- 
major issues; coastal home man¬ 
agement and the nuclear power 
referendum. 

The coastal issue is a “battle 
between the environmentalist and 
the landowner,’’ said O’Leary. The 
state should work with property 
ownei-s to protect the coastline, but 
allow property owners to enjoy their 
land. 

On the nuclear power referendum, 
O’Leary said Massachusetts must 
work together with other states and 
the federal government to find a 
solution. "1 don’t think we should 
shut down the nuclear power plant 
until we find a place to put the 
stuff,” he said.

As part of its coverage of the liiHH 
election conlest for state representa¬ 
tive of the 34lh Middlesex District, 
the Star pulilishcs this regular 
"Issue of the Week" feature, giving 
candidates an opportunity to provide 
brief, unrehearsed answers to ques¬ 
tions prepared by the editorial staff. 

This week, candidates were 
asked: what are three intijor envir¬ 
onmental problems facing (he state 
in the upcoming years, and how 
should they be addressed. 

Paul Casey 

Disposal of waste, water and con¬ 
servation land are three major 
environmental issues facing the 
slate, said Democratic candidate 
Haul Casey. 

Disposal of waste “is at the criti¬ 
cal stages, even now,” he said. 
Casey cited the problem with "white 
trash” at the transfer station in 
Winchester, where ovens and 
refrigerators, etc. are piling up 
because no facility will accept them. 


Each day, residents in Ma.ssa- 
chusetts create enough waste to fill 
five football fields lO-feot high, noted 
Casey. "That’s just a slight indica¬ 
tion of whal we face,” he said. 

As far as waste is concerned, 
Casey said he supports long-range 
planning, “which dictates vigorous, 
town-supported, recycling, compost¬ 
ing and compacting program where 
you have a threc-tierd program," 
The program would include educa¬ 
tion, increased town programs and 
using state-wide landfills. 

The problem with water is not jusl 
in terms of supply, but how the 
cleaning up of Boston Harbor will 
affect water bills. On the local level, 
the water system must be improved. 
However, he said he questions cur¬ 
rent plans to overhaul the entire 
system, which could make the town 
more dependent on the Massa¬ 
chusetts Water Resources Authority 
(MWRA). 

“I think Winchester is a special 
communitiy in that we have our own 
water,” he said. “Let's use it.

On the conservation issue, wniie 
he said he is pro-development, 
Casey said it must be done “with 
strict guidelines. I don’t believe in 
eliminating open land. 

“If you have a long-range plan, 
designated conservation land should 
not be encroached,” he said. 

William O’Leary 

“I agree that the environment is a 
very important non-partisan issue 
for the Massachusetts legislature,” 
said Republican William O’Leary. 
“Fortunately for the voters, they 
have a choice of someone who has 
hands-on experience.” 

O’Leary cited his experience as an 
assistant legal officer for the First 
Coast Guard District, comprised of 
the states of Maine, New Hamp¬ 
shire, Rhode Island, parts of Ver¬ 
mont and the Canadian boarder and 
Masssachusetts. Among the issues 
confronted in that capacity were 
laws affecting wetlands and plant 
environments, as well as marine 
issues. 

O’Leary said water and disposal of 
solid and hazardous waste are two of 
the major issues facing the state. 

The key to hazardous waste is to 
identify, target and clean up hazard¬ 
ous waste sites, he said. Although 
residents of the state indicated a 
desire for such actions to take place, 
O’Leary said much of the state

New quarters, new 
rules for town workers

After a year and a half in the 
auditorium, the big move has 
begun. 

Town employees began the 
move last week from temporary 
offices, located in the Town Hall 
auditorium and Lynch Elemen¬ 
tary School, to the newly reno¬ 
vated building. Although renova¬ 
tion work will continue into next 
spring, the new offices are ready 
for use. 

Along with the new offices 
came new guidelines for employ¬ 
ees. Seemingly strict rules must 
be adhered to in keeping with the 


new building and the professional 
image the Town Manager feels 
should be projected. 

“Not strict, but sensible,” com¬ 
mented Town Manager W. Chad¬ 
wick Maurer in reference to the 
new policies. “With respect to the 
new building, a new code of oper¬ 
ations is expected. The rules 
appear harsh but it’s the way to 
get everyone’s attention. Things 
change and we may be able to 
step back a bit as time goes on. 
That’s easier than trying to step 
up later.”

Exactly 100 years ago, on 
October 20, 1888, tlic Town Hall 
was dedicated and opened to the 
public for its first inspection. 

This Saturday, Oct. 22, amidst 
the pump of llie ancient Masonic 
ceremonies for dedication of 
public buildings, officers from 
the Grand Lodge of Free and 
Accepted Masons of Massa¬ 
chusetts will rededieale Winches¬ 
ter’s renovated Town Hall. 

A grand civic procession of citi¬ 
zens, town officers, employees. 
Masons and town civic groups ■— 
all led by our police honor guard 
and a pipe band composed of 
Shriners — will leave Winchester 
Common for 'fown Hall at 10:15 
u.m. as the town bell tolls 100 
times. 

Ceremonies will be conducted 
in the main entry (juadrunglc of 
Town Hall, after which light 
refreshments will be offered as 
those present are invited to’ tour 
the completed public areas of the 
new building. 

The Town Hall Building Com¬

Despite a full-scale revaluation of 
commercial and residential proper¬ 
ties in town, the board of assessors 
has been operating minus one 
member. 

In response to a question by 
Selectman Steve Powers, Board of 
Assessors Chairman David Errico 
said member Francis Mahoney Jr. 
has missed II out of 15 meetings 
since May. According to Errico, 
Mahoney said he was unable to 
make morning meetings due to busi¬ 
ness commitments. However, Erri¬ 
co noted Mahoney had attended 
neither of the last two evening meet¬ 
ings, including the meeting with 
selectmen Monday night. 

Mahoney was elected to the posi¬ 
tion of assessor in 1984, and was 
reelected in 1987 when he ran unop¬ 
posed. His term expires in 1990. 

Powers noted the importance of 
the assessor’s input in the revalua¬ 
tion process, and said he was con¬ 
cerned the board was functioning 
with only two members. 

“This is too important an issue for 
the town,” he said. 

Mahoney could not be reached for 
comment at Star press time Tues¬ 
day night.

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One year after the crash

Just one year ago, Wall Street was 
rocking and reeling in the aftermath 
of a crash that left the stock market 
at a devastating low. 

A year later, the shock waves have 
begun to peter out and the bad vibes 
of the stock market crash have les¬ 
sened considerably. However, the 
damage is still felt by many business 
people across the country, and in 
Winchester. 

As the ground stabilizes, some are 
creeping back loward the market, 
while others are keeping their 


money safe closer to home, or in 
their pockets. With the passing of the 
initial shock, the market is begin¬ 
ning to pull back together, according 
to Kathryn Maffei, president of KLM 
Financial, Inc. Investment Planning 
in Winchester. 

Many people are seeking out more 
conservative investments such as 
CDs (certificate of deposit), money 
markets and fixed income opportun¬ 
ities, said Maffei but, “people are 
testing the market again.” 

The investors that were hit the 
hardest by last year’s Black Monday 
on Oct. 19 wei’e, "people who were 
not very well diversified, or possibly 


had too much money in the market,” 
said Maffei. 

"A lol of people tried to do too 
much," said Maffei. Gi’eat risks and 
poor advice added up to big losses in 
the market last year, she noted.

Architect’s drawings and plans 
showing the proposed renovation of 
the library building are now on view 
in the library’s lobby. 

The firm of Amsler Ilagenah Mac- 
Lean, Architects Inc. prepared the \ 
drawings after many consullationif 
with Winchester Public Library 
trustees, the Library Building Com¬ 
mittee and library staff. With parti¬ 
cular awareness of the original aes, 
thetics of the building the architeclis 
have proposed a plan that increases 
space for books and public seating i 
areas and improves the layout and 
organization of library functions. 


Originally, Maureen. Cook’s inter¬ 
est was fine quilting, as a craftsper- 
son, designer, and teacher, but sev¬ 
eral years ago her focus shifted to 
weaving and her fascination with 
colors, yarns, and fabric structure 
found a new love. 

Presently a teacher of weaving 
technique on the rigid hcddle loom, 
and an accomplished weaver on 
multiharness looms. Cook has been 
recently experimenting with a form 
of ikat dyeing learned as a student of 
artist weaver Frilzi Galley of 
Arlington. This unusual method of 
fabric construction begins with the 
painting of the cloth which is then 
cut into fine strips and woven into 
such items as tablerunners, wall 
hangings, and clothing. 

Faye Kolhonen learned to weave 
ten years ago while living in Uppsa¬ 
la, Sweden. She pursued her interest 
in textiles after returning to the 
United States by studying with well- 
known American weavers. For the 
past three years she has focused on 
weaving blanket/throws and 
scarves using simple weave struc¬ 


ture to emphasize color. 

Kolhonen is a Journeyman Weav¬ 
er of the Weaver’s Guild of Boston 
and has won regional awards for her 
weaving. Currently, one of her 
blankel/throws is featured in the 
September/October issue of Hand- 
woven magazine. 

Anne Bailey Walsh is a profession¬ 
al weaver with a studio at the Ken¬ 
dall Center for the Arts in Belmont. 
As a Fine Arts major she studied 
weaving at the University of New 
Hampshire under Winifred Clark 
Shaw and has also studied with Nan¬ 
cy Lyon, Leslie Voiers, and color 
theory with Eleanor Day West. 

In her work simple weave struc¬ 
tures are manipulated by the inter¬ 
lacement of color and texture to 
create luxurious scarves and 
shawls, and utilitarian blankets and 
tablerunners. Walsh sells her work 
locally through Insignia, and 
through shops in the New England 
area. 

The show will be open Monday 
through Saturday from 12-4 p.m. at 
the gallery, 585A Main Street, 


"The drawings and floor plans 
clearly show that the library’s space 
problems can be resolved attraclivcr 
ly and efficiently,” said library 
director Matthew Sperber. Reorga¬ 
nization of floor space and the con¬ 
struction of a small addition 
increases adult reading and book 
slack areas by 50 percent. 

In addition, the children’s departr 
ment will increase by 31 percent and 
will have access to a multi-purpose 
room which can seat 200 people. “An 
important feature,” said Sperber, 
“is the enlargement of the young 
adult urea which will hold four limes 
the present number of seats.” i 

The drawings will be on view al 
the library through Nov. 8 when 
Winchester residents will be asked 
to vote on a referendum question 
which provides up to 50 percent of 
the funding for the project. Thfc 
additional funding will be requested 
from the state under the 1987 
Library Improvement Act, a one 
time appropriation of $35 million for 
library renovation projects.

Winchester Trails lead to 


learning

"Only four of your five senses can 
l)c used out on the trail,” says 
Winchester Trails guide Nancy 
Wilde, “What is the one that can’t he 
used?” 

“Taste!” scream the Ambrose 
elementary school fourth graders. 
And with that final warning, they 
were off into the woods of Locke 
Farm last Thursday morning to see, 
smell, touch and hear as many 
aspects of nature as possible on the 
two-hour jaunt. 

As part of the Winchester Trails 
fall program, elementary schools 
kids will have a chance to explore 
conservation lands around Winches¬ 
ter including Locke Farm, Long 
Pond and Smith Pond. 

A walk along a forest trail on a 


crisp and blustery autumn day cer¬ 
tainly can open your eyes to the 
many hidden intricacies of nature. 
Add a Winchester Trails guide and 
you might just find out a little more 
about plant and wildlife in the forest 
than visible to the average passerby. 

Wilde identified bushes, berries 
and a montage of trees and rocks in 
the area. A smattering of the history 
of the land also accompanied the 
tour. 

A massive rock just off the beaten 
trail for instance, was a relic of the 
ice age, said Wilde. And a stone wall, 
which reappeared in several spots 
along the path, was built by colonial 
farmers, or possibly Indians, Wilde 
explained. 

Small groups of about six children 
each, with a teacher and a guide 
plodded across the terrain in search 
of the little treasures of nature. 


The children were encouraged to 
identify various bushes, mosses and 
leaves. Sometimes they were right, 
sometimes they were wrong, but 
each time everyone learned a little 
something. 

The pond at the half-way mark of 
the journey seemed to bounce the 
kids out of their early morning shy¬ 
ness (and their early morning chill) 
and into action. Everyone was 
encouraged to grab big nets and plop 
them Into the water. After drudging 
up a myriad of creatures, it was 
inspection time. 

Actually, pulling specimens out of 
the net was done with a little more 
apprehension, but became easier 
with more attempts. All the bugs 
and other water life were then 
released into a pail to be transported 
back to class, for further inspection. 
A diagram of the different bugs that 


might be found in the pond was 
available for specific identification. 

The nature courses held through 
the Winchester Trails are coordi¬ 
nated with the curriculum of the 
elementary school kids. Winchester 
Trails is a local volunteer organiza¬ 
tion which gives residents an oppor¬ 
tunity to explore the outdoors and 
develop a sense of responsibility in 
preserving the environment. 

Walks and studies are held on 
public land in or near Winchester 
and include the Town Forest and 
Nike Site as well as Locke Farm, 
Smith Pond and Long Farm. 
Winchester Trails will be looking for 
more guides to help with their prog¬ 
rams beginning next spring. Mem¬ 
bers are people with an interest in 
nature and a willingness to share 
their knowledge.

test kits ruled out 


Proposal

A program developed by Health 
Director Joseph Tabhi that would 
provide radon testing kits for resi¬ 
dents of Winchester at a reduced 
rate has been ruled illegal by Town 
Counsel Douglas liandall. 

The program would have allowed 


for radon 

residents to check their homes for 
the harmful gas with test kits pur¬ 
chased by the town at bulk rates. 

However, according to Randall, 
the program would*have broken the 
federal anti-trust law. By choosing 
one company to purchase kits from, 
the board would be giving that com¬ 
pany a monopoly of business, said 


Randall. 

In a letter to Tabbi, Randall out¬ 
lined the services that could be pro¬ 
vided by the town. Literature on 
radon and a list of test kits approved 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency can be picked up at the 
Board of Health office in the Town 
Hall. 


Tabbi added that he felt the prog¬ 
ram would have been “worthwhile” 
and was sorry it could not be imple¬ 
mented in Winchester. 

Radon is a naturally occurring gas 
that can seep into homes through 
cracks in basements. 

It can pose health problems if 
allowed to accumulate in homes that 
are too tighly insulated to vent it.

OPT FOR OPAL 

Ghosts and goblins are not the only colorful characters that will ap¬ 
pear this Halloween. Opals, as colorful as the costumed harlequin jester, 
are also haunting the hearts of those who see them. 

As Halloween conjures up images of darkened nights and colorful 
trick or treaters, the opal will also bring this image to mind. Known 
for its "play of color,' the opal comes in as many beautiful sprays as 
the array of costumes on Halloween night. While the black opal is the 
most valued, white, crystal and fire opals each offer their own tricks. 

Opal quality is judged by the evenness of the pattern and the number 
of colors exhibited. This explains the nickname.given to a particulary 
colorful variety, the "harlequin. " Additionally, stones with a vivid red 
flash are much more rate tnan those without fire and therefore com¬ 
mand a greater value. 

A special stone deserves special care. Opal should not be tormented 
by hot lights. Never allow it to become part of a witch's brew through 
boiling, steaming or ultrasonic cleaning methods. Heavy pressure is 
also harmful to opal so remember to remove it before a game of ra- 
quetball or an afternoon of raking leaves. Just as safety is of concern 
on Halloween night so should an opal be treated with the care it 
deserves.

Our children are 
an investment in 
national security

' "This nation cannot continue to 
compete and prosper in the global 
arena when more than one fifth of 
bur children live in poverty and one 
third grow up in ignorance." 
i This warning was not issued by 
child welfare advocates; it is the 
opinion of some of our nation’s fore- 
biost business leaders, the Commit¬ 
tee for Economic Development. 
These business leaders recently 
informed Congress tl.at we need to 
increase our investment in the 
youngest generation of Americans, 
if we do not. they warn, the United 
States will enter the 2 Ist century 
without an educated and productive 
workforce and we will all suffer the 
social, political and economic 
consequences. 

The U.S. economy is rapidly trans¬ 
forming itself. According to the U.S. 
Department of Labor, between 1979 
and 1985 an estimated 2 million man¬ 
ufacturing positions disappeared, 
with more and more people working 
at service jobs in stores, hotels, 
banks, restaurants and nursing 
homes. In fact, today in the United 
States there are more people work¬ 
ing in hospitals than in the steel and 
auto industries combined. 

' These service jobs require higher 
levels of literacy, As production pro¬ 
cesses rely increasingly on compu¬ 
ters and other sophisticated machin¬ 
ery, jobs in the manufacturing 
sector are also demanding new 
skills. In fact, the National Educa¬ 
tional Assessment Program reeen- 
tjy reported that by 1990, three out of 
four jobs will require some training 
fcjeyond high school. 

> With the advent of high technology 
alid increased global competition, 
the workforce needs of American 
Iwsiness have changed drastically, 
lJut it is clear that our nation is not 
doing all that it can to develop our 
rpost precious natural resource — 
our children. 

What steps should we take? Cer¬ 
tainly, we need to make the educa¬ 
tion of our children a national priori¬ 
ty. We need to offer our young people 
higher quality educational and voca¬ 
tional training programs. But it is 
critically important that we first lay 
the groundwork and niake sure that 
all of our children are prepared for 
the educational proc 'ss by investing 
in programs which address their 
health and security As any teacher 
knows, it is very difficult, if not 
impossible, for a hungry, sick or 
homeless child to succcjed in school. 
The fact is that before most children 
can learn to read, their basic needs 
Tor shelter, nutrition a..d health care 
must be met. 

Unfortunately, during the Reagan 


era, programs to provide health 
care, nutritional and housing assis¬ 
tance, as well as guaranteed student 
loans, vocational education, day 
care and even job training have all 
been cut. Not surprisingly, recent 
statistics compiled on the welfare of 
children in America reflect some 
frightening trends: 

• In 1988, 13 million American 
children, one out of every four, live 
in poverty. During the past 10 years 
the number of ‘children living in 
poverty' has risen by 3 million. 

• Today, in the United States, one 
in six children have no regular 
access to health care. 

• One out of five children will 
become a teenage parent. 

• This year, one out of every seven 
children will drop out of school. 

In a recent study comparing the 
academic skills of students from 
twenty nations, the U.S. made a poor 
showing. Meanwhile, the extraordin¬ 
ary value Japan places on education 
has produced a population which is 
virtually 100 percent literate and 
able to outscore all other countries 
on tests of academic achievement. 
Japan and other industrialized 
nations are not only making better 
automobiles than us, they are secur¬ 
ing their future economic superiori¬ 
ty by heavily investing in the health 
and education of their children. 

In order to meet the challenges of 
the future successfully, America 
needs every child to attain his or her 
full potential. Business leaders have 
joined child welfare advocates to 
declare that we simply can't afford 
the cost of not investing in our 
children. 

America can’t afford an estimated 
$240 billion in lost earnings and fore¬ 
gone taxes which each year’s class 
of dropouts will cost our country 
over their lifetimes. 

America cannot afford the cost of 
not investing in prenatal care, child¬ 
hood immunization programs, and 
pre-school education because the 
future medical, social and economic 
costs will be exorbitant. 

With our governemnt, business 
community and concerned citizenry 
working together, we can provide 
every American child with a decent 
education, adequate health care, 
affordable housing, and job training 
— the tools children need in order to 
become productive and satisfied 
adults. 

What we need is the will. 

We must recommit ourselves and 
reorder our federal budget priorities 
to ensure that the needs of the next 
generation are met. The future eco¬ 
nomic and political security of the 
United States depends upon the 
choices we make for our children 
today.

Resident provides 
evidence against 
library plans 

TO THE EDITOR: ‘ 

It has been suggested to me by 
angry residents that since I’ve 
asserted that it’s time to tear down 
the library because we, the residents 
of Winchester, don’t care about it I 
should give some evidence to sup¬ 
port by position. 

Evidence? Facts? Who wants such 
things? Certainly not the residents 
of Winchester! We haven’t faced a 
library fact in a decade, at least. But 
perhaps I am hasty and so for those 
lingering few who may be interested 
I offer the following and my 
conclusions: 

FACT: Professtional salaries at 
the Winchester Library are among 
the very lowest of 15 neighboring 
and similar libraries, over 35 per¬ 
cent lower than good suburban libra¬ 
ries around Boston. Thirty-five 
percent! 

CONCLUSION: That’s not a result 
of Prop 2'j; everyone lives with 
that. But it does tell us what Town 
Meeting Members think of the 
Library, doesn’t it! 

L’ACT: Our opening hours are 20 
percent less than any of six neigh¬ 


boring towns. That’s over 10 hours. 
Less! 

CONCLUSION: Those cuts are a 
product of the salary budget. Thanks 
again. Town Meeting Members! 

FACT: Per capita circulation, the 
most common measure of communi¬ 
ty use of the Library, is lower than 
half of 15 neighboring and similar 
towns. 

CONCLUSION: We’re just a non¬ 
reading town. If you’re a reader 
move to Lexington. 

FACT: Our library building com¬ 
pares unfavorably in important 
respects with every one of our neigh¬ 
boring towns. That’s Medford, 
Arlington, Lexington, Woburn, and 
Stoneham. Overall, we’re close to 
the bottom. 

CONCLUSION: A judgment call, 
to be sure. But I took a careful look 
at them all. Have you? 

A question for fact gatherers? Did 
this happen overnight? 

So much for facts, to most people 
in Winchester just shouts in the wind 
on a stormy night. We can be 
expected to vote on Nov. 8 just as we 
have in the past, with our hearts and 
our purses, and against the Library. 

In sad and actual fact, many of us 
won’t vote at all. Voting still with our 
hearts, we won’t even go near the 
polls. “Who cares!” say most of us. 

Winchester is a town with pride. 
But its pride for its library is the 


pride of a condemned man for his 
large cell. So let’s get on with it and 
move out the books before snow 
flies. Last one out, turn off the light 
and close the door. Please.

Question 2 ’yes’ would help towns

Contrary to the incredibly dis¬ 
torted and demagogic campaign 
being waged against the proposal to 
repeal the Massachusetts prevailing 


wage law. Question 2 on the Novem¬ 
ber election ballot is without a doubt 
a good deal for the vast majority of 
citizens of the Commonwealth. 

Question 2 would repeal the archa¬ 
ic state law which has been inter- 
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preted to mandate that the wages 
and work rules required for all publ¬ 
icly funded service contracts be the 
same as big city union contracts. No 
other part of our economy is subject 
to such restrictive legislation. In 
fact, the prevailing wage law 
amounts to price fixing which would 
be illegal were it not required by 
state law. 

'I’he proponents of Question 2 
include the Massachusetts Munici¬ 
pal Association, which includes all 
351 cities and town of the Common¬ 
wealth, Citizens for Limited Taxa¬ 
tion, as well as the Associated Build¬ 
ing Contractors who are so 
prominently featured in the outra¬ 
geous commercials paid for l)y (he 
construction union opponents of the 
repeal initiative. Non-union con¬ 
tractors favor repeal of the prevail¬ 
ing wage law since it would allow 
them to compete for publicly funded 
contracts which they are restrained 
from bidding on under current 
conditions. 

City and town governments favor 
repeal of the prevailing wage law 
because it raises the cost of munici¬ 
pal contracting 20 to 25 percent, 
forcing local governments to pay 
more tlian they would otlierwise, or 
forgo badly needed projects. Citi¬ 
zens for Limited Taxation, which 
has done more for the taxpayers of 
Massachusetts than all the phony 
promises of p«>litieians combined, 
sees repeal of the prevailing wage 
law as a means for removing one of 
the many causes of the high cost of 
government in Massachusetts. 

Contrary to the "big lie" teeh- 
ni(|ue being used by the opponents ol 


Question 2, repeal of the prevailing 
wage law would not mean huge pro¬ 
fit increases for contractors and 
shoddy construction, More than 70 
percent of all construction work in 
Massachusetts is now performed by 
non-union contractors. 'Vet, there is 
absolutely no evidence that such 
construction is of poorer quality, 
results in higher profits than public¬ 
ly funded construction, or that work¬ 
ers on private construction jobs are 
not receiving a “living wage’’. 

On the contrary, a review of the 
history of state and local construc¬ 
tion projects would provide numer¬ 
ous examples of shoddy construction 
resulting from paying kickbacks to 
politicians which every reader can 
readily recall. The existing prevail¬ 
ing wage law in reality provides no 
guarantees of the (luality of 
construction. 

Non-union contractors are 
restrained from bidding on public 
construction contracts because 
changing work rules and pay scales 
from contract to contract would be 
highly disruptive to their compa¬ 
nies. Repeal of the law would mean 
greater competition and consequent¬ 
ly lower prices for taxpayers for 
public construction projects since 
more contractors would be willing to 
bid for such projects. At the same 
time repeal would in all likelihood 
also benefit construction workers 
botli union and non-union. This 
result may seem impossible at first 
blush, hut in reality is easy to 
understand. 

While a $25 hourly wage would 
yield a $50,(100 annual salary for a 
full-time 40 hour a week job, unfortu¬ 


nately, many union construction 
workers do not work a whole year 
except when the construction mark¬ 
et is booming as is currently the case 
in Massachusetts. In non-boom 
times largely part because of the 
high cost of union wages and restric¬ 
tive work rules, many union con¬ 
struction workers are actually 
unemployed a good part of the year. 
While nonunion workers may make 
somewhat lower hourly wages, the 
fact that they are actually able to 
work far more hours more than 
makes up for the difference. 

More importantly, the amount of 
publicly funded construction work is 
artifically depressed by the higher 
costs imposed by the prevailing 
wage law. If construction costs were 
lower, state and local governments 
could afford to build more badly 
needed public facilities such as 
elderly housing, schools, roads, etc. 
More public constuction projects 
would mean that there would be 
more jobs for construeion workers 
as well as more and better facilities 
for the public. 

The leadership of construction 
unions, as opposed to construction 
workers, is actually the group with 
the most to lose if the law is repealed 
which explains the frantic, distorted 
campaign against Question 2. If 
union workers learn that they don’t 
need the prevailing wage law to 
protect their incomes, they may 
soon also learn that they don’t need 
to pay high union dues to support 
union bureaucrats. 

So when you cast your ballot in 
November, vote YES on Question 2.

Resident says 
town can’t afford 
library addition 

TO THE EDITOR: 

In the election next month the 
voters of Winchester will be asked to 
override Proposition 2'a so that the 
Winchester Public Library may be 
expanded and renovated. The 
Library is asking for $4,251,000 for 
their project and like many pi’ojects 
it is not clearcut whether this is a 
“necessary” or a “nice to have”. 

Since $196,000 has already been 
allocated from the Stabilization 
Fund, we are considering a little 
more than $4 million. By the 
Library's own information sheet, 
only $900,000 of this $4 million is for 
replacement of the boilers, air con¬ 
ditioning, plumbing, and electrical 
systems. The remaining $3 million 
plus is for a building addition as well 
as gutting and rearranging the inter¬ 
nal rooms and accessories with ame¬ 
liorating improvements to Ihc child¬ 
ren’s and youth sections. 

This remaining $3 million plus is in 
my view a “nice to have” (read 
luxury) and should not be loaded 
into the general tax levy. Although 
the original funded debt for the high 
school was finally paid off this year, 
we still have debt service which 
exceeds $1 million per year for the 
next six years, as can be seen in the 
following table. 

Note: The Principal and Interest 
payments were taken from a Town 


Meeting handout for Articles 9, 10, 
and 11 for Spring 1988, The Town 
Budget is projected under the 2'a 
Law to increase at 2 '2 percent per 
year. In addition, the original char¬ 
ter Capital Planning Committee 
found after considerabie research 
that it is not prudent for total debt 
service to exceed 5 percent of the 
town budget appropriation. 

The Library intends to apply for 
State matching funds and, assuming 
they are approved (a large assump¬ 
tion in view of Dukakis’s $450 million 
state budget deficit), they will have 
a total debt .service of $3.36,950 in 
year 1 of a ten-year financing sche¬ 
dule. It would be about $674,000 if no 
matching state funds are available. 
From the preceding table, that 
means the Library should wait until 
fiscal year 1992 at the earliest to 
start thir expansion project. 

If the Library wanted to consider 
just the “necessaries” (replacement 
of boilers, air conditioning, plumb¬ 
ing, and electrical), then this small¬ 
er pi'oject could start in fiscal year 
1991. 

Another option for the Library 
would be to raise the money by 
private .subscription, as their initia¬ 
tive auction on Oct. 29 suggests. This 
fund-raising effort should be 
expanded and is an innovative 
approach by the Library toward 
financing another of the Town’s 
“nice to haves”. 

It is not without precedent in as 
much a the City of Newton is replac¬ 
ing its main library built in the 1870’s 
with a new $14.3 million facility 
without a red cent going on the tax 


rate. According to the Boston Globe, 
Mayor Theodore Mann has chal¬ 
lenged the |)eople of Newton to raise 
the funds in conjunction with appli¬ 
cation of funds from Newton’s motel 
tax. 

Instead of an event to publicize the 
Library’s call to override Prop 2'2. 
the Library should consider private 
subscription their main .source of 
capital funds in the Town. The 
Library has hit on an innovative 
approach that should be followed in 
the future. The Selectmen should 
challenge those who come forward 
with “nice to have” pi'ojects to go 
out and raise the money by private 
subscription. This is more appropri¬ 
ate than breaking Prop 2*2 which so 
many seem intent on doing.

Expectations color nations’ perspectives

One of the concepts tossed about in 
political circles and the media 
recently concerns candidates’ per¬ 
formance in relation to estimates of 
the public's prior e.xpectations. 
Kacb campaign hoiH's its man will 
e.vcced expectation, whether they 
are high or low. The belief is that 
voters perceive the winner to he the 
one who most exceeds anticipated 
results, not the one who finishes at 
the highest overall level. 

Strategists operated on this 
assumption before the first pres¬ 
idential dehate. Insiders who 
thought Michael Dukakis was a hot- 
shot debator sought to dampen the 
presumption that his cerebral six- 
guns would make his opponent 
dance, likewise. George Bush was 
not supposed to bo very good iit 
public speaking, and the Bush peo¬ 
ple kept that image in the public eye, 
confident he would at least be able to 
acquit himself like a gentleman. 

The second debiite showed Bush in 


even bettor light. Though the two 
candidates presented a roughly 
equal ability to think on their feet, 
we expected less out of Bush and 
more out of Dukakis. 

Expectations also play a large role 
in financial movements. High price- 
earnings ratios of slocks reflect 
future expected earnings, the belief 
by mortals in profits a company 
may someday make. A high stock 
price relative to current earnings 
relects common agreement in the 
marketplace that this stock is a hot 
one, and market participants anxi¬ 
ous to buy a piece of that future 
earnings stream flock to purchase 
the rising star, driving it up further. 

By the same logic, stocks that 
prior expectations elevated to lofty 
heights get killed when projections 
are not met. Genetech’s price plum¬ 
meted recently, when the light of 
day revealed that management had 
over-promised sales of the com¬ 
pany's heart drug, TPA. The stock is 
trading at one-third of its value one 
year ago. 


The human ability to project and 
remember up and down the time line 
often leads us to build castles in the 
air. One of our finest characteristics 
is the capacity to realize these 
dreams hy actions. Planning plus 
execution equals a real castle. 

But our emotional reactions to the 
vicissitudes of life depend on what 
we hoped for verses what really 
turns out to be the case. Aleksandr I. 
.Solzhenitsyn observed, in his Gulag 
Archipelago, that prisoners in Soviet 
labor camp felt overwhelming hap¬ 
piness, all out of proportion to the 
objective situation, at a slight 
dimunition in tbe agony of daily life, 
as, for example, when inmates were 
allowed a quiet moment out of the 
wind to hold a cup of hot liquid in 
their freezing hands. 

And so, for the reverse reasons, 
here in America today some of us 
are experiencing a slight distress. 
We have mortgaged our future in the 
belief that our powerful economy 
will pull us through, and that all 
those future earnings on which we. 


and other nations, have het will he 
realized someday. Our expectations 
have lieen very high. The Ueagan 
administration has pumped up our 
optimism for that past eight years, 
and the Bush people are striking the 
same warm, familiar chords. What 
arc the chances of our achieving 
these prophesies? 

Well, they get smaller as visions of 
the morrow hecomc more grand¬ 
iose. And those who are not tipsy on 
the selective prosperity passed out 
during the Reagan years, women, 
older Americans, those with less 
education and lower incomes, have 
feelings of malaise ahout where this 
country is going, the kind of malaise 
that Reagan banished from the 
national discussions as un-American 
during his contest with Jimmy 
Carter. 

In contrast, it is interesting to note 
how expectations and reality have 
played themselves out on the Soviet 
scene. There, life was pretty grim 
for many years. In addition to the 
lack of material comfort, people 


were psychologically victimized byl 
the authorities and each other. | 
.Soviet citizens grumbled along as; 
best they could. ■ i. 

Gorbachev's pcrcslroiku prom- J, 
ised a better material life for lhe|; 
working masses, raising cxpecta-.; 
tions. Now, his government's inabili-l! 
ty to deliver the goods is causing an; 
accumulation of explosive emotions. i 

But at the same time, under g/a-s'- 
nost, the intelligentsia has realized;! 
undreamt-of freedoms of expreBs-i; 
ion. This slight letup in pain has!- 
caused enormous joy among the;! 
Moscow elite and a renaissance, iiv 
art and literature. 

Thus, a situation exists at (lie 
present time in which some people in 
the Soviet Union, who have a mucfl 
worse life than we do by certain 
measures, feel optimistic, and som® 
people here, surrounded by prosiwr- 
ity and material comfort, arp 
bothered a persistent cynicism. , ,

Longfellow’s message in the eyes of children

One hundred twenty-seven years 
to the day before the Fourth Grade 
at Ambrose School came to visit his 
grave, Henry Wadsworth Longfel¬ 
low wrote in his journal of “the 
glimmer of golden leaves in the 
sunshine...the river writing its sliver 
S in the meadow...Everything with¬ 
out, full of loveliness.” 

Unlike that long-ago day, the day 
of our field trip was not full of 
lovelinesss. A damp Atlantic wind 
sewed beads of mist like tiny seed- 
pearls to the hats and jackets of the 
children. The air was cold; the sky a 
granite-grey. 

Mrs. Higbie and Mrs. Traugot had 
brought their Fourth Grade class to 
the Mt. Auburn Cemetery in Cam¬ 


bridge, Massachusetts, to visit the 
graves of Longfellow and other 
giants of the 19th century; to appre¬ 
ciate the beauty of its 150-acre 
spread; and to work on their map 
skills. 

Longfellow, of course, they knew a 
thing or two about. They’d all heard 
of Evangeline and Hiawatha and the 
Midnight Ride of Paul Revere. 'You 
can’t not hear of these things living 
in New England, even if you’re only 
nine; the air itself still echoes faintly 
with the dactylls and lilting trochees 
of his verse. 

Then too, j they’d studied “The 
Children’s Hour” in class, and knew 
Grave Alice and Laughing Allegra 
and Edith With Golden Hair. Long¬ 
fellow loved these daughters, and 


their brothers Ernest and Charles. 
He was a sunny, saintly man, who 
kept his courage even after his 
beloved wife Fanny burned to death 
— in his arms, very nearly — when 
her gown caught fire as she melted 
wax to seal some locks of the little 
girls’ hair. 

In “The Children’s Hour” he spoke 
of capturing these last in the round- 
tower of his heart. “And there I will 
keep you forever,” he wrote, “Yes, 
forever and a day,/’Til the walls 
shall crumble to ruin/And moulder 
in dust away.” 

The walls had done that now, as 
had all fleshly walls memorized in 
this forest of stone. But the Fourth 
Grade found the surroundings only 
partly somber. 


“You’re walking on a dead guy,” 
one freckled boy winked to his com¬ 
panion, as we traipsed between the 
marble urns and granite cherubs. 
Some lots are girded about with iron 
fencing, the plot numbers cut into 
the steps leading up to them. “Are 
those phone numbers?” a few won¬ 
dered, imagining perhaps as child¬ 
ren of an age of instant communica¬ 
tion, that maybe you could just call 
up and chat with someone living on 
the Other Side. 

And we came in the end of Longfel¬ 
low’s tomb. 

It’s a simple block of granite, 
bearing only his name and dates. 
And there besides him lie Alice; and 
Allegra, who is laughing no longer; 
beloved Fanny; and both boys. 


A dainty girl named Kristen had 
found a verse by the poet at home 
and brought it in to the teachers. 
They’s made copies and handed, 
them out now. The class read in' 
unison, standing close about the 
tombstone, as the mist settled like a 
shawl around our shoulders: 

“Lives of great men all remjjjid 
us/We can make our lives sub¬ 
lime;/And, departing, leave behfnd 
us/Footprints in the sands of time.” 

“What does this mean, do yop 
think?” asked Mrs. Traugot. 

“It means, what you do lives on 
after you.” said one. , ,, 

“It means, remember the gopd 
times,” said another. 

We tried to remember them thenu 
both our good times and those that 
had been Mr. Longfellow’s. T.

If the grant money goes by 
untapped, Winchester's library 
wili stili need basic maintenance 
work completed, but without the 
help of the state, added Chairman 
of the Library Building Commit¬ 
tee Austin Broadhurst. 
r Broadhurst said, “Renovations 
have to be done at some 
point. . .with or without the 
grant." 

1.1 The library’s need for renova- 
. tions and the availabiiity of the 
grant have come at a bad time for 
Nthe town, considering recent 
Town Hall renovations which are 
ijust now being completed, said 
Broadhurst. However, since it 


was originally built, he added, 
“This library has had a single 
renovation. Plans are all here 
and available. There are not 
going to be any surprises.” 

Architects invoived in the pro¬ 
ject have agreed that there won't 
be hidden costs to set the budget 
off target during the construction 
phase. 

Architect Gail Woodhouse of 
Amsler Hagenah MacLean, 
Architects, Inc. of Boston, ran 
through the three level plan of the 
library for those present at the 
pubiic hearing. 

Ample room for adult reading, 
book stacks and chiidren’s areas 
have all been worked into the 
plan. Along with these changes 
are the basic renovations that are 


neccessary to keep the buiiding 
up to code. The heating and elec- 
tricai systems wiii be upgraded, 
as well as an air conditioning 
system being installed. 

Some questions from con¬ 
cerned residents included logisti¬ 
cal parts of the architect’s plan. 
The use of one circulation desk as 
opposed to the present use of two 
was discussed. Woodhouse 
explained that this use would be 
the best way to work with limited 
space. 

A question was also raised as to 
the exact breakdown of the cost 
for the renovations. Broadhurst 
said that these figures would be 
made available to taxpayers 
before the questionn appears on 
the Nov. 8 ballot.

'When asked if the board had 
attbmpled to schedule meetings at 
other times so Mahoney could 
attend, Errico said he told Mahoney 
fie was willing to meet anytime dur¬ 
ing the morning. 

However, Errico said he was 
unwilling to return to evening meet¬ 
ings until the revaluation process is 
compiete. By meeting in the morn¬ 
ing, he said, the board bas more 
contact with Patriot Properties, the 
firm contracted to conduct the reva¬ 
luation, and was able “to more effi¬ 
ciently and effectively monitor the 
revaluation process. . .1 feel morn¬ 
ing meetings are definiteiy in the 
best interest of the town of Winches- 
toif," said Errico. 


Referring to Mahoney’s lack of 
attendance at meetings, Errico said, 
“I think it’s totally inexcusable and 
it’s a situation I really think should 
be addressed." Errico said he does 
not believe Mahoney’s lack of atten¬ 
dance is due to business commit¬ 
ments. He noted that Mahoney’s 
difficulty with morning meetings 
had not been a problem in the past. 

“In all honesty, I think it goes 
beyond the morning/evening issue,” 
said Errico, and questioned Maho¬ 
ney’s commitment to the board.

$3.5 million, said Maurer, and will be 
implemented in 1990 and 1991. 

The financial impact of the project 
wiii be felt by residents in their 
water bills, according to Maurer’s 
[Weliminary proposal. According to 
the proposal, the cost of the first 
phase to the average homeowner is 


estimated at approximately $61 per 
year. 

The second phase addresses prob¬ 
lems in the east end of town, span¬ 
ning along the Woburn/Stoneham/ 
Medford side of town, and is slated 
for implementation in 1992 and 1993. 

The third phase aims at improving 
problem areas in the west end of 
town, extending aiong the Woburn/ 


Arlington/Lexington lines. This 
phase would take place in 1994 and 
1995. 

In order to cushion the fiscal blow, 
Maurer said he felt improvements 
could be made over a period of time, 
rather than all at once. 

The project must receive Town 
Meeting approval in order to move 
ahead, said Maurer.

(From page I A) 
discriminate.” 

Those big losses that many people 
experienced last year have caused 
some apprehension that won’t soon 
dissoive. “(The stock market crash) 
made clients a little more careful in 
investments,” said Apostolou. 
■'They’re not counting on it (the 
market) as much as they did,” he 
added. 

People are now edging slowly 
l)ack into the stock market, but play¬ 
ing it conservatively. The market 
reached a high recently, three tenths 
higher than the last post-market 
crash high. 

Apostolou said he feels the market 
will continue to grow over the next 
few years, although it, “won’t go 
anywhere significant,” he noted. 

He added that a iot of “positive 
aspects,” have occured in the last 
year. The Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC), for example. 


has developed and put into practice 
some automatic regulations to safe¬ 
guard against future crashes. In the 
event of a situation such as last 
year’s crash, the market will slow 
down or shut down when selling 
becomes frenzied. 

In response to the aftermath of the 
crash, U.S. Representative Edward 
Markey (D-MA) proved himself a 
prolific reformer of the securities 


industry as the Chairman of the 
House Energy and Commerce sub¬ 
committee on telecommunications 
and finance during the last year. 

One safeguard Markey created 
was an insider-trading bill calls for 
tougher fines and sentences for 
those caught dealing within the 
market. 

But as Apostolou clearly sums up, 
“The post-mortum (of the market) 
is still going on.”

Town Hall on the move

TIu’ future of Leouiird Reach may 
not l)e quite so bleak, eonsideriiin 
problems with bacteria at the site 
may be solved. 

liealtb board members have 
devised a list of suggestions wbicb 
they hope will alleviate bacteria 
problems experienced Ibis past sum¬ 
mer, selectmen learned Monday 
night. The beach was closed for a 
total of approximately H days this 
summer due to contamination of the 
water by coliform bacteria, a bac¬ 
teria wliicb comes from fecal mat 
ter. either from duck, goose or 
human waste. 

According to Board of Health 
Chairman Warren Taylor, while 
I problems wei'e surfacing at Leo¬ 


nard's. there was some question as 
to whether or not a sewer pipe was 
leaking in the area of the pond. 
However, he said that possibility has 
been ruled out. 

Taylor said another factor which 
may have contributed to the exces¬ 
sive bacteria count was that chlori¬ 
nation of the water did not 'oegin 
until after the beach opened for the 
summer. 

Steps suggested by the board 
which may eliminate the problem 
arc lo chlorinate before the beach 
opens, as well as to circulate the 
water more rapidly, both in the pond 
and at the source. 

"Our judgement is if we're more 
aggressive with chlorination and if 
we turn over the water. . .we would 
anticipate it would be something 
that would be effective in terms of 


keeping the pool open for the entire 
summer." said Taylor. He noted 
that although the source of the prob¬ 
lem has not been pinpointed, taking 
these steps could prevent it from 
reoccuring. 

Board members agreed with 
Selectman Thomas Schmitt, who 
suggested that unusually high temp¬ 
eratures over the summer may have 
contributed to the rapid growth of 
bacteria. He pointed out that .swim¬ 
ming holes in other towns had met 
with similar problems of bacteria 
growth.

must be made for the upkeep of 
the building. The new code of 
operations include the expected 
and the unexpected. For exam¬ 
ple, all wall hangings must be 
reviewed and approved by the 
Town Manager. 

"Kverything must be in keep¬ 
ing with the professional decor¬ 
um in Ihe building," .said Maurer. 

One of the more controversial 
rules deals with eating, drinking, 
and smoking. Employees in the 
new town hall offices are prohi- 
bitEKl from eating, drinking and 
smoking at their desks. 

“In the old building, every 
office had a coffee maker,” said 
Maurer. “Now there is an 
employee lounge for coffee drink¬ 
ing. There is no coffee at the 
desks, but that may change. 
Before there was a pretty lax 
attitude. Coffee leads to food and 
pretty soon, they're having a ban¬ 
quet at the desk. We deal with the 
public directly and that's a rude 
way to do business, eating in 
front of the people. It was in the 
plans to build in an employee 
area." 

Smoking is allowed in the 


designated areas only. However, 
the employee lounge is not yet 
finished and Town Hall-employ¬ 
ees do not know when their desig¬ 
nated area will be available to 
them. In the meantime, some are 
concerned that they have to leave 
the building to get a cup of coffee. 

“It takes time away from our 
desks. We have to go down to the 
corner for a coffee break,” said 
Marianne Doucette, Senior 
Records Clerk since April, 19116. 
“I just have to wait and see what 
happens. I don't know when the 
lounge in the basement will be 
ready.” 

Doucette's office is located on 
the third floor in the Seniors 
department. Also on the top floor 
are the Department of Veteran’s 
Services and the Comptroller. 
According to Doucette, the three 
departments have made the 
move from Lynch where they had 
very nice accommodations. In 
the new building, her office has 
been moved from the basement 
to the top floor. 

“I like my new office. It’s very 
different from the basement with 
the windows,” she said. 

Down the hall, comptrollers 
principal payroll clerk Dianne 


Coviello is also pleased with her 
new surroundings. Working in 
that department since March, 
Coviello could not compare the 
new building to the old. With 
regards to the new guidelines and 
Ihe missing employee lounge. 
Coviello has been too busy getting 
settled to worry about them. 

“I haven’t had time to think 
about it. The lounge is not a top 
priority for (the construction 
workers). I’m sure they’ll get to 
it. Their priority is to get things 
functional around here. Give 
them time to get the bugs out and 
then see where the problems lie,” 
she said. “There’s going to be 
problems. Whenever you move, 
it’s stressful. You have to give 
everyone ample time to gel 
settled; then that’ll be the time to 
have a meeting of the sides, man¬ 
agement and workers.” 

The last time such a major 
facelift was made on the Town 
Hall building was in 11188 when 
the structure was built. With this 
renoviition and the new code ol 
operations instilled to pre.serve 
the v/ork, it could well bo another 
hundred years until the next now 
look. However, most estimate 
the new employee lounge should 
be ready long before that.

Economic Costs

(Question 4’s shutdown would cause the more than 1,000 men and 
women who work at the plants to immediately lose their jobs. 

'I'he increased electric bills and taxes that would result from the shut¬ 
down w'ould increase business costs and damage our state’s economy- 
putting thousands of other Massachusetts jobs at risk. 



Environmental Costs 

Question 4 woidd: 

Increaseoil and coal burning : adding as 
much as 44 millio n poimds of sulfur dioxide 
and 7 billion pounds of carbon dioxide into 
the air every year. 

If our state’s nuclear electricity plants are closed, most of the replace¬ 
ment power would come from oil and coal plants. 

By forcing this switch to oil and coal burning. Question 4 would add to 
already serious air and water pollution problems - including ozone pollu¬ 
tion, acid rain, and the global warming Greenhouse Effect. 

Increase Acid Rain. 

Sulphur dioxide pollution is a major 
cause of acid rain - which is destroying our 
lakes and streams, and agricultural and 
forest resources. 

Question 4 would lead to increased 
sulfur dioxide pollution, making our acid 
rain problems even worse. 


Add to the Greenhouse Effect. 

By forcing a switch to oil and coal. Question 4 would increase the car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions that are creating the global warming Greenhouse 
Effect-a problem which could have worldwide environmental impacts. 

As the Boston Globe stated in an August 15, 1988 editorial: “If (Massa¬ 
chusetts’ nuclear electricity plants) were replaced by fossil-fuel plants the 
emission of gases that cause acid rain, as well as the warming of the 
atmosphere would be increased by 15 percent-at a time when every 
effort should be made to reduce such emissions.”

Breaking the Silence

What is your image of a library? Is 
it a collection of old books, guarded 
by a stern spinster who frowns and 
reprimands talkers with an abrupt 
“Quietl” Although most people 
today would laugh at the notion that 
libraries are staffed by unattractive 
single women, public libraries are 
still thought.of primarily as a 
resource for only books. 

To change these stereotypes, the 
Massachusetts Library Assoc. 
(MLA) has developed a state-wide 
campaign called “Breaking the 
Silence” to reawaken the public to 
the wealth of knowledge and infor¬ 
mation that can be found within the 
walls of their local library. The state 
campaign will run through 1988, 
according to William Replogle, the 
president and creative director of 
THE CLARENDON GROUP, deve¬ 
lopers of the campaign. 

“Having services that no one 
knows about is as good as having no 
services at all,” said Jeff Katz, 
chairman of the MLA’s Public Rela¬ 
tions Advisory Committee. “We’ve 
spent years developing our product 
— information services — and 
waited patiently for our customers 
to find us. Now we’ve decided to take 
a more aggressive approach. Our 
goal is to feature the kind of practi- 
cai information available in libra¬ 
ries that people need every day to 
make strong decisions.” 

While the library will always be a 
place to check out books, numerous 
resources are also available. From 


child care to home repair and travel 
planning to personal finances, the 
library provides valuable informa¬ 
tion necessary for everyday living. 
This information takes the form of 
not only books and periodicals, but 
videos, records, compact discs, and 
on-line computer search system. 
Besides information services, many 
public libraries feature art exhibits, 
discussion groups, museum passes, 
films, senior and young adult prog¬ 
rams, workshops, and authors’ 
series. 

To get a sense of how libraries and 
librarians have changed. What’s Up 
went to the Robbins Library in 
Arlington Center to talk with 
Maryellen Remmert, the director 
since 1984. The library is currently 
conducting a major fundraising 
campaign to help expand its space 
and facilities for the next century. 

Remmert said, “Years ago, most 
people thought of the library as just 
a repository for books. However, 
since 1973. libraries have empha¬ 
sized information services. Auto¬ 
mated circulation systems make 
operations more efficient, and give 
citizens access to more materials.” 

Today’s libraries serve the full 
gamut of readers. From storytelling 
sessions for toddlers to discussion 
groups for senior citizens, the public 
library is an important resource for 
its community. Added Remmert, 
“In Arlington, we do many prog¬ 
rams for children. We want to stimu¬ 
late their imagination and creativity 
and introduce them to the library at 
an early age.” 


Over the years, not only the 
library facilities, but the image of 
the librarians have changed. Gone is 
the stern matron who carefully 
guards the collection from behind 
her desk. According to Remmert, 
today’s librarians must have an 
interesting blend of qualities. She 
said, “I’d say that a librarian should 
like people, have some computer 
literacy, possess strong research 
and organizational skills, be a good 
listener, be perceptive when dealing 
with questions, and have a master’s 
degree in library science when 
required.” 

Although Remmert holds a BA in 
English Literature and a MA in 
American Studies as well as her 
MLS, she noted that “not every 
librarian comes from an English 
background. Some major in the 
humanities; others, science. There 
is a lot of variety within the library 
profession.” 

One thing Remmert wanted to 
emphasize was “the role of the libra¬ 
rian as a resource. A librarian’s job 
is to assist the users. People are 
sometimes afraid to ask us a ques¬ 
tion; they’re afraid we’ll laugh at 
them or think their request is stupid. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. We are never too busy to lend 
a hand.” 

Do you know what special services 
and facilities your library offers? If 
not, then perhaps it’s time to visit 
one of your town’s most important 
resources. And when you do stop by, 
keep in mind these two slogans from 
the MLA campaign: “Know-How; 


No Charge” and “The Library; 
Worth Checking Out.”

Arlington contains the oldest, con¬ 
tinuous, free public library for child¬ 
ren in the United States, dating back 
to 1835 when Dr. Ebenezer Learned 
of Hopkinton, NH, established a 
children’s library in gratitude for 
kindness received from the local 
citizens when he was a student at 
Harvard College. 

From that humble beginning grew 
the Arlington public library system, 
with its main library with adult and 
junior sections, and two branches 
(Edith M Fox Branch at 175 Mass. 
Ave. and the Dallin Branch at the 
corner of Paul Revere Rd. and Park 
Ave. in Arlington Heights). 

The library collection exceeds 
160,000 volumes and more than 
40,000 periodicals, microfilms, and 
documents. Through the Art and 
Music Dept., patrons can borrow art 
history slides; music, motivation, 
literature, and language audiocas¬ 
settes; compact discs; framed art 
prints; passes to the Museum of 
Fine Arts, Fogg Art Museum, Sac- 
kler Museum, Children’s Museum,

The Belmont Memorial Library 
was established in 1868, just nine 
years after the town was founded. 
Originally housed at 644 Pleasant 
St., now the Belmont School’s Admi¬ 
nistration Building, the library 
moved to its current location in 1965. 
Besides the main library with its 
Children’s Room, there are two 
branches — the Benton Branch 
Library at 75 Oakley Road, and the 
Waverley Branch Library at 445 
Trapelo Road. 

The Memorial Library contains 
the reference collection, business 
services, and the major collection of 
books, periodicals, audiovisuals, 
and photocopiers. A large bulletin 
board near the circulation desk 
alerts users to activities in the 
library, Belmont, and the greater 
Boston area. The Belmont Room 
houses an archival collection tracing 
the town’s history and development. 


Besides housing books and mater¬ 
ials for preschool to 6th grade child¬ 
ren, the Children’s Room offers 
story hours, reading clubs. Sing 
Alongs, vacation week and Saturday 
film programs, preschool parent- 
child activities, the annual Summer 
Reading Program, and special 
events. 

The Belmont Public Library sys¬ 
tem includes 130,000 books, hun¬ 
dreds of periodicals, newspapers, 
business services, records, CDs, vid¬ 
eocassettes, books on tape, art 
reproductions, and children’s pup¬ 
pets, puzzles, and audiovisuals. Cir¬ 
culating passes for Belmont resi¬ 
dents allow free admission to the 
Aquarium, the Audubon Society’s 23 
nature centers and reservations, 
and the Children’s DeCordova, Fine 
Arts, Boston Science, and Harvard 
Museums.

From 1888 to 1931 the library was 
housed in a wing of the Town Hall. 
The present building was built in 
1931. An addition which enlarged the 
Reference Room and the Junior 
Library was completed in 1966. 

The library’s resources comprise 
approximately 125,000 items — fic¬ 
tion and non-fiction books, periodi¬ 
cals, sound recordings, filmstrips, 
films, music, art reproduction, and 
audiovisual equipment. Last year, a 
computerized magazine index was 
installed.

Flea advice is offered to pet

The end of summer and tlie fall is 
the flea season for our animal com¬ 
panions. Fleas are redish brown 
parasites that crawl on the animals' 
skin. They have a stinger, much like 
a mosquito, through which they suck 
blood. When they inject the stinger 
into the skin, they inject saliva, 
which keeps the blood from clotting 
in the stinger. It is an allergic reac¬ 
tion to this saliva which gives rise to 
a red welt, much like a welt caused 
by a mosquito bite. These welts itch, 
causing animals to scratch over 
their entire bodies not just at the 
local bite area. Most commonly, 
fleas live on the rear quarters of 
dogs and on cats also around the 
neck. 

It is most important to understand 


the flea life cycle in order to rid your 
pet and your homo of fleas. 

Yes, I said your home. 

Ninety percent of the time fleas 
live off the animals. Once the flea 
sucks some blood from the skin, it 
goes off the animal. These insects 
live outdoors on grass and in the 
house on the floors and furniture. 

Female fleas lay eggs which hatch 
off the animal. Tlie egg hatches into 
a microscopic caterpillar. This lar¬ 
va does not suck blood but rather 
eats dust particles. After one week 
the caterpillar develops into a small 
flea. When it gets winter cold, eggs 
can remain unhatched till it gets 
warm again, following summer. 

Veterinarians can prescribe corti¬ 
sone medications to help stop the 
allergy reaction to the flea bite so 
our animals are less itchy. To kill 


the fleas requires, most important¬ 
ly, environmental insecticides and 
topical insecticides on our animals. 

Household sprays and yard sprays 
should be repeated at least twice at 
monthly intervals. Ilemember, 
there are eggs that have not hatched 
when you first spray and the sprays 
can be mechanically worn away 
before fleas contact them. 

Insecticides now available are 
made from flower petals. They are 
not toxic to animals with backbones, 
including people. They kill insects 
that have no backbones. 

Now also included in the sprays 
are hormones which keep the cater¬ 
pillar stage from developing. It 
lakes some work but fleas can be 
cleared safely from our companion 
animals.

Issue of the Week 



Do you support the 
prevailing wage law?

As part of its coverage of the 1988 
election contest for state representa¬ 
tive of the 34th Middlesex District, 
the Star publishes this regular 
"Issue of the Week ' feature, giving 
candidates an opportunity to provide 
brief, unrehearsed answers to ques¬ 
tions prepared by the editorial staff. 

This week, candidates were asked 
to explain their stance on the pre¬ 
vailing wage law. It is Question 2 on 
the November ballot. 

A “Yes” vote would repeal the 
prevailing wage law, which requires 
the state to set wage rates for cer¬ 
tain employees of private contrac¬ 
tors doing work for the stale or local 
government. 

A “No" vote would continue the 
prevailing wage law, which requires 
the state to set wage rates for these 
employees. 


William O’Leary 

“I’m voting yes on 2,” said Repu¬ 
blican candidate Bill O’Leary. The 
reason, he said, 's because cities and 
towns can’t afford to pay the prevail¬ 
ing wage set by the state. 

O’Leary cited an example in 
Winchester which Town Manager W. 
Chadwick Maurer recently made 
note of. Some construction in Town 
Hall projected to cost the town $6,000 
when carried out by private contrac¬ 
tors only cost the town approximate¬ 
ly $3,000 when handled by the 
department of public works. 

“With Proposition 2'/2, cities and 
towns are looking for ways to make 
their dollars go further,” he said. 
O’Leary said the prevailing wage 
law was established in 1914, and 
restricts the bidding process to 
unionized construction companies. 

Repealing the prevailing wage law 
“will create more competition, 
which will give Winchester and 
Stoneham more options on getting 
work done,” he said. 

“The high level campaign being 
organized by trade unions which is 
costing over $1 million in t.v. and 
other media, is indicative of how far 
unions will go to protect their own 
special interest,” said O’Leary. 

O’Leary said arguments such as. 


'out-of-state workers will take avail¬ 
able jobs,’ or ‘quality will suffer’ are 
not valid in this case. “I just don’t 
see any evidence of that,” he added. 

Voting “Yes” on Question 2 does 
not mean he is anti-union, said 
O’Leary. “It means you’re for work¬ 
ing men and women who pay taxes 
in their towns,” he added. 

As far as selecting a construction 
company, “We should have a 
choice,” he said. “That’s all we’re 
asking for. Now we don’t have one.” 

Said O’Leary, “Vote Yes on 2, it 
will be less expensive for you.” 


Paul Casey 

“I’m for the prevailing wage law, 
so I’d be voting no on this ballot 
question,” said Democratic candi¬ 
date Paul Casey. 

According to Casey, he believes 
the law in effect since 1914 should 
remain intact. “It’s something all 
municipal administrators and deve¬ 
lopers are familiar with and used 
to,” he said. 

“As a state representative, I want 
to uphold this because it is in exis¬ 
tence and it’s a law,” said Casey. 

Casey said while he understands 
the frustrations of town managers 
and municipalities, “I think the 
majority will rule in this instance, 
and those are the common people.” 

“I believe in the free market but 
this is something that has been in 
existence and the market hasn’t suf¬ 
fered,'” he said. “I have been pre¬ 
sented with no evidence to convince 
me.” 

Casey said he is for development, 
“but it has to be within the confines 
of all human Interests.” This bill, he 
said, is “an anti-people measure.” 
While the bill may lower costs, 
Casey said it will lead to more inex¬ 
perienced labor coming into the 
state. 

Casey said he supports unions. “1 
believe in the premise of the union, 
and that is to raise our living 
standards. 

“1 think this bill is a contrivance to 
discriminate or disenfranchise the 
common man,” he said. 


BEACON HILL ROLL CALL

Massachusetts House and Senate

The House. "Beacon Hill Roll Call” 
records local representatives' votes 
on four previously unrecorded roll 
calls from debates on the fiscal 1989 
stale budget. There were no roll 
calls in the House lust week. 

Coiiipiiterized Keseurcli (H .'iliOO) 
— House 128-14, rejected an amend¬ 
ment striking the entire $167,945 for 
computerized legal research in the 
stale's trial court. Amendment 
supporters said some cuts in the 
stale budget have to be made and 
claimed this is one area that can 
painlessly absorb cuts. Opponents 
said this research funding is impor¬ 
tant to the court system. 

A "Yea” vole is for the $167,947 
cut. A "Nay vole is against the cut. 

Representative .Sherman Salt- 
marsh voted no. 

Sociul Law Lihrary (H .5600) — 
House 121-19, rejected an amend¬ 
ment eliminating the entire $360,000 
for computerization of the Suffolk 
County social law library. Amend¬ 
ment supporters said this final 
phase of computerization can wail 


one year in light of the stale’s tight 
revenue situation. Opponents said 
the cut will delay final computeriza¬ 
tion and hurt the library. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

Judicial Training Institute — 
House 113-30, rejected an amend¬ 
ment reducing funding for the sala¬ 
ries and expenses of the Judicial 
Training Institute from $400,000 to 
$240,000. 

Amendment supporters said this 
simply cuts the staff from 5 people to 
3 people and noted the program is 
not really off the ground and may 
duplicate other efforts. Opponents 
said this important program is not 
duplicative and is designed to help 
judges do their job better. 

A "Yea” vote is for the for the 
$160,000 cut. A “Nay” vote is against 
the cut. 

.Saltmarsh voted yes. 

Huinun Resources — House 
112-32, rejected an amendment strik¬ 
ing funding for the staff for the 
(lovernor’s Office of Economic 
Development and the Office of 
Human Resources. 

Amendment supporters .said this 
will cut $521,000 and claimed the 
functions of these offices are dupli¬ 
cated elsewhere. Opponents said the 
offices and staff perform important 
functions and are useful. 

Saltmarsh voted yes.

Lincoln could 
house seniors

Affordable housing for Winches¬ 
ter’s elderly citizens should be more 
aggre.ssively pursued, according to 
Selectmen Steve Powers. 

At Monday night’s meeting. Pow¬ 
ers requested that selectmen estab¬ 
lish an independent task force to 
conduct a feasibility study of elderly 
housing. Powers suggested the 
group investigate the possibility of 
relocating Lincoln School students to 
Muraco and Mystic Schools. If this 
could be done, the Lincoln building 
could be used for elderly housing, he 
said. 

“I think the time has come for the 
Board of Selectmen to take the ini¬ 
tiative to provide elderly housing for 
oilr senior citizens on fixed incom¬ 
es,” said Powers. The task force 
would bo comprised of a selectman 
and one member each from the 
Shool Committee, planning board, 
bousing authority, council on aging, 
and a Town Meeting member from 
each precinct, he added. 

Powers noted that with problems 
of overcrowding at elementary 
schools, specifically Lincoln School, 
the School Committee voted to move 
sixth-graders to McCall Junior High 
School, creating a middle school. 

“As most of the town knows, the 
Lincoln School parents have raised 


the issue of the children’s safetv in 
their school, and with the creation of 
a McCall Middle School for children 
in grades 6 (through) 8 effective in 
the fall of 1990, I think now is the 
time for the selectmen to call for a 
critical re-evaluation of our schools 
buildings," added Powers. 

Powers said the proposal would 
provide safer playground environ¬ 
ments for children, as well as afford¬ 
able housing opportunities for 
Winchester’s senior citizens. 

Of the total number of Winchester 
residents. Powers pointed out that 
only 18 percent of the population is 
within the school system, while the 
remaining 82 percent is outside, 
including senior citizens. In addi¬ 
tion, he noted that there are present¬ 
ly 92 people on the waiting list for 
elderly housing. 

The idea to create an elderly hous¬ 
ing facility at the Lincoln School was 
first suggested by Town Meeting 
Member Clarence Boorggaard, 
noted Powers. Borggaard could not 
be reached for comment at Star 
press time Tuesday night. 

A^ough he said he could not, 
speA on behalf of the board, sincei 
the issue has not been discussed 
among members, housing authority 
member K. Bradford Bailey said he 
would be in favor of a feasibility 
study to look into this option.

Mahoney responds 

Assessor airs disagreements with board

The board of assessors consists of 
three members who work in con¬ 
junction with Patriot Properties, the 
firm responsible for carrying out the 
town’s property revaluation. The 
third member is Charles Shannon.

Winchester Hospital President 
Eugene Loubier feels like he’s peer¬ 
ing over a mountain of red tape, 
looking for rhyme or reason to what 
he believes are “stonewalling” tac¬ 
tics by the Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA). 

However, when contacted by the 
Star, ZBA member Amy Wanger 
said she could not discuss the matter 
since it, was “pending” before her 
board. Other board members were 
not available for comment went the 
Star went to press Tuesday night. 

The hospital attempted to gain a 
special permit more than a year ago 


to install a cement parking pad and 
a canopy to accomodate a van that 
would house a Mobil Resonance 
Imaging (MRI) machine, said 
Loubier. 

This technology is a highly 
advanced machine that even surpas¬ 
ses the capabilities of CAT scanners, 
he said. Since this technology costs 
upwards of $2 million, the hospital 
would share the services of the 
machine in a mobil capacity, with 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital anci Mt. 
Auburn Hospital. 

The hospital’s planning committee 
met with neighbors of the hospital to 
discuss location and feasibility. 
“The hospital had a responsibility to 
the neighbors,” said Loubier, “and 


the neighbors early on were influen¬ 
tial in changing the site to Highland 
Street.” 

But the first time the hospital went 
to the ZBA, the neighborhood com¬ 
mittee was not yet in agreement 
with the proposal. The ZBA asked 
the hospital panel to return to the 
board after fine-tuning the plan with 
neighbors, said Loubier. 

According to Loubier, at the next 
meeting the neighborhood group 
came out in support of the hospital’s 
plan. However, the ZBA then asked 
the hospital to put together a site' 
plan review, said Loubier. This 
review would call for the entire

Gardening is life to Bob Thomson 


‘Victory Garden’ host speaks on gardening, Nov.6, at the Library

He had a little radio experience, 
but never appeared before television 
cameras in his life. Yet, what Bob 
Thomson needed for this job was a 
lifetime of experience where it real¬ 
ly counted: out in the garden. 

It’s that experience that ten years 
ago earned Thomson the anchor pos¬ 
ition on the PBS-TV series, “Victory 
Garden.” 

Thomson will speak on gardening 
at the Winchester Public Library on 
Sunday, Nov. 6 at 2 p.m. Thomson’s 
visit is sponsored by the Friends of 
the Library, and is free and open to 
the public. 

According to Thomson, it was 
more than 55 years ago that he got 
his first taste of gardening. Memo¬ 
ries of walking through his grand¬ 
father’s garden in Lynn when he was 
just two years old are still with him, 
he said. With four grandchildren of 
his own, Thomson said the experi¬ 
ence has come full circle. 

“I can’t remember any time in my 
life that I wasn’t involved in garden¬ 
ing,” said Thomson. “It’s an instinc¬ 
tive nature with me.” 

Gardening is also Thomson’s life¬ 
long career, beginning with a door- 
to-door lawn mowing service when 
he was just 17 years-old. After a 
three-year stint in the U.S. Army, 
Thomson returned to begin a busi¬ 



ness of his own called Thomson’s 
Nursery and Garden Center. 

At the time. Thomson was also 
sharing some of his gardening know¬ 
ledge with the public at large with 
gardening spots on local radio sta¬ 
tion WEEI. However, it was in 1979 
when WGBH officials called up 
Thomson and asked him to help out 
on the popular show, "Victory 
Garden.”

Jim Crockett, the program’s 
founder was ill and needed the sup¬ 
port of Thomson. Thomson says he 
felt “honored” and agreed to begin 
working with Crockett one day per 
week, jointly anchoring the show. 
After a month however, Crockett 
became too ill to continue his work 
with the show and moved to Jamaica 
to recover from his bout with 
cancer. 

Crockett’s words to Thomson 
before he left were, ’"I hope you’ll 
take care of the garden,”’ recalled 
Thomson. 

Thomson had to make a choice, 
the world of television or his nursery 
business. Yet, he knew that if he 
passed up the chance now, he might 
never have another. 

Sadly, Crockett died soon after his 
move, which left the show’s produc¬ 
ers and Thomson wondering what to 
do next, Thomson agreed to stay on 
with the show on two conditions. 

He would work on the show only as 
long as the producers felt he was 
keeping the quality of Victory Gar¬ 
den on the same high level as Crock¬ 
ett. With that, the show continued 
and Thomson says that ten years 
later, it’s still the way they do 
business. 

He also asked that a stronger 
emphasis on ornamental horticul¬ 
ture be worked into the show’s for¬ 
mat. Thomson believed that many 


people were concerned with tips 
about their vegetable gardens, but 
that landscaping lips were sure to be 
a hit with the audience. 

The segments featuring ornamen¬ 
tal horticulture really caught on, he 
said. Another change that has 
occured under the anchor of Thom-

In his statement, Mahoney said he 
tiad been on vacation during the Oct. 
17 selectmen’s meeting, and that he 
had notified selectmen in writing 
that he would be unable to attend. As 
for morning meetings, Mahoney told 
Ihe Star that commitments to his 
insurance business kept him from 
being able to attend. In addition he 
said the 8 a.m. meetings “are basi¬ 
cally not for the public good," since 
they arc not as accessible to the 
public as evening meetings held by 
most boards. 

“With tlic exception of the last six 
months, my attendance at board 
meetings has not been a problem for 
five years," Mahoney pointed out. 

Since first being elected in 1984, 
Mahoney noted that he has worked 
evenings and weekends on town bus¬ 
iness, and chaired the town revalua¬ 
tion in 1988. In addition, he pointed 
out that he “represented the town’s 
interest on many occasions (and 
during the work day) for a period of 
three years on hearings before the 
Appellate Tax Board in Boston.” 

In his statement, Mahoney said he 


was at odds with the majority of the 
board for a number of reasons. 
First, he said the contract awarded 
to Patriot Properties “was $25,(H)() 
higher than the next equally quali¬ 
fied bidder.” Mahoney said he voted 
against Patriot because, “$25,000 lo 
the town today is gold.” 

Mahoney said he is “leery” of 
Patriot Properties, and pointed out 
the group’s financial statements 
indicated they lost $68,000 last year. 
“Patriot Properties has secured a 
bond. The town does not know what 
security guarantees payment of the 
bond. Papers submitted by the 
accounting firm hired by Patriot 
Properties arc, in my opinion, ques¬ 
tionable as to security,” he said. 

Mahoney also said he is not satis¬ 
fied with the work of Patriot. “I’m 
scared of it. Next year when the tax 
bills come out. . .it’s going to be a 
horror show,” he told the Star. 

In addition, Mahoney said he is 
concerned that the contract with Ihe 
company contains a clause which 
obligates the town to employ the 
present director of assessments to 
work with the group. Therefore, he 


stated, "If the director ot assess¬ 
ments is terminated by the town, the 
town will be liable for Ihe imposition 
of a strong penally — a clause also 
contained in Ihe contract. This 
raises the question; for whom docs 
the Director ol Assc'ssments work’?” 

Mahoney also pointed out that 
morning meetings accomodate Pat¬ 
riot Properties as well as Dan 
McGurl, director of assessments 
who is pursuing his law degree at 
night. "Who is working lor wliom?” 
Mahoney asked again, lie said Erri- 
co never responded to his requests lo 
change meeting times 

Mahoney said he disagreed with 
the award granted by the board of 
assessors lo McGurl for reimburse¬ 
ment for a law class. The class was 
not one available to assessors, and 
therefore was not really a justified 
expense as far as luilioii reimburse¬ 
ment is eoncerned. according lo 
Mahoney 

Mahoney said he was also troubled 
that, 'The legal responsibility for 
abating excise taxes, which only an 
Assessor possesses, was turned over 


to a senior records clerk.” lie noted 
that this fact is documented in the 
minutes of an April 1,1988 assessor’s 
meeting. 

While Mahoney admitted that he 
has missed nine of the last 15 meet¬ 
ings, his statement says he has been 
“Extremely inconvenienced when 
nine posted meetings were cancelled 
by the chairman with no notice or 
any reason given.” 

“Minutes for the June 27, 1988 
meeting state that the Chairman 
’. . .would like to hold short meet¬ 
ings once a week and requested that 
Board members think about a mutu¬ 
ally agreeable time.’ The very next 
day Ihe start of the morning meet¬ 
ings were posted with the first meet- 
ing being held on June 30, 1988. 

“With the unquestionable lack of 
experience of the other two mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Assessors, it is a 
shame and Ihe town’s loss to allow 
my experience and desire to service 
Ihe town, to be hampered by the 
unreasonable altitudes of the other 
members of the board,” said Maho- 
n(!y in his statement.

O’Leary, library 

! On Election Day this year, Winchester voters will make two 
thoices they could be living with for a long time. First, they must 
choose a candidate to Till the Winchester-Stoneham state 
{•epresentative seat. Winchester has elected only two representa- 
jives in almost 40 years. Second, they must decide whether or 
not to support a library referendum allowing the town 
(o apply for state funds for a major overhaul of the library. 

State representative 

In the local representative’s race, voters have a choice 
between Democrat Paul Casey and Republican Bill O’Leary. For 
many, the decision is a tough one. Both candidates have 
campaigned hard and spent many hours becoming familiar with 
issues that affect Winchester and the state. Both have sincere 
desire to hold the seat. They have knocked on doors, listened to 
Voters, and addressed issues. 

In March, the race opened wide when long-time representative 
Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh announced his intention not to seek 
ife-election. Whip has served this town for 14 solid years. He is a 
strong voice in the State House. Whip not only understands the 
needs of the town, but has fought long and hard over the years to 
Ijelp the town achieve its goals and to gain state funding for local 
projects. He has helped make Winchester what it is today. 

T Saltmarsh and his predecessor, Harrison Chadwick, both held 
the House seat for multiple terms. Winchester needs a strong 
voice in the State House to carry on the tradition of Chadwick and 
Saltmarsh. As budgets grow tighter, the town will look more and 
ijiore to the state representative for assistance in carrying out 
programs. 

Both candidates bring strong qualifications to the Winchester- 
Stoneham race. 

O’Leary has shown his commitment to the position by knocking 
on doors to meet with residents and address their questions and 
concerns. He has experience working with all levels of govern¬ 
ment to this contest, having served as an attorney for the U.S. 
Coast Guard for five years. O’Leary is a father and property 
owner in town. He has experience as an advocate, being a private 
attorney and has run his own “small business” in the form of a 
law firm for the past five years. 

Casey, a life-long Winchester resident and Town Meeting 
member, has been active in the community, serving as a 
member of the Town Democratic Committee and coaching youth 
athletics. He has made his way to nearly every house in the 
district, trying to learn what are concerned about and addressing 
their questions. 

The Star believes O’Leary’s life experiences have provided 
him with the knowledge necessary to represent the people and 
the concerns of Winchester. He has also had more hands-on 
experience within the system. Bill O’Leary can clearly relate to 
the average Winchester resident as a homeowner and parent. In 
addition, he has clearly articulated his stance on issues, through 
both debates and questions by the Star. He will serve Winchester 
well. 

Question 5: The Library 

On Question 5, voters will be asked to give the Winchester 
Public Library the go-ahead to apply to the state Board of 
Library Commissioners for half the cost of renovating the 
library. Mechanical systems and the physical plant must be 
updated to meet with existing state codes. In addition, library 
plans provide for expanding existing study areas as well as 
increasing shelf space and seating capacity. 

According to the article approved by Town Meeting last spring, 
the project will go forward if and only if the town receives 50 
percent funding from the state. State guidelines mandate that 
proposals include major renovations, not just repair and 
maintenance. 

The cost to Winchester will not exceed $2 million, which 
averages out to approximately 17.5 cents per year per $1,000 
assessed valuation for a period of 10 years. The funding from the 
town will be provided in the form of a debt exclusion, not a 
complete override of Proposition 2>/2. 

The fact remains: our library is in serious need of repairs. This 
is a “pay me now or pay me later” situation. Taking a shot at 
receiving state aid marks a step in the right direction. The town 
has the option of looking to the state for help, or approaching 
repairs piece-by-piece. In the long run, band-aid approaches are 
rarely efficient or cost-effective. 

In addition, voters have a special obligation to ensure that 
Winchester’s non-voting residents, the children, have this valu¬ 
able service at their fingertips. The library provides an impor¬ 
tant and necessary resource for residents of all ages. The 
institution must be maintained. 

In these times of financial constraints, Winchester cannot 
afford to pass up the opportunity to gain so much state funding. 
The Star urges residents to vote YES on Question 5.

We must act to save library

INTERVIEWER: State your 
name and occupation. 

CITIZEN: Robert C. Whitman and 
I am merely a citizen of Winchester. 

INT: According to my sources you 
have another occupation beyond 
that of simple citizen. But we’ll get 
to that. Why have you been brought 
here? 

CIT: Don’t you know? 

INT: I’ll ask the questions here! 
And you’ll give the answers! Is that 
clear? 

CIT: Oh yes. Sir. 

INT: Now, then, why have you 
been brought here? 

CIT: Probably because I’ve sug¬ 
gested that we tear down the 
Library. But perhaps it was because 
I went over the yellow line on Church 
Street last month. I can’t think what 
else I’ve done lately. Oh, yes! I was 
late paying my mortgage in August. 

INT: Tell me about burning down 
the Library. 

CIT: No, no. Sir. I said only to tear 
it down or convert it into condos. 

INT: In any case that’s clearly 
incendiary behavior and against the 
Code. Why in the world would a 
respectable and well-intented citizen 
want to make such a proposal? 

CIT: Sir, the Library is clearly 
sick and its vital signs are slowly 
fading. Its energy level shows a 
downward trend, its overall appear¬ 
ance is tired and listless, it has such 
a poor diet that it needs transfu¬ 


sions, its will is minimal and 
weakening. If it doesn’t get signific¬ 
ant immediate attention its illness 
will shortly become terminal, 
irreversibly. 

I think that I see this a little 
differently than most other citizens 
because my perspective is that of 
someone who looks at the Library 
anew after having it known it well 
years ago; I see an enormous 
decline after my eleven-year 
absence from town. When I speak of 
this to other citizens they most often 
agree with my diagnosis and so I am 
satisfied that I am far from alone in 
my analysis. 

INT: Are you a doctor, then? 

CIT: 1 am not a doctor of people 
but I am most assuredly a doctor of 
libraries. 

INT: Qualifications? 

CIT: Passionate person. Indignant 
educator and administrator. Happy 
father. Almost thirty-year citizen of 
Winchester. Eight years a library 
trustee in two Massachusetts towns. 
Angry old man. 

INT: Enough! Now then. Why tear 
down the library? Why not just fix 
it? 

CIT: Everywhere 1 go around 
town I hear other citizens grumbling 
about taxes going up, especially at 
the local level where they think they 
have a little control over expenses. 
They know that Federal and State 
taxes will go up and they can’t do 
anything about it. This convinces me 
that Winchester citi'zens will vote 
against any proposition that costs 


money. And money is the life-giving 
blood of the Library, the lubricant 
that makes everything else possible. 

I fear that citizen-voters just don’t 
have the will to reverse the 
Library’s long decline. And since it 
slowly is becoming merely a shell of 
a real library, a dried-up husk of its 
formerly vital self, why should we 
wait for that sad day when we finally 
recognize its inevitable slide toward 
death? Would it not be more civil¬ 
ized, more decent thing, to give it an 
honorable death and funeral now? 
Oh! Excuse me, sir, I asked another 
question! Two! Pardon. Sir. 

INT: But you say we have not 
reached that point of no return. 
Doctor. Have you then a prescrip¬ 
tion for the very ill patient to nurse 
him back to health? 

CIT: Yes, I do. Shall I give it to 
you? 

INT: Please do, sir. 

CIT: There are approximately 
12,000 registered voters in our town. 
Interestingly, almost every one of 
them also has a current library 
borrower’s card. That means virtu¬ 
ally every voter is using the Library, 
that it fills a need in their lives.

Town can afford 
fibrary plans,

Ty THE EDITOlt: 

-In a letter to the Star last week, 
Itbbcrt Beattie claims the town can- 
njrt afford to renovate the library. 
Avhere was Mr. Beattie when the 
S{lring Town Meeting overwhelm- 
i(^ply approved the proposed library 
pjfoject by more than a two-thirds 
vflte? He obviously was not present, 
sO perhaps we should not be sur- 

S ised that his letter contained 
Isinformation. 

lUVhat the Library is asking for, 
and what has been approved by the 
Capital Planning Committee, the 
Finance committee, the Selectmen, 
and Town Meeting, is the opportuni¬ 
ty to apply to the state Board of 
Library Commissioners for 50 per¬ 
cent of the cost of renovating the 
library. 

The wording of the warrant article 
approved by Town Meeting guaran¬ 
tees that the project will not go 
forward unless we receive that 50 
percent funding, so that the cost to 
Winchester will not exceed $2 mil¬ 
lion (which averages to 17.5 cents 
per thousand assessed valuation for 
ten years). 

The deadline for application for 
state funds is Jan. 4,1989. If we wait 
until 1991, when Mr. Beattie sug¬ 
gests it would be more prudent for 
the town to have a bond issue, we 
loSe this one-time-only opportunity 
for state funds and the project will 
cost the town $4.5 million. 

Incidentally, the $35 million appro¬ 
priated by the Library Improvement 
Act of 1987 is safely under the jurisd¬ 
iction of the Board of Library Com¬ 
missioners who are administering 
the grant, and therefore not vulner¬ 
able to the deficits in the state 
budget. 

With his discussion of “nice to 
have” luxuries, Mr. Beattie com¬ 
pletely misses the point. It is esti¬ 
mated that it will cost $900,000 to 
repair or replace the library’s sixty- 
year-old mechanical systems and to 
bring the building into compliance 
with today’s codes for handicapped 
accessibility and safety. Why should 
we spend so much money for patch- 
w;ork repairs dictated by major 
emergencies like oil in the duck 


pond, floods from broken or clogged 
pipes or a leaking roof, a law suit? 

For twice that amount we can 
achieve modern rest rooms and a 
multi-purpose room in the right loca¬ 
tions. We can repair what is needed 
in a well thought-out, orderly fa.sh- 
ion, bring the building into com¬ 
pliance with code by the removal of 
the stacks (originally designed for 
use only by the library staff), the 
removal of asbestos, provision of 
handicapped accessibility, heat 
detection and sprinkler systems, 
and generally achieve a library for 
the next century instead of clinging 
to the last! 

The library is in the right place at 
the right time for state aid. A YES 
vote on Nov. 8 will keep us there. 
Incidentally, this is true because of 
the forethought of the Capital Plan¬ 
ning Committee, with which Mr. 
Beattie professes to be familiar. 

The Library Trustees are pleased 
that Mr. Beattie praises our fund 
raising efforts, but ho has obscured 
our intent. The fundraising is being 
undertaken to persuade the state 
that the town supports the library, to 
fill gaps that might arise between 
appropriated funds, state grants and 
actual construction costs, and to 
provide some “nice to have” interior 
furnishings. 

It is appropriate to mention here 
that Winchester does support its 
library. Our per capita circulation, 
contrary to Mr. Whitman’s letter, is 
among the highest in the common¬ 
wealth. Out of 135 towns with com¬ 
parable population, we rank 13th in 
our circulation. 

Mr. Beattie is profligating with 
other peoples’ energies in suggest¬ 
ing that we expand our fund raising 
efforts and emulate Newton. Newton 
is building a $14 million library 
through the saie of town-owned land, 
a motel tax, and corporate and pri¬ 
vate funds. 

If Mr. Beattie wishes to raise $4 
million for the library, he is wel¬ 
come to try. But in the meantime, 
the opportunity to receive $2 million 
from the state would be lost. 

Mr. Beattie is following his consci¬ 
ence in his suggestions, but they are 
not realistic. 

Mr. Whitman hopes to stimulate 
support for the library, but his let¬ 
ters are painful. 

The Library trustees are doing 
their job by presenting this oppor¬ 
tunity to the citizens of Winchester. 

Vote YES on Nov. 8. It will be our 
only chance.

TO THE EDITOH: 

The Winchester Capital Planning 
Committee is a citizen committee 
which advises the Selectmen, Town 
Manager, and Town Meeting Mem¬ 
bers on repair, replacement, and 
renewal projects which affect the 
town’s physical facilities. Its mem¬ 
bers are drawn from the Finance 
Committee, Planning Board, and 
School Committte, or appointed by 
the Selectmen. At its meeting on 
Oct. 19, this Cgpmittee voted to 


brine the followine facts to your 
attention in view of the upcoming 
referendum vote on the Library. 

1. The Winchester Public Library 
building needs a considerable 
amount of deferred maintenance 
including boilers, asbestos removal, 
plumbing, electrical systems, and 
re-roofing. In addition, the present 
facility does not meet current build¬ 
ing c^e requirements for sprink¬ 
lers, handicapped access, or lavato¬ 
ries. This work is estimated to cost 
$900,000 which will have to be done in 
the very near future — work that 
will be entirely funded by Winches¬ 
ter tax receipts if we do not take 
advantage of state funding available 
only this year. 

2. The Library has run out of 
space. Half of the seating has gradu¬ 


ally given way to book storage space 
which is increasingly chaotic in 
physical layout due to the Library’s 
interior design. Quiet space to read 
has become increasingly difficult to 
find. The Children’s Library prog¬ 
rams routinely exceed the space 
available. 


3. The Town Meeting, the Library 
Trustees, and the Capital Planning 
Committee have been working 
together over several years to a) 
define the problem, b) examine sev¬ 
eral options available, and c) design 
a solution which will meet the 
Library’s needs into the next cen¬ 
tury at a reasonable balance 
between cost and needs. Such a plan 
is now available. 

4. State Funding is potentially 


available for this project if we apply 
this year. We do not believe that 
these funds be available again in the 
foreseeable future. These funds will 
cover about 40 percent of the total; 
costs (including the deferred main¬ 
tenance), leaving the remainder lo 
be funded by 10-year bonds. The 
impact of these bonds is estimated 
at $19 per $100,000 of assessed valua¬ 
tion per year. 


5. For these reasons, the Capital 
Planning Committee recommends 
that the Voters of Winchester vote 
“Yes” in favor or the Library 
Referendum Question 5 on Nov. 8.

On jogging as a way of life 


By MORRIS SHEPARD 

About 15 years ago, I succumbed 
to the idea that jogging was benefi¬ 
cial to one’s physical well-being. 
.Since then I’ve discovered that there 
are benefits other than increased 
aerobic capacity. Based on observa¬ 
tions over the past decade and a 
half, there are clear social and emo¬ 
tional advantages previously 
undocumented. 

Before the analysis, here’s a little 
of the data. These observations have 
been largely derived from early 
mornings and late afternoons, 
depending on the time of the year, on 
the quarter-mile cinder track. It 
envelops a soccer field at the junior 
high school. 

The geographic setting is notewor¬ 
thy because the track and environs 


is one of the most-used facilities in 
town. From dawn to dusk, kids play 
soccer or touch football'in more or 
less organized fashions. They are 
usually ringed by jogging, and more 
recently, walking adults. 

The track is a very cost-effective 
use of the town’s increasingly- 
scarce revenues. Also important is 
the care that the Public Works 
Department gives the area. It is 
always well-mowed and generally 
clear of the flotsam and jetsom of 
today’s throw-away society. Their 
care no doubt contributes to the 
area’s inviting ambience. 

Other less easily-defined forces 
are at work there, too. For example, 
even on the hottest days, there’s a 
breeze. 1 haven’t figured out 
whether it comes from being fleet of

foot or otherwise derived. No matter 
the source, there is usually good air 
movement. 

As you jog around the lush verdant 
playing field, if you cast your eyes at 
the horizon, you can see stone and 
brick structures emerging among 
the trees, and one magnificent white 
church steeple jutting upward 
among the deciduous trees. 

These gray, white and red edifices 
meet at an oflen-azure ceiling. If you 
slay long enough, there’s a bit of 
music: A church’s chimes will 
announce a half and then a whole 
hour’s arrival. All of this enhances 
the Zen-like feeling derived from the 
exercise. 


These couples manage to stay in 
stride on the cinders, and maybe in 
their non-jogging lives, because one 
provides the impetus, the other the 
good humor for one more lap. 

The next clearly discernible group 
is that of the pet runners. When 
"Muffin” or “Jake” added a little 


Now for the social analysis. When 
I began visiting the track, joggers 
were solitary performers. However, 
in a few years they began lo come in 
pairs. Given that the pairs were 
sexually mixed, I assumed they 
were married. The range of this 
demographic stratum is from 
middle to old ages. 

When the pairs appeared on the 
track, I began to follow them around 
town. That is, I remembered them, 
and looked for their faces in other 
places such as the Post Office and 
supermarket. 

About a year ago, when one of my 
two still-married friends said they 
were getting divorced, it struck me 
that among those jogging pairs that 
I’ve watched for almost ten years, 
they appear to be still married. Does 
jogging not only add to one’s person¬ 
al but also marital longevity? 

That’s my hypothesis. While not 
ready to make the definitve state¬ 
ment because my sampling tech¬ 
niques are suspect, I am ready to 
add a few other ideas about the 
jogging/marital staiblity nexus. 

From observing several couples, 
it seems that one of them is usually 
the prime aerobic-activity-needed 
mover. The other is there for moral 
support forming a runner’s 
symbiosis.

girth to their fur, their owners 
decided to drag them along. Fre¬ 
quently, the track will have several 
pet-joggers at once. Sometimes Muf-' 
fin or Jake snarl and snap at each 
other. Sometimes they will do so at 
those who leave their pets at home. 

Former athletes are another 
easily-discernible group. You can 
tell them from the others from the 
first moment they step out of their 
automobiles. They seldom tie their 
shoes until after stretching, which is. 
what they do more than the other 
joggers, and often more than 
jogging. 

No matter whether they are on 
their first day or at the end of their, 
first year, they have the saltiest 
jogging threads. When they ended 
high school or college sports, they 
must have taken their warm-up 
clothes. 

A while back, several former Cel¬ 
tics graced the cinder oval. No mat¬ 
ter that they are several years away 
from professional basketball, they 
still kicked up very few cinders as 
they glided around the track. They 
are America’s version of Africa’s 
graceful Dinka tribesman. You 
wouldn’t notice them if they hadn’t 
erased the sun as they whooshed by. 

The newest group on the track is 
the walkers. They usually walk 
alone, and always in the middle or 
outer edge of the track. They keep 
their arms from swinging very 
much as if to maintain a very low 
profile. There is a decided quietude 
about this group; the source of 
which has not been determined. 

A few days ago, a friend and I 
were jogging in the Green Moun¬ 
tains of Vermont. We stopped after a 
few miles to talk and look at the 
mountains. He opined that jogging 
was sometimes tantamount to hav¬ 
ing another job. 

As we got ready to jog back to his 
mountain retreat, I felt the stiffness 
in my knees. It made me think about 
how many miles 1 have done on the 
cinder track, and how much jogging 
was sometimes like another job. I 
thought about when it would be time 
to give it up, and move to the outer 
edge of the track.

and that many funds earmarked for 
education are being “held hostage,” 
waiting for budget increases. 

“I’m always hopeful. I would like 
to see us do a lot more with educa¬ 
tion,” said Albano. He added that 
the “tremendous teaching shor¬ 
tage,” must be dealt with and people 
must be encouraged into the field. 

Chairman of the School Commit¬ 
tee Alice McCarter asked Albano 
about school improvement councils, 
panels that aid the school commit¬ 
tees in funding. 

“I didn’t think it (school council) 
was a good idea,” said Albano. “I 
felt inner city systems like Chelsea, 
Somerville and Boston. . .would end 
up spending money on things that 
their school committees should be 
providing. The affluent towns would 
end up spending the money on trips 
to France,” added Albano. 

However, he noted that most com¬ 
munities had done a good job spend- 


ing the money and gelling “good 
service out of the funds.” 

When asked about the future 
financial predicament of schools 
across the stale, Albano said, “We 
need to raise revenues, that’s the 
bottom line.” He added, “It’s nice to 
want to do all (hesc things, but 
without money we can’t." 

In other business

tion was presented by David Acker¬ 
man, assistant superintendent for 
curriculum and instruction. Acker¬ 
man provided school committee 
members with a detailed and infor¬ 
mative report which listed high¬ 
lights, developments and problems 
with the current system.

Spotlight on art 


Students League 
show at Danforth

Few artists who exhibit their work 
today are self-taught. Most have 
studied at a school and with instruc¬ 
tors that become factors, one way or 
another, in their work. Even when 
artists react against, or grow far 
beyond, their training, its influence 
is a determinant in the art they 
make. So it is a point of interest and 
information to know something 
about the schools and the teachers in 
the backgrounds of the myriad prac¬ 
ticing, exhibiting artists whose work 
we see and experience. 

The Art Students League in New 
York City has long been an institu¬ 
tion that has figured, to a greater or 
lesser degree over its 100-plus-year 
history, in the praetice and training 
of American artists. An exhibition of 
more than 60 paintings, sculptures 
and works on paper, selected from 
the permanent collection of The Art 
Students League by curator Ronald 
Pisano, is on view at The Danforth 
Museum through Nov. 6. 

While the exhibition perhaps falls 
short of moving or profoundly 
enlightening us as viewers, it does 
educate, inform, and to a great 
extent, hearten us in its representa¬ 
tion of the League’s quite evident 
encouragement of individuality, its 
democratic acceptance of varied 
styles, attitudes and abilities, and its 
implicit humanistic bent. Once we 
drop the notion that the work in the 
show should be judged on the basis 
of mature realization of the individu¬ 
al’s visions, we are truly fascinated 
by the examples of development in 
lifetimes of work. 

To see Chardin still life subjects — 
a hare beside a copper pot — painted 
with a dark palette and bravura 
brushwork, and find that it was an 
award-winning work by student 
Georgia O’Keeffe in 1908, invites not 
our aesthetic judgment of the paint¬ 
ing, but our attention to the context 
of its execution and the development 
of a career. 

We learn through Pisano’s cata¬ 
logue essay and information 
mounted alongside the work in the 
museum that the 20-year-old 
O’Keeffe’s teacher and a moving 
force in the League was William 
Merritt Chase, whose Fish Still Life, 
ca. 1908, is also on exhibit. The 
painting is one of many Chase did as 
demonstrations for his students. The 
immensely popular teacher 
“attacked” canvases in such oft- 
cited class demonstrations. With a 
spontaneity and freedom from the 
strictures of academic procedure. 
Chase left his imprint in both style 
and attitude on students. 

Other popular teachers whose 
work is on view and whose influence 
is felt in other exhibited works, are 
printmaker Joseph Pennell, John 
Sloan and Allen Tucker. Tucker’s 
admiration for the great Impress¬ 
ionist and post-impressionist pain¬ 
ters was carried into his paintings 
and his classes. His October Corn¬ 
fields of 1909 is the work of a painter 
reeling under the influence of Monet. 
A student remembered, “Each week

he brought art books from his exten¬ 
sive collection, going through the 
reproductions with us and voicing 
enthusiasticaliy ... a universal 
appreciation for the greats of all 
periods and countries.” 

The kind of earnest visual explora¬ 
tion we associate with much of art 
school work is especially evident in 
the exhibit’s still lifes — even those 
painted outside the classroom and 
by teachers. Displayed prominantly 
are four colorful and relatively large 
still lifes — by Morris Kantor, Bur- 
goyne Diller, Vaclav Vytlacil and 
Robert Philipp — in the center of the 
very full Paul and Faith Pigors front 
gallery. Nearby, another large still 
life, by Jan Matulka, is aggressively 
hued and geometrically fractured 
with Cubist tension. These paintings 
are all serious, and in their own way, 
rather grand. They are characteris¬ 
tic enough of the school to deserve 
the emphasis they are given in the 
show’s mounting. Yet it is around 
the gallery corners that at least two 
of the exhibits loveliest moments are 
given us. 

In the front corridor, around the 
corner of the museum’s entrance, 
hangs a small, beautifully conceived 
and executed Yasuo Kuniyoshi litho¬ 
graph, commissioned as part of a 
series by the League and sold for $5 
to benefit its print fund. Then, 
around the corner into the Pigors 
Gallery are t\yo small, wonderfully 
unself-concious portraits of young 
girls by Raphael Soyer and Fairfield 
Porter. 

There are other moments in the 
exhibit, to be sure, and their experi¬ 
ence, added, to the informational 
value of this show, make a visit to 
the Danforth well worthwhile. 

In the museum’s Landman Gal¬ 
lery is an exhibition of work by its 
own teaching staff, and in the North 
Gallery a selection from its perma¬ 
nent collection of illustrated 20th 
century books of the Paris School.

The exhibition is mounted in 
broadly chronological order, with 
mediums changing from oil to pastel 
to acrylic to oil stick, from canvas to 
paper. Pictures are grouped by 
decades and not specifically dated. 
No matter. The progression of Wat¬ 
son's work is that of consistent 
return to the source of feeling — the 
initial impulse that made these 
paintings necessary in the first 
place. 

The artist muses, “When this solo 
project was first proposed, I feared 
the work would look like a group 
show — of at least a dozen people.” 
Then, reassuring herself, she notes 
the diversity of Picasso's styles over 
his career, and says of her own, 
“Certain threads disappear and 
appear again, as if what might be 
expected to evolve linearly as prog¬ 
ress or development seems instead 
to be cyclical — as if what is happen-

ing now were there, somehow, in the 
beginnings.” 

We, loo, are reassured. 

Early efforts to “get things stable, 
solid and right,” in Cczanne-likc still 
lifes and in the stylized cubist frag¬ 
mentation of real and synthesized 
visual events, have been honed and 
economized to imbue the work of the 
1980s with what appears to be intui¬ 
tive accuracy in shape placement, 
color sequence, and consideration of 
scale. The formal connections 
between the early and recent work 
are paralleled by the connections of 
feeling and content that they serve. 

It is Watson's close attention to the 
visual occurrences in sync with her 
feelings that she continues to pursue 
throughout the work. Her return 
over and again to the things she secs 
around her — the view from her 
home on the Sudbury River, the 
frothy bouquet on a nearby table, or 
the grey rocks and black-green firs 
of a closely observed and clearly 
beloved Maine landscape — are, like 
the pages of a journal, an accounting 
of what has been encountered 
through her own senses and 
experience.

Often the experience is given poig¬ 
nancy through a spontaneous “note¬ 
taking” of images, as in the spare oil 
stick painting of Walker Pond in 
Maine, where essentials of the pic¬ 
ture are steadfast in holding their 
own against the bright white of the 
paper’s surface, left mostly bare. 
The water of the pond is made pale 
and delicate by the few deep green 
marks that tell us all we need to 
know about the tall surrounding con¬ 
ifers. A gray mountain makes its 
horizontal stretch across the pond's 
far edge, then dissolves easily into 
the air beyond, taming the paper's 
white blast, while allowing it a role 
in the evocation of space and 
atmosphere. 

in this, and in most of the pictures, 
Watson has the eye and the good 
sense to stale without overstating. 


She embraces her subject with 
thoughtful and attentive, hut with 
succinct, formal control. Without the 
affectation of style, the influences of 
Milton Avery and Marsden Hartley 
are evident. But the most important 
voice in Watson's painting is her 
own, giving, as she says, “back 
something...to what is in nature so 
beautifully, and silently, unfolding.”

Legvold speaks at 
Unitarian church 
on Gorbachev 

Will Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba¬ 
chev’s economic and political I’evo- 
lution succeed, is the Cambridge 
F'orum’s topic this Sunday, Oct. 30 in 
a nationally broadcast presentation 
at 3 p.m. from the Winchester Unita¬ 
rian Universalist Church. 

Robert Legvold, director of the W. 
Averell Harriman Institute of 
Advanced Study of the Soviet Union 
and professor of political science at 
Columbia University, is the speaker. 
The talk is sponsored by the 
Winchester Unitarian Universalist 
Church and will be heard over more 
than 100 radio station nationwide. 

Whether or not Gorbachev will 
succeed, Legvold said in a recent 
interview, “is a more complex issue 
than most make it. There are a 
whole chain of questions and 
assumptions,” he said. 

For example, what if Gorbachev is 


ousted, I^evgold asked. Because of 
this question and others, it is impos¬ 
sible to know if Gorbachev has 
achieved success or ended in failure 
until 15 years have passed, he said. 

In order to gain the support of Ihe 
Soviet people, Lcvgold believes that 
some signs of domestic improve¬ 
ment will appear within the year. 
“But, this is not the type of support 
that is need to transform society,” 
he said. 

Far reaching changes in politics 
and economics are, so far, “changes 
in the mind,” Levgold explained. 
Gorbachev is still a long way from 
changes that will bring about politi¬ 
cal reform, he said. 

“It is very hard to change a socie¬ 
ty like Russia,” Levgold concluded.

Radon testing 
devices available, 
says Sen. Albano 

Senator Sal Albano today 
announced that his office has avail¬ 
able a list of firms that have radon 
testing devices. The list can be 
obtained by calling 722-1578 or writ¬ 
ing to Room 423, State House, Bos¬ 
ton, MA 02133. 

“Based on the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Massa¬ 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health results of a random sampling 
of the entire state, homeowners 
should have their basement and first 
floor living area tested,” said 
Albano. 

One fourth of the 1659 samples 
taken in February and March of 1988 
exceeded 4pC/l, the point at which 
the EPA has recommended correc¬ 
tive action. One percent of these 
samples have levels of radon that 
are higher that 20pC/l, a level where 
immediate action is recommended. 
If results are found at this level, the 
Department of Public Health should 
be notified at 617-727-6214, and they 
will send an engineer to your home 
to help isolate the source of radon 
and recommend corrective action.
